Crash testing 


I would like to thank Mr. Ulrich 
for the insightful comment in his Risk 
column (Cycle News, December 5) 
regarding the wadding of the first 
600R Ninja: “I don’t give a hoot 
about crashing that motorcycle.” 

As a motorcyclist for some years 
and owner of several machines which 
I paid for, I have felt for some time 








that the views expressed by certain 
members of the motorcycle press had 
little to do with the actual owning of 
the motorcycle or paying for repairs 
necessitated by the methods employed 
during the testing of the machine in 
question — racing machines excluded, 
of course. 

Mr. Ulrich’s “leave her in the dirt” 
attitude smacks of the 19th century 
buffalo hunter’s belief in unending 
plenty and personal glorification at 
any price. For those of us who must 
pay for our motorcycles, Mr. Ulrich’s 
lack of remorse after destroying this 
beautiful motorcycle must surely color 
our opinion of his future product 
evaluation.

If you’re going to quote us, get it 
right. John Ulrich said, “But this 
tame... this time I admit that I don’t 
give a hoot about crashing that mo- 
torcycle, beyond being sorry that I 
marred the press intro and possibly 
embarrassed and worried the Japa- 
nese engineers. Because I know whyI 
crashed. I learned something...” The 
point being that what Ulrich learned 
far, far overshadowed the damage 
done to one of a fleet of 600R test 
bikes. The purpose of testing is not to 
preserve machinery, it is to test and 
evaluate it, to see if it is prone to 
breakage, to see how it works at the 
limits. A motorcycle that survives 
publication testing usually will give 
a street rider very good service for a 
long time. It is better, we say, for 
John Ulrich to crash and report on a 
significant handling characteristic of 
motorcycles with 16-inch front wheels 
than it is for him not to ride fast 
enough to find anything out about a 
machine’s limits, thus leaving the 
discovery — and crashing — to unsus- 
pecting readers who buy such motor- 
cycles. It is worth noting that early 
test machines imported for magazine 
testing are often brought into the 
country under customs bond, and, as 
such, must be crushed after use. It is 
also worth noting that if not for the 
presence of a dirt embankment bor- 
dering turn three at Phoenix, the 600R 
in question would have had superfi- 
cial damage only. John Ulrich has a 
garage full of motorcycles he has 
paid for, including Triumphs, a Du- 
cati, several Hondas and Suzukis and 
a Kawasaki. Mr. Ulrich’s willingness 
to explore the limits of test motorcy- 
cles may, in the long run, mean you 
won’t have to taste asphalt on your 
own bike... Editor. 


16-inch wheels

I think it is 
simply the front end transferring more 
input through the 16-inch wheel, and 
not a decrease in traction over a larger 
wheel; but it sure feels squirrely in 
the wet and is especially noticeable 
passing through a wet spot on a dry 
day.

Is it possible to 
explore this further?

changes are a switch toa main event 
with two 10-lap motos instead of 
the single 20-lap main as used in the 
past, and the addition of a 125cc 
Support class which will be open to 
Pro-Am and junior professional riders 
only. The format in the 60-rider Pro 
class field (which will still be run on 
250cc machinery) will consist, of four 
heats, two semis, a Last Chance Quali- 
fier and the 20-rider 10-lap final motos. 
Quarter-finals have been eliminated, 
and the top three out of each heat will 
transfer directly to the main without 
riding the semis. Scoring in the two 
final motos will be the same as in 
National Championship Motocross, 
with overall rider finishing positions 
determined by adding points scored 
in both motos. In the 125cc Support 
class, the field will consist of 40 rid- 
ers, with two heats and a single 20- 
rider, 10-lap main event being run. 


On the subject of National Moto- 
cross, the proposal to change the 
125cc class to a Pro-Am/junior 
professional format will probably 
not be adopted in 1985, according 
to AMA's Wayne Moulton. “At 
this point, we are addressing the 
problems in the Nationals, but | 
can’t see any major changes in the 
format until 1986 or even 1987,” 
said Moulton. “That will give all 
the parties involved time to sort 
out their feelings and to consider 
the ramifications of any format 
change. Ideally, what I feel we 
need is all of the pro riders riding in 








the same class, which would pro- 
duce the most exciting racing. But 
we can’t make a change like that 
all at once.” Look for the 125/ 
250/500cc format to remain the 
same in ‘85 as it has been in the 
‘83 and ‘84 seasons, with all three 
classes running on the same day. 
Major opposition from Honda, 
Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yamahaisa 
consideration in the probable post- 
ponement of any major changes in 
the format.

Women’s National Motocross 


Akin claims 
Women’s Nationals

Women riders turned out in force to battle 
for the $1,000 purse in the Women’s Moto- 
cross Nationals at Sunrise Cycle Park. Sixty 


riders from throughout the 


winds anda sprinkling of snow 


to compete in the ninth-annual 
running of the women-only 
event, which was sponsored by 
Coors Light. 

It was a closely fought race all the 
way to the championship, with Mich- 
igan rider Lisa Akin narrowly edging 
out California’s Mercedes Gonzales 
to take the overall Pro title. 

The championship was decided 
from overall points in four motos; 
two motos were raced on 125cc bikes, 
and two were raced on 250cc bikes. 

According to Race Promoter Denise 
de Vines, the two-class competition is 
very popular with the women riders. 
“For a win in the Grand National 
Championship you have to race both 
classes to get the combined overall 
points,” said de Vines. “It makes for 
an interesting day and it makes the 
racing more challenging. It’s some- 
thing the guys don’t do either, because 
its so much riding in one day.” 

In the first 250cc moto, the race for 
the championship shaped up to be a 
three rider duel, when past women’s 
champion Sue Fish stormed into the 
early lead. But Yamaha-supported 
Fish, who was making a racing come- 
back after injuries in 1980, was out of 
the race by the fourth lap with a blown 
transmission leaving the way clear 
for Akin and Gonzales. 

“That’s it for the 250 class — and 
for the title too,” said Fish after the 
first moto. “I took some time out 
since I got hurt in 1980 and just started 
racing again this year,” she said. “I 
wanted to ride the nationals to see if I

could get the title again, but I guess it 
didn’t work out that way. Still, I'm 
only getting started again, and there’s 
always the 125 class.” 

The first 250cc moto set the stage 
for the day’s racing, with Gonzales 
and Akin in close competition 
throughout the 20-minute moto. On 
the fast one-and-a-half-mile track, in 
conditions reminiscent of past Mam- 
moth motocross events, the two were 
seldom more than 100 feet apart. 

Akin, riding a factory-sponsored 
Yamaha, edged past Kawasaki- 
mounted Gonzales in lap six to take 
the checkered flag in the first moto. 

“In the first one she was good and I 
got tired,” said Gonzales. ““When I 
had the lead I was trying to pace 
myself, but Lisa went by me. I tried to 
get her back, but the moto ran out 
before I had time.” 

Fish was back in the hunt in the 
first 125cc moto, and once again it 
started out as a three bike race. Gon- 
zales took an early lead and gained 
some distance on Fish and Aiken, 
who were locked in a close battle for 
second place. Fish missed a gear 
change in lap five, allowing Akin to 
through on the inside of the corner 
and close the gap on Gonzales. Gon- 
zales and Akin settled into another 
two-bike skirmish. Aiken took the 
lead in lap eight, and again took the 
flag less than two bikelengths ahead 
of Gonzales, with Fish hanging in for 
third. 

With Fish out of the running in the 
second 250 moto, the field was clear 
for Akin and Gonzales to open up a 
healthy lead on the competition. Once 
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Mercedes Gonzales (161), Sue Fish (184) and Akin (hidden behind Gon- 
zales) battle in the 125cc Pro class. Fish’s bike blew its transmission. 


Gonzales was a big threat to Akin: 
She took her Kawasaki to a first 
overall in the 125cc Pro class and 
finished second overall in the 250s. 


again Gonzales took the holeshot but 
was overtaken by Akin on the back 
straight in the fourth lap. 

The race for third place was touch 
and go too, with Amy Brooks on a 
Yamaha narrowly beating out Karen 
Leitinger on a Honda to capture a 
third overall in the championship. 

“The racing was great,” said Akin. 
“We were so close I couldn’t believe 
it. I like to race against women riders 
that I can learn from, and you don't 
get a lot of chances to do that. I usu- 
ally race against guys, and whenever 
I race with just women I tend to run 
away from the rest and that’s no fun. 
But today’s racing was great and I 
know it helped both of us learn a 
lot.” 

The last Pro race of the day in the 
125cc class saw Gonzales take her 
fourth holeshot of the day, but this 
time she held the lead. Akin gained in 
traffic, but Gonzales broke away again 
and again to re-open the lead. 

“I wanted that last moto so bad,” 
she said. “It was pure desire that 
made me win. I was so nervous in 
that race — and so tired. Halfway 
through I thought I was going to die 
and not finish, but I wanted to win so 
badly that I held on. I just couldn’t go 
home with nothing at all. And once I 
saw the white flag, I knew I could do 
at. 

Between Pro motos, excitement was 
provided by head to head competi- 
tion in the Sportswomen divisions. 

Helena Leitner proved herself a 
winner by streaking home to win the 
250cc Intermediate class on a bor- 
rowed YZ250. 

“T usually race against the guys, 
but I like being out there with the 
women a lot more,” said Leitner. 
“You can t t really measure yourself 








against the guys. Racing other women 
makes it a lot more fun and a lot more 
interesting. The guys would proba- 
bly say they wouldn’t want to ride in 
a girls’ class. Its the same thing for us 
only nobody thinks about that.” 

Thirteen-year-old Washington 
State entry, Tara Harrison took the 
win in the 125cc Intermediate class, 
while well-known local rider Dana 
Bell took the honors in the 250cc- 
Novice class. 

The award for the closest race of 
the day went to the four riders in the 
Vet Sportswoman class, who set off 
in a split start behind the Vet Pro 
riders. These four women ran neck ‘n’ 
neck throughout both their motos, 
often racing three abreast on the track 
in search of the title. Susan Brennan 
edged through for the first place 
trophy, with Barbara Perry only 
inches behind. 

de Vines said the women could 
look forward to another nationals 
competition next year. “We got off to 
a late start in organizing the nationals 
this year and that, along with the 
weather, kept the entries down a bit. 
But we’re seeing a lot of new interest 
and that’s very encouraging,” said de 
Vines. We got a lot of support this 
year from Coors and California Cooler 
in the sponsorship, and also from the 
local people. The desert people are 
reatly into accepting motorcyles: 
which you don’t get anywhere else.” 

With prizes ranging from a ski 
package donated by Scott USA to 
makeup and facials from Mary Kay 
Cosmetics, the Women’s Nationals 
has also drawn a lot of interest from 
outside the motorcycle community. 

“We're a professional sport and peo- 
ple are starting to recognize that,” 
said de Vines. “But with the coverage 
we're getting, women’s motocross is 
also moving out of sports and into 
the entertainment area as well. 

“We had a film crew from Japan 
shooting this year’s events as part of a 
feature they're doing on women in 
America. They were intrigued by the 
idea of women motocrossers. They 
weren't covering it as a sporting 
event. They were covering the fact 
that women have their escape too. 
This is what these housewives, 
mothers and professional women do 
to have fun.”

Forget any talk that all European moto- 
crossers are too heavy, too slow and too 
under-suspended to successfully compete 
against Japanese motocrossers — it just isn’t 


true anymore. Maybe past Eu- 
ropean machinery couldn’t 
handle the onslaught of light- 
weight, hi-tech MX bikes from 


Japan. But now that single-rear- 
shocks and water-cooling are old news 
— and since no new mind-blowing 
innovations have surfaced in moto- 
cross — some smaller European fac- 
tories have reached the same techno- 
logical plateau that Japanese factories 
have been stuck on for the past two or 
three years. 

The small, Austrian factory is 
reaching for that plateau with its 85, 
inverted-fork-equipped, 212-pound 
KTM 250MX. 

Although the new 250 looks very 
imilar to last year’s 250, the ‘85 is 









almost all-new. The motor is still 
water-cooled with two radiators, a 
reed-valve two-stroke with a new 
5mm-longer stroke. The longer stroke 
is designed to give the engine quicker 
and cleaner throttle response. The 
cylinder has a Nikasil coating and 
the piston is forged. 

For better durability, the left crank 
bearing was relocated. Last year’s 
KTMs had the bearing lubricated by 
transmission oil, and it was discov- 
ered that after a long period of time, 
the bearing would wear out because 
of the tiny metal fragments that accu- 
mulate in the oil from the wearing of 
transmission parts. Now the bearing 
is lubricated from the clean gas/oil 
mixture. 

Bore and stroke and displacement 








remain the same at 67.5 x 69mm and 
246.8cc; the engine produces 43.4 
bhp. 

All new is the exhaust pipe: It exits 
the cylinder through a centerport and 
winds its way up and across the left 
side of the bike. At the end of the pipe 
is anew, aluminum oval silencer that 
is fully rebuildable. 

Supplying the combustion chamber 
with the correct air and gas mixture is 
a 38mm Bing carburetor. It has a 
pull-type choke knob located on the 
right side of the carb body and comes 
stock with a #190 main jet, #280 
needle jet, 8L2 jet needle, #50 pilot jet 
and 215 slide. 

Within the magnesium cases is a 
five-speed transmission and a wet, 
multi-plate clutch. The transmission 
vent isnow much larger. Also new is 
the oil drain plug location: It is posi- 
tioned for easier access and is better 
protected from rock damage. The 
folding shift lever is made out of 
steel. 
+» The kickstarter lever is super tiny 
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and is found on the left side of the 
engine. It is very thin and short, and 
is mounted high in the case. A pri- 
mary kick system is used. 

Supplying a NGK BI10ES spark 
plug with spark is a Motoplat exter- 
nal-rotor ignition. Guarding the 
magneto from damage is a plastic 
cover held on by three hex-head bolts. 

Suspension and chassis received 
the majority of changes for ’85; most 
obvious is the new inverted fork. 
Built by White Power, the fork is 
called the 4050; meaning 40mm stan- 
chion tubes, and 50mm sliders. Last 
year; the KTM 500 was the only 
model to come with the inverted fork; 
this year KTM’s complete line-up is 
so equipped. The fork on last year’s 
KTM 500 needed more attention, so 
revised damping and fork springs are 
found in 85. The complete fork sys- 
tem is much lighter than last year’s 
conventional Marzocchi forks, 2.0 
pounds to be exact. Protecting the 
vulnerable stanchion tubes are tough 
plastic strips with one end mounted 
to the slider. 

In the rear, the Pro-Lever suspen- 
sion system went through many re- 
finements: The linkages have a 
straighter and less progressive lever- 
age ratio, and the White Power shock 


` is carried 20mm lower in the frame. 


The shock has a piggyback reservoir, 
with eight external compression 
damping adjustments and 12 exter- 
nal rebound damping adjustments. 
Rear wheel travel is 13 inches. Zerk 
fittings have been added to all sus- 
pension pivot and bearing points. 

The single-downtube, split-cradle 
frame has a new detachable rear sub- 
section, very similar to the Honda 
CRs. The complete frame is painted 
red and has 0.5° less rake at 26.5 
degrees; trail is four inches. Wheel- 
base remains the same at 58.8 inches, 
while ground clearance is up to 13.8 
inches. Seat height is a tall 37.4 
inches. 

The kickstand is mounted to the 
swingarm on the left side and has 
been redesigned for better stability 
when the bike is moving. It can be 
easily removed if desired. 

Up front, there is a 9.4-inch float- 
ing disc brake wtih a dual-piston 
caliper braided-steel line. The float- 
ing disc is not rigidly mounted to its 
carrier, but rather can float slightly 
side-to-side. So when the disc gets 
hot, there is less chance of warping. 

The rear brake is not a disc; it is a 
drum with a double-leading-shoe de- 
sign. The brake pedal is stronger for 
’85 and is attached to a steel rod that 
connects to the rear brake linkages. 
Both the rear brake assembly and rear 
sprocket are located on the same side 
of the hub. 

Both aluminum alloy rims are laced 
with straight-pull spokes, and Met- 
zeler tires are used at both ends — a 
3.00-21 MXR front anda 4.60-18 Per- 
fectcross in the rear. 

All new plastic is found on the 
KTM: Both front and rear fenders are 
stronger and the side number plates 
are larger. Both side panels are 
mounted to the frame by snaps; no 
tools are needed for removal. The 
radiator shrouds are redesigned and 
are attached to the plastic gas tank 
and radiator by four screws. The gas, 
tank is now larger, because the right 
side of the tank extends lower — it 
holds 2.4 gallons. The air box is now 
one piece. 

Handlebars are slightly shorter this . 
year at 32 inches. The grips have a 
waffle-type pattern and the levers and 
throttle housing are made by Ma- 
gura. Inside the blue vinyl seat cover 
is softer foam. 

The complete package weighs 212- 
pounds dry, making it the lightest 
250cc motocrosser to date, narrowly 
edging the ’85 CR250 Honda by less

dry. New gas tank holds 2.4 gallons. 





We never had any problems start- 
ing the KTM. When cold, raising the 
choke knob and a couple of kicks 
with a small amount of throttle brings 
it to life. Even though the short kick- 
starter is mounted on the left side, it is 
easy to use whether sitting on the 
bike or standing alongside. 

The KTM runs very cleanly even 
when cold, and it requires a short 
warm-up period. It sounds healthy 
and has a slightly-higher pitch than 
the Japanese 250s. Usually two hard 
runs through the gears brought the 
KTM up to racing temperature. 

Riding the KTM isa blast — ithas 
tons of power and is very pipey. 
There is so much power that the front 
wheel loves to come off the ground 
when the throttle is wicked open. 
Mid-range and top-end are the motor’s 
strongpoints; low-end is lacking some 
punch. However, the mid-range pow- 
er comes on so early and strongly, 
that it almost makes up for that. 

Exiting tight, first gear turns, 
though, more low-end is needed, and 
the problem is worse because the 
clutch lever is hard to reach and pull 
in. This means the KTM will bog 
just enough to give the rider some 
problems in race situations. But once 
into the powerband, the KTM hooks 
up harder than most 250s and will 
make up for lost time. 

Most of the test riders who rode the 
bike like the KTM's power very much 
and felt it was one of the fastest 250s 
to date. A Pro-level rider thought the 
KTM was definitely faster than his 
personal '84 CR250 Honda at high 
rpm. 

Getting the KTM off the starting 
gate cleanly requires a lot of practice 
and finesse, especially when there is

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good traction. If the clutch is just 
dumped off the line the front end will 
come straight up; it’s the same if the 
bike is given a heavy dose of throttle 
when it is barely rolling. The rider 
must keeps his weight over the 
handlebars and use delicate clutch 
work to do it right. If it is done right, 
holeshots will be a dime a dozen on 
the KTM. i 

Back to the clutch. One of the rea- 
sons the clutch lever was so hard to 
pull in on our KTM was because the 
cable was slightly tweaked, but even 
when it was brand new, the clutch 
was still too hard to disengage. How- 
ever, we were told by KTM spokes- 
men that shortening (not lengthen- 
ing) the clutch actuating arm would 
help out a great deal. Lighter clutch 
springs would also benefit. The last 
problem we had with the clutch hap- 
pened only when the motor was cold 
— after dropping the transmission 
into first gear at a standstill, the 
clutch would drag. Even when warm, 
itis best to wait until the last possible 
moment before putting the KTM 
into first or second while waiting for 
the green flag, or the starting gate, to 
drop. 

We were never too happy with the 
KTM's transmission. After a few hours 
on the bike, missed shifts were becom- 
ing more common. Under a full load, 
the KTM would not shift very well at 
all when using the clutch — it shifts 
100% better without the clutch and 
with the gas completely off. Even 
then it didn’t shift all that smoothly. 
To make things worse, after a missed 
shift it usually took a couple of 
healthy jabs at the shift-lever to get it 
back into gear. In a race this would 
waste a lot of time. We found out

from KTM technicians that the trans- 
mission oil must be replaced after 
every race to help eliminate the shift- 
ing problem. They also recommend 
using Torco oil for the job. 

The transmission gear ratios are 
tight — there are no gaps between 
gears. The KTM can be short-shifted 
comfortably, but it works best when 
each gear is wrung out to the maxi- 
mum before clicking up another cog. 

While the KTM’s strong point is 
the motor, its weak point is the sus- 
pension; however, that doesn’t mean 
it is bad. The rear suspension — in 
stock form — is okay for the Beginner 
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or Novice rider, but for the Interme- 
diate and Pro level rider, we found 
the rear suspension needs work. At 
slower speeds, the rear end soaked up 
the bumps quite well, and it rarely 
swapped. Even in fast trail-riding the 
KTM had a positive feel, but on a 
rough motocross track, the KTM’s 
back end would bottom harshly and 
do an occasional swap. When it bot- 
tomed, the rear tire would kiss the 
fender and leave a nasty black rubber 
mark. Over rolling whoop-dee-doos, 
the rear suspension held a straight

person, his ideals, rewards and 
frustrations. With Wayne Rai- 
ney, you get the truth. 

Wayne has something in his direct- 
ness which puts you at ease. Perhaps 
it’s his eyes, which, despite his age of 
25, look older. Actually, it’s not the 
eyes, but the areas around them which 
are lined more heavily than people 
two and three times his age. They add 
maturity, and this past season in 
Europe, Wayne Rainey has had to 
mature — both on and off the race 
track — more than he would have 
liked to. 3 

“I wanted another year of road rac- 
ing experience in America, but I lost 
my ride with Kawasaki,” says Rainey. 
“Fortunately, Kenny Roberts put this 
team (Team Marlboro-Roberts) to- 
gether. We had some ideas at the end 
of January, and I went over to Europe 
at the end of the month. We talked to 
AGV, Dunlop, Dainese and Spidi, 
and worked out all of the contracts to 
see if there was enough money, and 
there was enough to go racing for a 
year. 

“Kenny and I talked about dirt 
track racing, but he could only find 
enough money for himself. Then 
Honda said they would give us road 
racing bikes, but we wouldn't get any 
salary. I could have gone dirt track- 





ing or road racing, and financed my 
own thing like Wes Cooley is doing 
now, but there’s not enough money 
in America to do a good private 
effort.” 

So Wayne went to Europe. More 
accurately, he went first to South 
Africa for the opening round of the 
250cc World Championships, and 
there began a problem that plagued 
him for the entire season: bad starts, 

“The starts really hurt my season,” 
Rainey says. “‘Five or six times I was 
on the front row of the grid, but I was 
usually 33rd or 34th into the first 
turn.” 

“He's the best rider out there,” ob- 
served friend and 500cc World Cham- 
pion Eddie Lawson, “But he can’t get 
the bike started.” 

About his starting problems, Rai- 
ney is eloquent. He has obviously 
analyzed, re-analyzed and anguished 
over the situation. 

“Last year I raced against Mike 
Baldwin, and he was on a superior 
bike. In Europe I was in the same 
situation, but I had a dozen guys who 
are as good as him, except I can’t start 
the bike. 

“I know how to push-start a bike. I 
expect myself to go out and start it up 
in four or five paces. Sometimes it 
goes — and most of the time it doesn’t. 

“You have to be with the front 
pack when they go, because if the 
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whole field’s within two seconds in 
qualifying — and you give them 20 
seconds to begin with — by the time 
you catch up your tires are gone. 

“You work all week to get good lap 
times,” says Wayne. “You work on 
the tires and chassis, but they let you 
go out there and you end up racing 
the-pace car for half a lap. You want 
to pull into the pits. And you think: 
‘If I can’t start the bike, what am I 
doing here?” 

Rainey’s problems can be sourced 
primarily to his choice of modifica- 
tions which were run on his bike, 
namely the Hans Hummel cylinders, 
which were about the only variance 
from stock on his production TZ- 
250L. “We started using Hummel 
cylinders, as other teams have, but 
they use either flat-slide carbs or 
modified round-slide carbs so they 
can start better. But we just haven't 
had time to test. 

“Hummel cylinders have such big 
intake ports,” continues Rainey, “that 
there's no velocity pushing when you 
open the throttle. The port's not 
small enough to suck the air through, 
so the air/fuel mixture is wrong. And 
if you give too much throttle, there’s 
just dead air, only fuel going in and 
flooding the cylinder. You have to 





In contrast to the rough handling 
that he received from his competition, 
Rainey found out that living and eat- 
ing in Europe wasn’t as bad as it was 
described to him by his predecessors. ` 

“What surprised me the most was 
how good the food was. You always 
hear stories about Europe being bad 
food and not being able to cope with 
the different languages and cultures. 
But I had nothing but fun trying to 
learn all the different languages, eat- 
ing all the good food. I mean, the 
food over there is much better than in 
America.” 

Rainey admits that the only excep- 
tion is Mexican food, which he car-, 
ried a healthy supply of in the motor- 
home he borrowed from Roberts for 
the season. 

Among the European riders, Rai- 
ney says, “I know Christian Sarron 
pretty well, Sito (Alfonso) Pons, and 
some of the other guys. I had dinner a 
lot with the Carruthers; Jan (Kel’s 
wife) cooks real good. But what I 
missed the most in Europe was my 
family and my girlfriend.” 

The sacrifice to compete in the 
250cc GP road racing wars in Europe, 
as Rainey sees it, was well worth it. 
“The 250cc class I liked, because 
there were the MBAs, Rotaxes, Yama-

crack the throttle open a little bit so 
there’s just enough air going under- 
neath the slide into the cylinder. And 
it’s got to be warm for some reason; 
rotary valve engines start right up — 
so riders who have bikes with them 
can just even paddle-start. I push.” 

Wayne fell in practice at Kyalami, 
injuring the little finger on his right 
hand. He was able to qualify fifth, 
only to be put out by transmission 
problems while running eighth. 

The next round was in Italy, on the 
Continent — Roberts’ country. After 
qualifying eighth, Wayne put in his 
best finish of the season — third — 
after another horrendous start. 

The Grand Prix season was inter- 
rupted by the Match Races at Don- 
nington Park in central England. 
There, Rainey rode, and was subse- 
quently pitched off of, one of the 
outdated reverse-cylinder, in-line-four 
500cc Yamahas, which netted him a 
broken right foot. A trip to the States 
later, his injured foot was tended to 
and he headed back to Spain. “I gota 
bad start, got hit in the first corner, 
and was knocked off the track. I just 
thought about riding with my broken 
foot and I really didn’t push it for the 
first five laps; then I worked up to 
10th. But it seems that I can qualify 
good and get on the front row, but 
then get a last place start.” 





has, Monnets, Pernods, Hondas, and 
36 guys who are sometimes within 
two seconds in qualifying. It’s good, 
close racing, so you know that when 
you did good, you did good.” 

But one thing which hampered 
Rainey more than anything else was 
his machinery. He had, basically, one 
bike and one mechanic. Between him- 
self and Marlboro-Roberts teammate 
Alan Carter, there were three bikes 
available, but because of Carter’s pro- 
pensity for mechanical misfortune, 
Rainey could ride only one. This 
meant that Wayne rode the same bike 
for both qualifying and practice. But 
practice laps were a rare thing, since 
Rainey’s mechanic, Bruce Maus, had 
to spend valuable time performing 
necessary maintenance. Therefore, not 
only was track time limited, but so 
was the time needed for proper tire 
development, suspension and chassis 
adjustments, and engine and pipe test- 
ing. The fact that Rainey could stay 
ahead of his more seasoned competi- 
tors in spite of his disadvantages — 
and still be competitive — has been 
testament to his abilities. 

At the Belgian round Wayne's 
problems amplified. “In practice I 
had worn out cylinders, and we had 
to pull them off because they were 
going to break. They had been on my 
bike since Austria (four races pre-

vious), with about 2,000 miles on 
them. We also changed the gearing, 
and I told Bruce to take a tooth off the 
rear, but he thought I meant to put a 
tooth on. So I dida lap and came back 
in, telling Bruce that we still had the 
same gearing on, then I went back 
out for two laps before I blew it up, 
because I was two teeth over-geared. I 
was trying to get the track lines down 
and I was thinking about gearbox 
ratios. and tires, and on top of that we 
had that mis-communication. I just 
couldn’t seem to run with anybody 
down the straights. Sarron had about 
10 mph on me; I've never been passed 
by anybody down the backstraight 
the way he passed me. 

“We were not getting the help we 
should from Yamaha,” declared Rai- 
ney. Team Marlboro-Roberts is a 
paying Yamaha customer and is treat- 
ed like everybody else. “We bought 
our parts like any other team. We 
didn't have any trick parts — you had 
to. make them. 

“Last year (1983) I had Steve John- 
son to work on the motors, and Mark 
Johnson on the chassis. In Europe I 
had Bruce doing both; he was up 
until four every morning, and that’s 
not good. Last year we had a lot of 
parts we could change, like the front 
end; but in Europe we were stuck 
with one set of triple clamps. I 
changed the bike quite a bit. The 
swingarm was shortened, the seat 
was moved forward, and the gas tank 
was cut a bit to try and get some 
weight on the front end so I could get 
it to hook up better. Every track I 
went to the front end would slide, 
and after making all those changes, it 
kept sliding a little more than I 
wanted it to. But that was the best 
that we could do.” 

The reason it was the best that 
could be done was because of the 
Dunlop tires. Only 18-inch tires in 
any variety of compounds are made 
for the 250. Wayne tried a 17-inch on 
the front end, but didn’t find it to be 
stable. Quality control in the produc- 
tion of the tires has, been a problem 
with out-of-roundness and side-to-side 





deflection plaguing them. What that 
does is kill the drive going into the 
corners, since the front end wants to 
bounce up and down like a pogo 
stick. Sarron, who won this year’s 
250cc World Championship, and 1983 
World Champion Carlos Lavado, 
both used 16-inch Michelins. “They 
ran a wider profile, front and rear,” 
says Rainey. “Their bikes turned a 
little easier than ours and their en- 
gine setups were different. I'd say that 
they had four mph on us down the 
straights, and the only time I had a 
chance as far as winning was on the 
short circuits. That was the way it 
was all year: Every time we came toa 
short circuit, [had the fastest times or 
laps, and the only things that kept me 
from winning was the start.” 

Lavado and Sarron. They're the 
two names who come up most when 
Rainey speaks of the competition. 

“They seemed to be the most con- 
sistent qualifiers, and they also seemed 
to have the best-setup bikes. So, if I 
could've been able to race with the 
leaders, I'd say they were the guys to 
be racing with. 1 raced with Lavado 
in South Africa; at Nurburgring I had 
intermediates while he had slicks, 
and I passed him once, I think that if 
I had ‘slicks I could have won that 
race, 

“Some of the guys don’t hang out 
as much as I do, and they use more 
front end on the corners to scrub off 
speed. Whereas I don’t go in quite as 
hard as they do, but I seem to get the 
bike turned a little quicker and I get 
on the power a little easier than they 
can. Sarron doesn’t lean off the bike; 
he stays in the middle of it. I got 
behind him and watched, but I can’t 
figure how he goes so fast, because it 
looks real uncomfortable — but it 
works for him. Toni Mang goes in 
real slow — slower than the slowest 
guys — but he comes out real hard 
and he knows the circuits real well.” 

Austria's Salsburgring was the next 
circuit after Italy and Rainey was on 
the front row of the grid — but he 
was racing the Porsche pace car at the 
start. The day ended when his bike 





seized and he lost the front end. 

In Germany he chose the wrong 
ures; the rest of the front row was 
equipped with slicks, but Rainey 
chose intermediates. ‘“They told us 
after the re-start that they wouldn't 
stop the race a second time, so I used 
the intermediates.” 

Rainey finished sixth. Given the 
right tires, he could have won. 

After qualifying on the pole in 
Yugoslavia, Wayne got off the grid in 
22nd, but worked his way up to the 
front before being forced back to 
fourth when his tires failed. 

With the “‘Boss,” Roberts, watching 
at Assen, Wayne was fourth in prac- 
tice and well off the start before the 
Dutch rain began to fall. “I was 10th 
going into the first turn, but then 
they red-flagged the race because it 
was raining. On the re-start the bike 
lit, because I heard it. So I jumped on, 
but then it didn’t want to take any 
throttle and just died. I then had to 
jump back off and push — 40, 50 
yards — and it finally went.” 

After a lot of harassment from the 
“Boss,” Rainey pressed on to finish 
12th. 

“I don’t know why these guys stay 
up all night working on your bike,” 
kidded Roberts. “You can't start the 
thing.” 

“Kenny wasn’t impressed with the 
way our bikes ran this year,” recalls 
Rainey, “and neither was anybody 
else on the team. So there’s a lot of 








race result. 

Anderstorp saw Rainey get off to a 
decent start, finally. But after yet 
another round of man-handling from 
some of the competition, he finished 
13th and collected no points. 

The final GP round at Mugello 
was an unfortunately fitting end to 
Rainey’s ‘first season of racing in 
Europe when he retired from the 
action early with a slipping clutch. 

Wayne's final placing for the year 
was eighth. The points earned for all 
his efforts amounted to just 29. 

Rainey, however disappointed, is 
not deterred. He has a self-confidence 
which is more than justified, “Tve 
liked all the circuits. Silverstone I 
liked particularly; it’s smooth and fast. 
Assen was a little different because I've 
never ridden a track that narrow, and 
it took a little ime getting used to it. I 
like Missimo in Italy; it was. the 
second GP, and things went pretty 
good there.” 

Compared to the circuits that he 
raced at, Rainey’s relationship to 
Roberts during the year produced 
these observations: 

“It was difficult with Kenny and 
without him!’ says Rainey. “Kenny 
has.a pretty busy schedule. He’s con- 
tracted to Yamaha America to do 
publicrelations, he drives a Ford race 
car whenever he can, he goes to a 
driver’s school and gets to practice rac- 
ing Formula Atlantic cars, and he has 
a family at home. Silverstone was

things that could make the team bet- 
ter that Kenny would like to do. I 
think that if the team goes next year, 
it will be a lot better. Instead of get- 
ting our bikes a week before the first 
Grand Prix of the season for testing, 
maybe we could have them during 
the winter.” 

The following week in Belgium he 
never got up to racing speed in quali- 
fying or in the race and was forced 
out early with overheating. 

He returned to the States for an 
easy win at Laguna’Seca on the bike 
he won Daytona with. Maus finally 
got the chance toldo some engine 
development work, which he hoped 
would give him an advantage in there- 
maining GPs at Silverstone, Ander- 
storp (Sweden), and Mugello (San 
Marino). “When we went back to 
Laguna Seca in July, that was the 
first testing of the year. Everything 
else had been done in timed qualifying 
at the Grands Prix. But at Laguna, 
we tested a new frame and didn’t get 
to do much else, because we had lots 
of engine problems and throttle stick- 
ing. I started on the last row and was 
fifth going into the first turn.” 

But the hoped-for improvements 
for Europe weren't to be. At Silver- 
stone, Wayne was down on power, 
qualifying 19th. Fourteenth was the 





only the sixth race that he'd been able 
to be with the team. 

“Kenny has ideas I don’t think 
about,” continues Rainey. “I tried 
them; sometimes I didn't understand 
them, but I did them anyway. Some- 
times they worked for me, and some- 
times they didn’t. But he gave me a 
lot of confidence, and he’s got good 
ideas on setting up the bikes, because 
he’s three-times World Champion. 

“When you listen to Kenny, he 
makes it sound like racing is the eas- 
iest thing in the world to do. But, 
when you get out there on the track, 
it’s so much different. So, at the start 
of the year, ¥ was pumped up too 
much and crashed a few times, then I 
settled down. 

“I don’t know how it's going to go 
next year,” comments Rainey. “Idon’t 
know if there'll be another American 
on the team, either. 

“As to which class I'll ride, it 
doesn’t matter to me. I'd love to ride a 
500, because I know a lot of the prob- 
lems that I had on the 250 wouldn't 
happen, bécause I'm used to heavier 
bikes. But I'd also like to go for the 
250 class again, because I now know 
what to expect. 

“But it's all going to work out,” 
Rainey says. “I know I can run with 
them, if I get a good start.” e

The Cathedrals of Coventry in England and 
Cologne in West Germany are probably the 
best known of all the famous churches in the 
world, thanks to the bombers which destroyed 


the first one but failed to wreck 
the other. Legend has it that 
Allied aircraft spared the 
cathedral when they flattened 
Cologne but the truth is that the 
bombs which hit that vast Gothic 
edifice were not powerful enough to 
do more than superficial damage, 
though there was plenty of that. 

In 1940 with Teutonic thorough- 
ness the Heinkels and Dorniers satu- 
rated the center of Coventry, then 
came back two nights later with fire 
bombs. Of the cathedral where I had 
sung Christmas carols with my school 
companions, only the shell remained. 
It still stands as it did then, and witha 
new cathedral built around it. Two 
hundred yards away a modern shop- 
ping center covers the deep-down 
debris of the old Triumph factory 
which shared the holocaust of 
November 1940. 

Many years later as I was riding 
through Coventry on my way to the 
new Triumph plant at Meriden, the 
thought came to me that there could 
be a publicity story ina ride from one 
cathedral to the other on the new 
police machine which I had created 
and to which I had given the name 
Saint — a contrived abbreviation of 





the words Stop Anything In No Time 
which suited its image and which 
certainly fitted the publicity aim of a 
fast ride between two famous 
churches. The idea was born in 
August and the International Motor- 
cycle Exhibition was to be staged the 
following month in Cologne. Arrival 
at the press preview the day before the 
show opening should ensure a para- 
graph or two, but only if I could 
make the journey in a few hours. An 


overnight trip involving a cross- - 


channel boat would have no news 
value at all. 

I checked on air freight services 
over the channel and only one was 
suitable. It was scheduled from the 
small airport of Lydd on the south 
coast at 10:00 a.m. and timed to arrive 
at Liege in Belgium an hour-and-a- 
half later. Liege to Aachen on the 
German border and then to Cologne 
along the two-lane autobahn would 
take around two hours so I should 
make the Press bar before it closed. 
The slow part of the journey would 
be through the sprawl of London 
from north to south which takes as 
long as from Liege to Cologne. Total 
riding time from Coventry to destina- 
tion I calculated at six-and-a-half 
hours so adding on the flight time 





meant that I would have to leave 
Coventry at 6:00 a.m. to be in Cologne 
by 2:00 p.m. I went ahead with the 
plans accordingly, began preparation 
of the Saint and booked our places on 
the Bristol Freighter. 

A few evenings later I was ina vil- 
lage pub near my Stratford-on-Avon 
home and one of the locals propping 
up the bar asked me about the Saint 
which was parked outside. I told him 
where it was going and he asked if he 
could cover the story for his news- 
paper. It was the Daily Mail, one of 
the big circulation English nation- 
als. Not a big enough story for the 
Mail I thought, but I did his journal- 
istic ability an injustice. He and a 
photographer would be on the Lon- 
don road outside Coventry when I 
left, another picture man would be at 
Lydd airport, and one at Cologne. 
The simple story of a ride to Ger- 
many was built up to a headlined 
half page which appeared on the 
morning the exhibition opened. The 
hour in the village pub produced 
more ideas. I would carry a letter of 
greetings from the Lord Mayor of 
Coventry to the Burgomaster of 
Colegne and maybe the British radio 
network would be interested in an 
interview to be put on the air the 
morning of my departure. This was 
to cause me problems at Liege. 

The journey time schedule was a 
tight one and I was apprehensive 
about the London miles so I tele- 
phoned a friend at Scotland Yard and 
asked for the best route. That marked 
the beginning of a valuable service 
which the Yard gave to me many 
times on my rides through London to 
destinations on the Continent: a pilot 
escort from the elite staff of the Police 
Driving School. 

The evening before my departure I 
had a recorded interview with the 
national radio corporation and 
appropriately enough it took place 
in their studio underneath Coventry 
Cathedral. It ended with the exhaust 
note of the Saint accelerating away 
through the center of the city. The 
tape was to be heard the next morn- 
ing on a popular program “Today” 
hosted by a famous personality named 
Jack DiManio who added a few words 
of his own about the pleasure of 
motorcycling at the middle age of 
man. The program went out at 7:00 
a.m. and was repeated an hour later 
so that the sound of the Saint leaving 
Coventry was first heard when I was 
in north London, and again when I 
was beyond the tunnel under the 
Thames. 

The pre-dawn morning was dark 
and wet as I pushed the machine 
away from my home to the end of the 
lane where it joined the road to War- 
wick by the village war memorial. It 
was 5:00 a.m. and the residents in this 
quiet backwater of Shakespeare’s 
England, retired lawyers and bank 
managers, had frowned when a motor- 
cyclist first moved into their peaceful 
retreat. Neighborly relations were not 
improved when the Army Motorcycle 
Display Team of 20 riders came to my 
home after a performance at the 
County Fair. Twenty Triumphs with- 
out silencers sounded impressive, but 
at 5:00 a.m., which was the normal 
time for my long distance journey 
departures, it was desirable to leave 
quietly. I rode through the sleeping 
town of Warwick, past the old castle 
to Kenilworth and along the tree- 
lined road to Coventry. As I stopped 
at the foot of the cathedral steps two 
Police officers emerged from the 
shadows and handed me the envelope 
from the Lord Mayor, impressive 
with its embossed seal of the City 
Coat of Arms. We chatted for a while 
and the elder one talked of the night 
18 years before when he was on duty 
as the first bomb fell. The clock in the 








bell tower chimed the hour of six as I 
kicked the Saint and started the 500- 
mile journey. 

Ten miles out, as I slowed for the 
motorway junction, two figures step- 
ped to the side of the road and a 
camera bulb flashed. My Daily Mail 
friend was at work. 

Water from the wheels of London- 
bound trucks was blowing across the 
fast lane and I was glad I had fitted a 
full fairing. The lights of Northamp- 
ton and Bedford came and faded 
behind and as dawn filtered through 
the rain clouds I turned off the 
motorway for my rendezvous with 
the Police escort. The blue lamp of 
his Triumph was flashing by the 
Wagon and Horses pub at a London 
suburb called Colney Hatch and this 
was to be the meeting point for future 
escorted rides. He was an old friend 
named Len Farmer who had ridden 
with distinction in International 
events and it was an education in rid- 
ing skill to follow him. 

He waved farewell at the tunnel 
under the Thames and I headed south 
for Maidstone, the county town of 
Kent. It was on the three-lane road 
approaching the town that the ride 
came near to ending. An approach- 
ing car driver either misjudged my 
speed or did not see me atall until the 
last moment. He pulled across the 
middle lane to turn into a side road 
and as I swerved to go outside him he 
turned back again directly into my 
path. I used all the road to miss him 
and a couple of other cars which left 
very little room to get by. I knocked 
off my speed until the pulse rate 
returned to normal. 

At the little grass infield airport of 
Lydd I had half an hour in hand for 
coffee whilst the Saint was being 
loaded behind a Jaguar and I had an 
interesting conversation with its driv- 
er. Would I be interested in working 
for him? He was looking for an 
adventurous type to join him in his 
business of selling guns to African 
countries in general and the Congo 
territories in particular. His journey 
was to Brussels to fix a big deal in 
automatic rifles and he gave me his 
business card. A year or two later I 
checked it against a newspaper report 
of a man on trial for illegal arms 
deals. It was the same man. 

The Bristol freighter landed at 
Leige on time and I pushed the 
machine towards the Customs build- 
ing where the documents were cleared 
quickly. I was about to ask which 
way I should go to find the road to 
Aachen when I heard my name called, 
and I saw standing at the exit gate a 
group of motorcyclists headed by my 
friend Max Noe the Triumph dealer 
in Leige. My rusty French was good 
enough to ask him how did heand the 
reception committee know that I was 
coming, and I apologized for my dis- 
courtesy in not telling him. Max was 
the Belgian representative of The 
Triumph Owners Club of which I 
was President and one of the Liege 
members had heard the morning radio 
program from England. 

Any ideas I had of getting away 
quickly to Aachen were promptly 
altered by Max who insisted that the 
nearest bistro was the proper place to 
celebrate my arrival. The time was 
11:50 a.m. and I estimated that allow- 
ing 10 minutes in the bistro I could 
make Cologne by 2:00 p.m. which 
would not be too late to find a few 
Press friends in the bar. As far as I 
knew I was not expected by anyone 
but the photographer who was to 
take pictures for the Mail soI was not 
on a deadline. 

I was wrong. 

In all of my travels in many coun- 
tries the company I have most enjoyed 
has been that of' motorcyclists. The 


- comradery is international and bikes 








are the common denominator of lan- 
guage. The scene that morning in the 
Cafe de 1’Aeroport made my journey 
well worthwhile and the coffee cog- 
nacs warmed the conversation. My 10 
minutes became 30 before I started 
the Saint and followed Max along the 
road to Aachen. I have travelled along 
it many times since then and it has 
been improved but at that time it 
seemed that it still suffered from the 
effects of war-time traffic- At the 
border control barrier I said farewell 
to Max with a promise to see him on 
the return journey. 

Ahead stretched the two-lane auto- 
bahn built originally to carry the 
German military transport and tanks 
into Belgium and I quickly learned 
that a German driver rarely looks at 
his rearview mirror before he pulls 
out to overtake. There is no speed 
restriction on the autobahns and a 
distinct objection to being passed, 
especially by a motorcyclist. My 
thousands of riding miles in Ger- 
many have been more challenging 
than enjoyable. I repeated the ride to 
the Cologne exhibition six more times 
and always I experienced the same 
pleasure when cresting the last hill I 
saw the great twin towers of the 
Cathedral in the Rhine Valley, but 
the first time is a special memory. I 
took the first Cologne exit sign from 
the autobahn which was a mistake as 
it led to the west of the city and the 
narrow, traffic-congested streets to 
the center. I had no idea where the 
exhibition building ws located and 
Cologne is a big place. I did not even 
know that the German word for an 
exhibition is Messe and so it meant 
nothing to me when I saw it. Neither 
did I know that there are four of five 
of them but finally I stopped a Police 
car and got an escort. 

As I neared the exhibition building 





aman ran from the entrance waving 
his arms like a traffic cop, and I saw 
that he was the P.R.O. of the British 
Motor Cycle Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. He rushed up as I put the-Saint 
on the stand and urged me to follow 
him quickly as everyone was waiting. 
“Who was everyone and why should 
they be waiting?” As we went rapidly 
up the stairway, I was given the list. 
The Burgomaster, the President of 
the Association, the Triumph chiefs 
Jack Sangster and Edward Turner, 
the Director of the Exhibition and 
the chiefs of all the British factory 
exhibitors. I was annoyed with my 
P.R.O. friend and said that I was the 
only one who had not been told of 
this reception, adding that I might 
well have still been in the Liege cafe. 
I entered the reception room and was 
very embarrassed at what I saw. 
Instead of the expected group at a bar 
or sitting around at tables there were 
two lines of V.I.P’s with the Bur- 
gomaster at ‘the far end. Between 
these lines of well-dressed gentlemen 
the wet and travel-stained motorc 
clist was required to walk and deliver 
a letter to the chief citizen of Cologne. 
To make the situation even more 
embarragsing the letter was at the 
bottom of my haversack underneath 
pajamas and the other things which 
any long-distance motorcyclist car- 
ries. Like a bottle of scotch which the 
Burgomaster probably thought was 
for him. The letter was presented and 
duly read out to the audience, I 
downed a glass of Rhine wine and 
thought the function was over until 
my boss Edward Turner spoke to me. 

Where was the machine? It was in 
the car park. Bring it up to the terrace 





he instructed, so I went back to the 


Saint, rode it round to the back of the 
building and looked up at the terrace. 
It was 40 feet up.a flight of steep

stairs and everyone was waiting at the 
top. I had never trained for that kind 
of escapade and it seemed a geometri- 
cal certainty that any attempt would 
end in a loop. Turner stared down 
and beckoned impatiently. I looked 
at him appealingly but knew on the 
instant that he was quite prepared to 
come down and ride the machine up 
himself. Or loop it in the attempt. 

I had to try but the climb could not 
have been a pretty sight. The crank- 
case grounded on every step and the 
audience scattered as I reached the 
top. The Cathedral ride had ended 
and the Saint took its place on the 
Triumph stand in the exhibition 
until I rode it back to Coventry a few 
days later. The Daily Mail and other 





papers gave generous publicity to 
Triumph and in fact far more than 
the ride merited, but as far as I was 
concerned it helped to promote the 
image of the Police Saint. The 
Cologne Exhibition has now for some 
years been the most important in 
Europe, and the only British partici- 
pants are several small concerns sell- 
ing components for Japanese ma- 
chines. My last ride there was on the 
Norton Interpol police model which 
I designed and I had hoped that this 
year the rotary-engined Norton ma- 
chine would have been displayed but 
it was absent. Times have certainly 
changed since British products were 
predominant in the two Cathedral 
cities. ®

line and kept the rear wheel to the 
ground, but bumps with sharp edges 
made the KTM hop around. 

Out of the crate, the front fork 
works much better than the rear end. 
With the power on while hitting 
large bumps, the fork worked excel- 
lently for most of our test riders. 
However, they all agreed that it wasa 
tad on the harsh side through the 
smalier bumps. The biggest com- 
plaint about the fork came when 
braking hard over small- to medium- 
size bumps. At a high rate of speed, 
with the front brake fully applied, 
the front end twitched back and 
forth; sometimes quite heavily. This 
would cause the rider’s arms to pump 
up after a few laps. Only once or 
twice did we manage to bottom the 
fork harshly. When it did, though, 
the front tire barely scraped the front 
fender. The bigger the bumps, the 
better it worked. 

Turning the KTM requires a little 
extra rider concentration — when 
done right, the KTM turns well. 
Berms are where it works best, and 
the faster the rider hits the berm, the 
better it gets. For best results through 
a rir the rider should be posi- 


itii 





tioned in the middle of the seat while 
leaning back, with his leg and arms 
straight forward. In this position, the 
KTM will go where you point it with 
the throttle wide open. If the bike 
isn’t leaned over far enough, with the 
rider’s weight too far forward on the 


‘seat, the KTM has the tendency to 


drift up and over the berm. 

In a hair-pin type turn, the KTM 
turns best with the rider sitting as far 
forward as possible with his chest 
leaned over the handlebars. This puts 
as much weight as possible over the 
light front end so the front tire can 
dig in and make the bike pivot 
through the turn. The Metzeler tires 
help very well to make this all pos- 
sible. 

We never had much luck with the 
front disc brake. Just before we re- 
ceived the bike, a new swivel joint 
line was installed. After the first out- 
ing on the bike, we found there was 
still some air left in the hydraulic 
system, and we ended up having no 
front brake at all. We bled the brake 
line, and after that, it worked very 
well. 

We rode the KTM for a few hours 
before the brake started acting up 
abaili 
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The floating front disc is not rigidly mounted to the wheel. It is designed 
that way to reduce the chance of warping. 








again. Once we started really push- 
ing the bike, we were once again left 
without a front brake. To get all the 
air out of the system a bleeder tool 
must be used. 

The rear brake isn’t as strong as we 
thought it would be. When pressing 
down on the brake pedal, it feels as 
though itis hitting the frame, because 
it comes to an abrupt stop. At this 
point, heavy pressure must be ap- 
plied to the pedal for the brake to 
work properly. However, braking 
power is better than most rear brakes 
systems on other bikes, and it- never 
wants to lock up, even when the 
ground is dry and slick. 

Adapting to the KTM is very easy 
— all the controls are simple to use 
and are in the right places. The bike 
feels quite tall and level. The seat is 
narrow, tall and very firm — it 
shouldn't lose its shape. 

How does the KTM stack up against 
an '85 CR250R Honda? We took both 
to one of our test tracks and com- 
pared lap times. The course is hilly 
with a few long straights, and it has 
many turns — traction was excellent 
that day. We took the Honda out first 
and consistently lowered our lap times 
to an average of 1-minute, 25.50 sec- 
onds; best time being 1:24.22. Our 
average lap time on the KTM was 
1:25.66, best being 1:25.22 — that’s 
exactly one second slower than the 
Honda's best time. However, there is 
one hitch — the front brake on the 
KTM was giving us hassles that day 
and was never working 100%. With 
thatin mind, we probably could have 
knocked a full second off the KTM’s

lap times, making overall times very 
close. 

Unfortunately our lap-time testing 
day was cut short when a blanket of 
fog rolled in and reduced visibility to 
a few feet. The next day, we had to 
return the KTM so we didn’t get the 
chance to do five- or 10-lap compari- 
son times. 

However, we do feel the KTM can 
go as fast, if not faster than any other 
250cc motocrosser — Japanese or 
European, but it takes more of the 
rider’s energy on the KTM than it 
would on the Honda to do so. The 
very powerful motor combined with 
a pipey powerband and needs-work 
suspension can make the KTM a 
handful to manage — quite a bit 
more than the Honda. 

Even with its flaws — most of them 
minor — we liked the new KT M250. 
In stock form, the KTM will appeal 
best to the Junior/Intermediate rider. 
The powerful, pipey motor may give 
a Beginner a bit more than he can 
handle, while the Expert/Pro rider 
will want more suspension. If you 
can afford the expensive $2997 retail 
price and want to break away from 
the Japanese crowd, the KTM is the 
winning ticket. e

White Bros do the fine tuning 
— they specialize in White Power 
suspension products. 

The White Power 4050 inverted 
fork needed little attention. The oil 
level was raised using 5w oil. It was 
set 160mm with the forks compressed. 
In development is a new damping 


damping making the fork more pro- 
gressive and should eliminate any 
harsh spots throughout the wheel 
travel. The piston should be avail- 
able in a few weeks. 

The shock was completely torn 
down and rebuilt. The oil was 
changed to White Bros suspension 
fluid, which is between 5w and 4w. 
For better high-speed compression 
damping, a new piston was used with 
smaller holes, while flex valving was 
softened. This is designed to make 
the shock more progressive with less 
bottoming. 

To eliminate too much spring- 
back from bottoming, more mid- to 
high-speed rebound damping was

piston that will increase compression” 





added by reshaping the valve pack; in 
other words, restacking the damping 
washers. The KTM comes stock with 
the preload setting at 20 to 23mm. 
White Bros reduced this to 14 to 
17mm, depending on the rider's 
weight. 

Once on the track, the KTM’s sus- 
pension was noticeably better, but 
most improved was in the rear. Over 
large to mid-size bumps at speed, the 
KTM is much more stable. No longer 
does it bottom harshly in the rear, 
while swapping is non-existent. 

Up front, the fork absorbed the 
large bumps, making the ride 
smoother, while bottoming is rarely 
noticed. 

Over smaller bumps, both front 


and rear suspensions are a tad on the 
stiff side. When exiting a turn under 


full power when there are a lot of small 
bumps, the ride gets a little rough. 


One problem encountered with the 


stock suspension happened when 
braking at speed over small braking 
bumps. The front shook, making the 
the rider hold on tight to the han- 
dlebars. The White Bros-tuned fork 
helped out, but didn’t eliminate the 
problem.

Honda’s Ronnie Lechien, riding a super- 
trick, one-off XR600, came away as the 
undisputed winner in the Open Pro class at 
the California Motorsport Club’s 10th annual 


Four-Stroke Nationals. The 


event, sponsored by Pro-Tec 
Performance and Trick Rac- 
ing Fuels, saw the youthful 
factory rider totally dominate both 
motos from the first turn to the finish 
line. Nobody else was close. Phil Lar- 
son, riding an ATK, was second, and 
Yamaha's Ricky Johnson was third 
on a Pro-Tec/ Yamaha TT600. 
Closer racing could be found in the 
500cc Pros as Keith O’ Neal (Hus) and 
Don Turk (C-A) battled lap after lap, 
with O'Neal winning the first moto, 
Turk the-second and the overall. 





Honda off-road racer Chuck Miller 
was third, and former 250cc National 
Motocross Champion Gary Jones 
(Hus) was fourth. 

In Amateur action, the Vet classes 
brought out a lot of riders to do battle 
and relive the past. Jones took the Vet 
Masters ahead of Tom White on one 
of his own White Bros specials; Jim 
O’Neal (Hon) was third. Keith Pet- 
rangelo won the Vet Sportsman ona 
basically stock British-built CCM, 
beating the more modern Japanese 
technology ridden by Team Honda 
MX Manager Dave Arnold, who was 
second. Third was Roy Wescott (Hus).

Much of the excitement in the Pro 
class races was centered around the 
Team Yamaha and Honda camps. 
Yamahas have dominated the Four- 
Stroke Nationals for several years, 
and the Pro-Tec-equipped TT600 
that Ricky Johnson was riding was 
the same machine that Phil Larson 
had finished second on the year before. 
The engine had been bored and 
stroked out to 650cc and boasted a 
catalog of tricks from Pro-Tec and 
was said to be otherwise mostly stock. 

Not so for the Honda entry. Lech- 
ien’s bike had a C&J frame, A-Trak 
rear suspension, Showa works forks, 
disc brakes at both ends and RC plas- 
tics. The crowning touch was the 
engine, which was an XR-based 600cc 
engine borrowed from Ricky Gra- 
ham’s flat track racer. The presence 
of the unusual machine was a magnet, 
attracting hundreds of the curious. 
And those who saw Lechien ride the 


. Honda in practice described it as a 


certified missile. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
Open Pro moto, Lechien was in the 
lead by the first turn. By turn two, he 
had at least two bikelengths over 
second place, and then he was gone. 
Phil Larson (ATK) was second; not 
far away was his brother Mike, also 
on an ATK 560. Ricky Johnson was 
third and Warren Reid fourth. Phil 
Larson held his position until lap 
eight when Johnson thumped on by 
to take second, dropping him back to 
third. And that’s the way the first 
moto ended. 

Moto two became history by the 
time the pack reached the first turn as 
Lechien again roosted into the lead, 
never to be challenged after that. 
This time, Larson got second and 
held onto it for the duration of the 
moto, followed by Reid, who was 
engaged in a constant duel with John- 
son. With Lechien so far out in front 
and Larson holding, this was the hot- 
test racing in the class as Reid man- 
aged to successfully hold off the re- 
peated charges of Johnson. The moto 
finished Lechien, Larson, Reid and 
Johnson. 

“The bike was pretty good,” com- 
mented Lechien afterwards. ‘“This 
year we got to work on it earlier than 
before to get it dialed in. They changed 
the cam on it so the power wouldn't 
be so peaky; it's a fun bike to ride. I 
really wanted to win this one.” 

“It was a works bike,” said Carl 
Brown of Pro-Tec, regarding Lech- 
ien’s bike and victory. ““There was no 
way we could compete with it.” 

Brown added that next year’s Pro- 
Tec entry will be more developed; 
there is also the possibility of having 
a production-only rule for next year’s 
Four-Stroke Nationals. 








The 500cc Pros was a closer race, 
and the only runaway was O’Neal 
and Turk, as they quickly split from 
the pack to put on their own race. 

Moto one was O'Neal all the way 
as the Husky-mounted rider kept the 
door closed on Turk from wire-to- 
wire. There were a few occasions 
when it looked as if Turk would get 
by, but O'Neal was able to stay out in 
front to the checkered. Chuck Miller 
was third. 

The second round was a different 
story. O'Neal got the lead again and 
it looked like things would be a 
replay of the first moto. But Turk 
squeaked by on the second lap and 
never looked back. O'Neal tried to 
repass Turk on every lap, but all he 
could settle for was second overall. 
Jones (Hus) worked his way up from 
a bad start to finish third for fourth 
overall; Miller rolled in next to claim 
third overall. 


Amateurs 


While the going may have been 
rough in the Pros, Jones had a rela- 
tively easy time taking both Vet Mas- 
ter rounds. The first lap had Jones in 
the lead, followed by O’Neal (Hus), 
Tom White (WB), and Vet Sports- 
man Jerry Young (Yam). Young faded 
fast and was displaced by Keith 
Petrangelo (CCM), who was followed 
by Roy Westcott (Hus) and Arnold. 
At the flag it was Jones, White and 
O'Neal. 

Petrangelo — whose decade-old 
CCM has two shocks, no disc brakes, 
and not much plastic — maintained 
his Vet Sportsman lead, while Arnold 
— ona 1984 XR500R with works forks 
— passed Westcott to take second. 
Petrangelo followed O'Neal in fourth 
overall, first Vet Sportsman, with 
Arnold second and Westcott hanging 
on in third. 

Jones repeated his class lead in the 
second moto to lock up the Vet Mas- 
ters. O'Neal briefly held onto second, 
which was taken over by White; Bill 
Tarling (Hon) then moved into third 
as O'Neal held fourth. By the end of 
the moto, O’Neal got back into third 
(for third overall) behind White and 
Jones. In the Sportsman, Arnold put 
his Honda into the lead, ahead of 
Petrangelo. But on the next-to-last 
lap, Petrangelo got by for the overall 
win. Arnold came in next for second 
overall, with Westcott in again for 
third. -

Kawasaki has introduced the Eliminator, a 
new performance cruiser styled, according 
to Kawasaki spokesmen, after custom ma- 
chines seen at street drags across the country. 


Powered by a slightly-modified 
908cc Ninja engine, the Elimi- 
nator is designed to look like a 
drag racer and better addresses 
real-world riding than sport or semi- 
chopper styled machines, Kawasaki 
says. 

“The majority of motorcycle rid- 
ing in this country is done in the real 
world of stop-and-go city traffic, free- 
ways and interstate highways,” said 
Kawasaki Motors Corp. Director of 
Communcations Mike Vaughan ata 
press conference held at the Los Ange- 
les Convention Center. 

“And the best way of coping with 
that type of riding situation is witha 
solid, long-wheelbase motorcycle with 
an almost neutral seating position — 


- all elements built into the Elimina- 


tor,” Vaughn said. “This is a bike 
you can ride through rush hour traf- 
fic or the Los Angeles freeway system, 
across the Great Plains or from coast- 
to-coast without feeling like you’ve 
just competed in the world endur- 
ance championship.” 





The new Kawasaki will be marketed 
only in the United States and Canada 
and built exclusively at the Kawasaki 
production facility in Lincoln, Ne- 
braska. The Eliminator is expected to 
be in Kawasaki dealer showrooms by 
February and offered at a suggested 
retail price of $4,499. 

The Eliminator engine is virtually 
the same as the Ninja inline-four, 
but with several important differen- 
ces, including smaller carburetors, 
new cam profiles, ommission of the 
dynamic balancer shaft in favor of 
rubber engine mounts, elimination 
of the oil cooler, a larger radiator, 
and a new exhaust system. 

The Ninja’s top-end rush has been 
traded for extra low and mid-range 
power. Peak torque matches the 
Ninja, but the Eliminator is substan- 
tially stronger up to 8,000 rpm. Max- 
imum horsepower is down compared 
to the Ninja, but the Eliminator is 
substantially stronger up to 8,000 rpm. 

Four 32mm Keihin CV carburetors 
with semi-flat slides replace the Nin- 
ja’s 34mm carbs. The slide design 








improves fuel atomization, and throt- 
tle response. A new airbox has the 
same capacity as the Ninja's (6.2 
liters). The choke control is on the 
left handgrip. 

Valve sizes are the same as used in 
the Ninja (29mm intake, 24.7mm ex- 
haust), but valve timing has changed 
significantly. 

The Ninja’s intake valves open 45° 
BTDC and closed 65° ABDC; its 
exhausts open 65° BBDC and closed 
45° ATDC, measured to and from 
Omm lift. Intake and exhaust valve lift 
is 9.3mm., 

The Eliminator’s intake valves open 
37.5° BT DCand close 57.5° ABDC; Its 
exhausts open 57.5° BBDC and close 
37.5° ATDC. Intake and exhaust valve 
lift is 8.3mm. 

As with the Ninja, the lightweight 
hollow camshafts spin in five cast-in 
bearings. Each cam lobe actuates two 
valves through a forked cam follower, 
and valve adjusters are the screw-and- 
locknut type. The aluminum cam 
cover is sealed with a reusable rubber 
gasket. 

For increased durability, the valve 
spring retainers are a new alloy with 
equal strength but significantly more 
elasticity. 

The included valve angle remains 
a narrow 34.9° (intake 18.5° and ex- 
haust 16.4° from vertical), yielding

shorter ports for increased breathing 
efficiency, compact chambers for in- 
creased combustion efficiency, and 
decreases in engine size and weight. 

The cam drive is the same as the 
Ninja’s, with a single 7.94mm-pitch 
ink-plate chain driven from the left 
end of the crank. 

Like the Ninja’s, the Eliminator’s 
cylinders have pressed-in cast-iron 
liners; 10 cylinder studs are used. The 
base gasket is stamped steel, the head 
gasket laminated steel. 

Bore and stroke are unchanged at 
72.5 x 55mm and redline remains at 
10,500 rpm. 

As with the Ninja, pistons are cast 
aluminum with an 11:1 compression 
ratio. Spark plugs are centrally located 
in each combustion chamber. 

The biggest change is the elimina- 
tion of the Ninja’s gear-driven balan- 
cer, which isn’t néeded in the rubber- 
mounted Eliminator engine. Coun- 
terweight changes to balance the new 
flywheel effect were not needed. 

The oil pan has been modified due 
to reduced ground clearance, and 
there’s a special dam to isolate the 
primary gear and clutch from sump 
oil for increased mechanical efficien- 
cy. Oil capacity is down 0.3 qt. to 3.9 

t 
As with the Ninja, the one-piece 
crank turns in five plain bearings. 
Lightweight two-piece rods are forged 
from a steel alloy. The primary gear 
takes the place of the inboard coun- 
terweight for cylinder four, and the 
gear teeth are polished to reduce lash 
and mechanical loss. 

The maintenance-free electronic ig- 
nition, featuring an electronic ad- 
vance, is on the left end of the crank. 
Ignition timing is unchanged. 

Except for the elimination of the 
oil cooler loop, the lubrication sys- 
tem is identical to the Ninja’s. The 
pump is turned by a clutch-driven 
shaft. Oil is drawn through the pri- 
mary crankcase filter to the pump, 
then passed through the filter ele- 
ment to the crank, gearbox, valves, 
etc., and returns to the sump. To help 
prevent leakage (maximum oil pres- 
sure remains 71.1 psi), oil passes to 
the head via external lines. 

To compensate for the elimination 
‘of the oil cooler and reduced airflow 
due to the 18-inch front wheel and 
ure, a larger radiator (width and 
height 9.25 x 13.78 in. vs. Ninja’s 12.8 
x 7.78 in.) has been fitted with an 
airflow-increasing dam, increasing 
cooling capacity more than 20%.

mostat, electric fan, coolant reservoir 
and water pump. 

Like the Ninja’s, the Eliminator’s 
water pump is driven by the same 
shaft that drives the oil pump. Water 
enters the cylinder block at the front, 
flows up and back through the head, 
to the radiator, and back to the pump. 
The thermostat actuates at 160° F, 
while the fan actuates at 207° F. The 
coolant reservoir is located under the 
seat, next to the battery. 


The new exhaust system features 
four chrome pipes which empty into 
a single chamber underneath the en- 
gine. The chamber empties into two 
bolt-on chrome mufflers. The large 
chamber and mufflers combine to 
produce a distinctive exhaust note. 


With the same space-efficient fea- 
tures as the Ninja — including an 
air-cooled alternator mounted behind 
the cylinders and chain-driven off the 
right end of the crank — the Elimina- 
tor engine is very compact — measur- 
ing just 17.76 inches from cover to 
cover along the crank centerline. 

Modifications to the Eliminator 
drivetrain include strengthening of 
clutch and gearbox, shaft drive replac- 
ing chain final drive, and a new final 
ratio. 

The primary drive is unchanged, 
with the straight-cut primary gear 
driving a similar gear on the clutch 
housing. 

Because Eliminator riders are ex- 
pected to make heavy demands on the 
clutch and gearbox, both units have 
been modified to ensure durability. 
The former gets a new diaphragm 
spring damper system in addition to 
the original coil spring dampers to 
ease shock loads, while the latter’s 
countershaft is machined with steps 
to help absorb thrust loads. Internal 








gear ratios are identical to the Ninja’s. 

The clutch has the same hydraulic 
actuator as the Ninja, while the six- 
speed gearbox lets riders launch the 
bike off the line and cruise easily at 
speed. The gearbox features Kawasa- 
ki’s positive neutral finder. Undercut 
dogs are engaged in fifth and sixth 
gears. 

The shaft-drive system is an im- 
proved version of the proven system 
used on the LTD1100. The shaft/ 
swingarm is significantly longer — 
more than 20 inches from pivot cen- 
ter toaxle center — one major reason 
the Eliminator’s shaft drive is so 
smooth. 

The front bevel gears are supported 
by a dual-row-caged ball and needle 
bearings instead of tapered rollers to 
reduce mechanical loss. 

The final reduction ratio has been 
changed to 2.994 (16/19 x 32/9) from 
the Ninja’s 2.941. The Eliminator’s 
overall reduction ratio has been 
changed to 5.371 from the Ninja’s 
5.276. 

The all-new double-cradle Elimi- 
nator frame is made of tubular high- 
tensile steel. This is the same high- 
strength alloy Kawasaki uses to build 
motocross frames. 

The frame is low and long. The 
vertical distance from steering head 
bottom-center to swingarm pivot 
center is just 14.6 in. (2.8 in. less than 
the new. 700cc Vulcan) while the 
horizontal distance from steering head 
bottom-center to swingarm pivot 
center is 30.9 in. (2.5 in. longer than 
the Vulcan). Wheelbase is 62.8 in., 
ground clearance is 5.7 in., lean angles 
are 40° left and right, and seat height 
is 29.3 in. 

The entire frame is welded except 
for the right downtube, which unbolts 
for easy engine access. The steering 








head is the same diameter as that of a 
1000cc-class bike at 48.6mm, and fea- 
tures tapered roller bearings top and 
bottom. Rake and trail are 29° and 4.0 
in. (102mm). 

The swingarm pivot is a new, 
highly-rigid design. Essentially a sep- 
arate sub-frame, the pivot structure is 
made of two side plates joined by cross- 
tubes. The swingarm, about 0.5 inches 
wider than usual due to the large rear 
tire, is supported ‘inside the pivot 
structure by tapered roller bearings. 

The engine has six rubber mounts 
in the standard positions. The front 
mounts are a new design to reduce 
frame vibration; the engine bolts di- 
rectly to each mount bracket at a sin- 
gle point, while each bracket is iso- 
lated from the frame at two points. 

The radiator mounts to the front 
downtubes at four points through 
rubber mounts. 

The top section of the cast alumi- 
num rear grab handle can be unbolted 
and replaced by an optional backrest 
Kawasaki will offer in the near future. 

There is no centerstand. 

All bodywork pieces except the seat 
are made of ABS plastic or steel. 

The headlight shell is painted ABS 
plastic supported by steel brackets. 
The three-gallon steel fuel tank hasa 
vacuum fuel tap on the lower left side 
with positions for prime, on, and 
reserve. The front fender is painted 
steel; the rear fender is un-painted 
black plastic. 

The removable passenger seat is 
bolted to the back of the main seat 
section, and the main seat section is 
connected to the frame by a hinge at 
its front. To check coolant or battery 
fluid levels, the seat can be unlocked, 
tilted up, and held in place by a sup- 
port rod under the seat. 

Fork stanchion tube diameter is 
unchanged at 38mm. The fork is air- 
adjustable, with caps located on the 
top of each fork leg, and front wheel 
travel is 5.9 in. : 

The dual rear shocks are air-adjust- 
able with four rebound damping ad- 
justment settings. The shocks are 
13.4 in. long and shock stroke is 3.3 in. 
Rear wheel travel is 4,3 in. 

Except for the disc drill pattern, 
the Eliminator’s hydraulic disc brakes 
are the same as the Ninja’s. 

As on other Kawasakis, the dual 
front discs and single rear disc feature

single-piston calipers. The calipers 
are fitted with sintered metal pads. 

The Eliminator also features Kawa- 
saki’s high-performance brake lines, 
made with a tough synthetic fiber 
that restricts expansion nearly as 
much as braided stainless steel for 
precise yet forgiving response, 

The new three-spoke cast alumi- 
num wheels are exclusive to the Eli- 
minator this year. The front wheel is 
a 2.15 x 18-inch, while the super-wide 
rear wheel is a 4.00 x 15-inch. The 
front tire measures 100/90-18, while 
the massive rear tire measures 160/ 
80-15. 

The instruments are simple and 
basic. The electric tach and mechani- 
cal speedometer feature white grada- 
tions on black faces (except for red- 
line gradations from 10,500 to 13,000 
rpm). Indicator needles are white 
with bright orange tips. 

A water temperature warning light 
is located on the tach face. The six 
other warning lights (for headlight, 
high beam, neutral, oil pressure, and 
left/right turn signals) are set into 
the top of the headlight shell. 

The left handlebar control pod has 
controls for the choke, hazard flashers, 
high/low beams, left/right turn sig- 
nals, and horn. The right pod has 
separate controls for the engine stop 
switch and electric starter. The new 
grips feature a relatively soft rubber 
compound and large ribs. 

Separate hydraulic fluid reservoirs 
for the clutch and front brake are 
located just inside the left and right 
grips. The ignition switch, with inte- 
grated fork lock and parking light 
switch, is located on the right side of 
the upper triple clamp. 

Other features include compact 
(diameter 5.3 in.) 60/55-watt quartz- 
halogen headlight, front aluminum 
footpegs with rubber inserts, a stand- 
ard tool kit below the seat, a standard 
anti-theft chain under the seat, a 
twin-bulb tail light, and a separate 
license plate light. 

According to tests conducted at the 
JARI Test Center in Yatabe, Japan, 
the Eliminator tears up the first 50 
meters (0.03 mile) of pavement quicker 
than any previous Kawasaki produc- 
tion streetbike (Eliminator 2.95 sec., 
Ninja 3.09 sec.). The Eliminator is

formula One is 
Number One

Kenny Roberts may be the greatest motorcy- 
cle racer in the history of the United States. 
He won the Grand National Championship 
twice, the 500cc World Road Racing Cham- 


pionship three times. He has 


stood at the forefront of im- 
proving treatment and payment 
of riders in World Champion- 
ship road racing. 

And he is firmly committed to 
Formula One road racing in the Uni- 
ted States, never mind that the recent 
trend is toward emphasizing the 
Superbike class. 

“My intentions now are to help 
Formula One grow and if I have to 
race a Formula One motorcycle in 
America to do that, then I will do it,” 
Roberts says. “I want Formula One 
to succeed because if we lose Formula 
One in America, we will no longer 
have the worldwide dominance that 





we have now.” 

Roberts thinks that Formula One, 
not Superbike racing, is the key to 
success. 

“To bring Freddie, Randy and 
Eddie back to America they would 
have to race on a streetbike (if there 
was no Formula One). To send any 
young Americans over to Europe to 
race a GP bike would no longer work 
because. he wouldn’t know what it 
was to race a GP bike: 

“I feel Formula One is the number 
one class in America and it always 
will be the number one class. It’s just 
like Indy cars. No matter how big 
stock cars get, Indy cars are still going 
to be number one.” 

Roberts is prepared to spend his 





time and energy promoting Formula 
One and his return to racing may be 
the catalyst of a successful series. Rac- 
ing in the United States has faded 
since Roberts crossed the Atlantic in 
1978 and his return to the race tracks 
of America, or even his presence, 
could strengthen racing. 

“If I have to race to see that For- 
mula One survives, then I will do 
that,” Roberts says. “I will do what- 
ever it takes, including helping the 
riders organize themselves. I will help 
them sell public relations packages 
of the sport and themselves and I'll 
promote races myself if I have to.” 

In 1985 the Daytona 200 will adopt 
a new program featuring the Super- 
bike class while the Formula One 
event will be the support class. The 
news of the change brought many 
different opinions on the subject and 
Roberts has his own opinion. 

“I’m not too concerned with what 
they do at Daytona,” Roberts says. “Tf 
that promoter chooses to run street- 
bikes then it’s not my problem. The 
only problem I have is that I don’t 
want to see Formula One become a 


_ Friday event. I just don’t understand 


why they just don’t drop Formula 
One if it’s as bad as they think it is. 
“Tt looks to me like Daytona is try- 
ing to get spectators there with a 
shotgun. If they have motocross, 250cc 
road racing, Novice and sportsmen 
racing, enduros, Formula One, 
Superbikes and half miles then they 
have a whole conglomerate of motor- 
cycle enthusiasts. They'll take what 
they can get, whether it's 10,000 en- 
duro fans or 30,000 motocross fans 
and maybe 5,000 of them will stay 
and watch road racing. I mean the 
whole thing is not what I would call 
a good promotion, but that’s the way 
they run it. There’s nothing I can say 
about it, they can do whatever they 





want. I just can’t understand why the 
AMA gave them the sanction to run 
the Formula One on Friday.” 

Last year Roberts spoke out after 
winning his third Daytona 200. He 
vowed to never return because differ- 
ences in machinery and traffic prob- 
lems made the race unsafe. This year’s 
race will be as dangerous, if not more 
so, according to Roberts. 

“Now they have 500cc GP equip- 
ment that will run about 170 mph 
and streetbikes that are 750cc run- 
ning at about 130 mph,” he said. 
“They are going to line them up and 
race. Last year, they had 1000cc street- 
bikes which were bad enough, but 
now it will be even worse. I just think 
that before some of the Formula One 
guys and some of the streetbike guys 
run into each other and kill them- 
selves, that someone should take a 
serious look at Daytona. 

“I sat on the seat of a motorcycle 
last year so I gota pretty good view of 
what it’s like to lap these guys. Some 
of these guys are at Daytona to have 
fun or whatever, but the safety hazards 
are too serious to joke about. I think 
everyone is ignoring the problem and 
the problem is that it’s unsafe and 
they're fooling themselves. I stood up 
and said that I wasn’t racing there 
anymore because nobody was doing 
anything about the safety problem.” 

Did Roberts’ decision not to race at 
Daytona have any influence on man- 
agement’s choice of Superbikes over 
Formula One? 

“I don’t think it.had anything to 
do with it,” Roberts says. “Daytona 
promotes NASCAR and NASCAR is 
Daytona. They want a NASCAR in 
streetbikes but there is only one prob- 
lem with that; if we turn motorcycle 
racing into NASCAR there won't be 
any Freddie Spencers, Randy Mamo- 
las, Eddie Lawsons or Kenny Roberts

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riding them. There are people out 
there that Daytona is ignoring because 
of that rule. 

“If they had Daytona without For- 
mula One then I would be happy. To 
run full-blown racers with streetbikes 
is not my idea of professional motor- 
cycle racing. 

“I think they can build a streetbike 
class and I think it’s good to ride 
them at Daytona,’’ he says. “I just 
don’t think that it’s good to step on 
Formula One. Everyone in America 
knows Formula One and I don’t 
think it’s good to step on it to build 
Superbikes. 

“I favor Formula One simply be- 
cause the highest level of racing mo- 
torcycles is the 500cc World Cham- 
pionship equipment,” Roberts said. 
“Tf ’m going to promote any kind of 
motorcycle or be associated with any 
kind of motorcycle, then I want to be 
associated with the top level and that 
means Formula One. 

“I don’t mind the Superbikes. I 
think it’s a good class but I just don’t 
think we should devote all our efforts 
to build streetbikes. Worldwide, 
Superbikes are not the answer. There 
have been countries like New Zealand, 
South Africa and Australia that went 
to streetbikes because they were 
cheaper, but their racing has gone 
downhill. I don’t think that’s the way 


I want to see motorcycle racing go.. 


Formula One is very expensive to 
run, but it is the premier class in the 
world. When we promote Formula 
One here, at the 500cc level, then we 
can also promote it, using our bikes 
and riders, in Europe. With streetbikes 
it will only work here.” 

Roberts would eventually like to 
see motorcycle racing in the United 
States reach the same level of profes- 
sionalism as auto racing. When 
speaking of motorcycle racing’s 
future, Roberts likes to use compari- 
sons between the two sports. 

“There are two realms of racing,” 
he says. “Let's relate to cars for a 
minute. You have stock car racing 





and you have CART, Indy type rac- 
ing. There are people who like to go 
and see some close racing that’s con- 
trolled by a yellow flag, and that’s 
stock car racing. But you also have 
people that like to go to Indianapolis 
and CART races, to see a spectacle; 
something they can’t have and can’t 


drive. That’s what we have in motor- . 


cycles. We have a Superbike class and 
some people like to go and watch 
what they can ride to work. We also 
have a different type of people that 
like to go and see a spectacle of some- 
thing they can’t have and can’t buy. 
That’s why we have two different 
classes right now.” 

Superbike racing has been billed as 
acheaper alternative to Formula One, 
but Roberts doesn’t see this as being 
true. 

“The Superbike is supposed to bea 
cheaper form of racing,” he says. “All 
the factories are going to participate, 
that’s what I’ve been hearing. Actu- 
ally it costs a lot more to run a Super- 
bike than it does to run a GP bike, sol 
don’t know what they are trying to 
promote here. It seems to me in order 
to promote Superbikes, so that eve- 
ryone can ride it, the cost of experi- 
mental motors, special parts and 
everything else will have to be brought 
down. Let’s bring that down to a 
level where the dealers can afford to 
run it. Right now it’s not at that level; 
you have to buy special motors to be 
able to run in the Superbike class.” 

Roberts does not deny that For- 
mula One is an expensive class, but 
he think this is part of the mystique 
that makes the class special. 

“Formula One should be expen- 
sive because that is what it is,” Roberts 
says. “It’s a class that not everyone 


should be allowed to run. Not every- ° 


one should be allowed to buy a motor- 
cycle and go out there and ride it. You 
have to graduate through years of 
training and practice so you can go 
out and run that motorcycle. So it 
should be the elite class and that’s 
what we are trying to promote in

Formula One.” 

The future of road racing in the 
United States may be with running 
Superbikes at one event and Formula 
One at another. Roberts, however, 
questions whether Superbikes can 
survive on’their own. 

“If they want to run a Superbike 
program without Formula One then 
they can do that and it’s called Pro- 
Ams,” he said.. “They don’t get any 
people to Pro-Ams, so what are they 
saying? I remember when the facto- 
ries got involved; Honda, Kawasaki 
and Suzuki all went to Pro-Ams and 
they didn’t get any people, so what 
are they saying? They also say when 
the factories get involved that it will 
be a whole new ballgame, but that’s 
not how it’s going to be.” 

The key, Roberts feels, is to build 
the sport without relying so much on 
factory teams. The sport has to become 
known outside of the motorcycle in- 
dustry in order to become successful, 
according to Roberts. 

“The factories are spending less 
and less money every year on racing”’ 
he says. “They are finding out that 
they can’t afford it. It’s too costly and 
instead of building the motorcycle 
sport, we're letting the motorcycle 
manufacturers build the sport. We 
should be letting the sport build the 
sport, the magazines, the weeklies 
and the other publications. We are 
hoping that the factories come in and 
build the sport and that’s not what is 
going to build it. They are spending 
less and less every year on racing. 

“The solution is for Formula One 
to pattern itself after CART,” Roberts 
says. “We have to bring our stars back 
from Europea few times a year — the 
Freddies, the Eddies and the Randys. 
What we are basically selling is the 
stars. If Paul Newman rode a For- 
mula One bike, we would have a star 
and you can promote a star. Laguna 
Seca is the only race that promotes 
people and it’s the most successful 
race in the series. We need to organize 
Formula One into a group of riders 
that are businessmen that want to see 
the series go somewhere. In other 
words, we have to present a package 
for a promoter to buy that makes 
sense and brings people in the gate. 
That’s what I would like to see in 
Formula One. 

“We have to tailor the show down, 
build our stars that we have now and 
build the ones that we are going to 
have in the future. People like to 
come and watch motorcycles race but 











they also like to know who’s riding 
them. We have to promote outside of 
the industry, with outside sponsors 
and not rely so much on the factories 
to build the racing.” 

Roberts would like to see Formula 
One, Formula Two and Superbikes 
run on the same program. 

“I don’t think there is going to bea 
fight (between classes),’’ Roberts says. 
“I think that it will be very difficult 
to run both classes together if some- 
one builds Superbikes and someone 
builds Formula One. It may be that 
some parts of the country like For- 
mula One and other parts like street- 
bikes. It may be that some races will 
run Formula One and some races 
will run streetbikes.”’ 

Having enough riders for Formula 
One is not a problem, according to 
Roberts. What he wants to-see, how- 
ever, is the guys at the back of the 
pack making more money. 

“What we have to do is get a better 
purse for the guys running down 
field, from fifth on back,” Roberts 
says. “We have to make the races 
bigger, like Laguna Seca. When we 
do that we will get more press to the 
races, press from outside of the indus- 
try like at Laguna. When we get peo- 
ple like U.S.A. Network to the races, 
the guys that are running sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth will get known out 
of that race. 

“What we need to do is successfully 
build, not just the top guys that we 
have to build, but the series, the race 
and the entire Formula One pro- 
gram. We have to build the front guy 
and the guy in 25th. We have to show 
that other guy what he needs to make 
his program better and more feasible 
to run.” 

One of Roberts’ goals over the 
years has been to get a World Cham- 
pionship round in the United States. 
He has not given up on the idea and a 
successful Formula One series would 
ensure the public’s interest. 

“I want to see at least one World 
Championship round in Americaand 
I would like to see 10.to 15 of the best 
Americans racing in that World 
Championship,” Roberts says. “If 
we throw away all the equipment 
and knowledge that we have in For- 
mula One, then we've lost it. We will 
no longer have anyone that can race 
against the best guys in the world. 

“This isn’t going to happen over- 
night, but I just don’t want Super- 
bikes to step on us before we get a 
chance to go.” e

enduro

Team Husqvarna’s Larry Roeseler overcame 
running out of gas to win the resumption of 
the famous Tecate enduro hosted by the Los 
Ancianos M.C. of San Diego. Roeseler 


dropped just 25 points on a 


tough, challenging course de- 
scribed by many veteran riders 
as the most challenging they 
have ridden in the long series. 

This year’s enduro was revamped, 
and ran as a one day event. In pre- 
vious years the event ran 500 miles 
over two days. As would be expected, 
a two-day event requires an enormous 
amount of time and effort from the 
organizers. Predictably, the club 
members suffered burn-out and sus- 
pended organizing efforts after the 
last two-day enduro in 1982. This 
year the Los Ancianos decided to 
condense their event into 250 kilome- 
ters — about 170 miles. 

As usual, the advertising for the 


40 enduro called for 300 experienced 





riders and 244 responded. Out of 
those, 228 brave souls (five riders per 
minute) left the starting line promptly 
at 6:31 a.m. for a day of riding that 
most would not forget for a long, 
long time. 

The Tecate has always attracted a 
who’s who among motorcyclist en- 
thusiasts and this year was no excep- 
tion. This event drew Malcolm Smith, 
Mike Bell, Dan Ashcraft, Drew Smith 
and Dave Bertram — to name a few. 

The course was run totally at a 24 
mph average. The last time the whole 
course was run at 24, two points won 
it. Roeseler’s 25 points was the only 
score under 30. Runner up Bell lost 
38 points for second overall, first 250. 
D-37 number one enduro rider Grant 
Palenske (Hon) came in third overall 
with 40 points lost. As the scores 
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Malcolm Smith-sponsored Mike Bell rode his Yamaha to second overall, 
first 250, with 38 points. Grant Palenske was third with 40.

indicate, points dropped were sub- 
stantial even for the top, fast riders. 
Only 105 hardy riders made it to the 
finish line without houring out. 
The first 100 miles to lunch were 
best described by one rider as a “hun - 
dred mile motocross.” His descrip- 
tion wasn’t that far off. Tight, tight 
trails through the manzanita at first 
and second gear had riders battling to 
stay on time and mostly losing. 
Water crossings, trails through rock 
fields and goat trails overlooking river 
bottoms were the highlights. The 
first section was a long 60 miles to the 
first gas stop, that saw many riders 
carrying extra gas. It was needed, 


because the ground was wet provid- - 


ing super traction but also requiring 
extra horsepower to power through 
the conditions. At the first gas, Roe- 
seler made a mistake that almost cost 
him the overall win — he had a front 
tire problem and only took on a gal- 
lon of gas before fixing the tire. In his 
haste, he forgot to completely fill up 
and ran out before the gas stop at the 
lunch break. Luckily he was able to 
borrow some gas and got in to lunch, 
but he did drop a few extra points in 
doing so. 

In the meantime, desert ace Dan 
Ashcraft was having a good ride until 
he took the wrong line at a water 
crossing and buried his new 500XC 
Husky to the tank! By the time he got 
it unstuck and pumped the water out 
of it, he had houred out. A great 
many of the riders who DNF houred 
out (over one hour late at a check) at 
lunch. The constant pressure of the 
tough course took its toll and most 
chose to hang it up either voluntarily 
or otherwise. Some were just too 
exhausted to continue. 





ISDE rider Drew Smith (Hon) was 
riding fast and somewhat out of con- 
trol. He tried to pass arider on a rock 
ledge and promptly flipped his bike 
end over end. It was later discovered 
he was riding without the left foot- 
peg. ‘‘It throws the balance off some- 
what,” said Smith. “It makes it a lit- 
tle hard to handle in the tough stuff.” 

Lunch was again handled by the 
crew of the Mag 7 bunch — a volun- 
teer group of people who really take 
care of the riders. This year’s lunch 
wasn't very long — it was only 44 
minutes. 

Scot Harden crashed pretty hard 
and injured his hand. Fearing a 
broken wrist, he decided to drop out. 
X-rays later determined that it was 
justa bad sprain. A couple of uniden- 
tified riders had the misfortune of fall- 
ing into five foot deep rain trenches. 
It took some help from other riders in 
getting their bikes out. 

Marking was mostly adequate. In 
some spots turns were marked with 
ribbon rather than arrows, but nobody 
got seriously lost. 

Riders still going after lunch were 
either doing very well or just trying 
not to hour out. The section after 
lunch was fun and not too difficult 
except for the tight sandwashes. Mal- 
colm Smith ate it big time when he 
hita rock in fifth gear passing Senior 
rider Ron Fry in a big sandwash. 
Smith’s Husky flipped end over end 
and bent the radiator in a big U but 
luckily it didn’t leak. Incidentally, 
Smith donated a bunch of funnels to 
be used at the gas stops. At the last gas 
stop, there was only 30 miles to go. 


At the finish there were stories that 
could fill a book. Later on the last 
stragglers came in — Dana Bell was 
one of them. She houred out before 
lunch but kept riding. She just wanted 
fo finish the course even if she wasn’t 
a legal finisher. e

The first 250cc moto was a no- 
contest affair as Gonzales got the 


holeshot on her KX and stayed in . 


front until the end. Akin was there 
behind her and was working on a 
pass towards the end of the moto 
when her engine went south. This 
moved Fish, who was in third, into 
second; Judy Sendelbach (Suz) finished 
third. 

Fish grabbed the lead in the second 
moto, with Gonzales second and Akin 
back on the track in third. Fish had 
the race in hand until the last couple 





of laps when Gonzales snagged the 
lead, taking it to the wire. Fish held 
on for second with Akin third. Fish’s 
ride was good enough for second 
overall, while Stephanie Jones (Yam) 
— niece of former National MX 
Champ Gary Jones — scored a 4-4 for 
third overall. 

Gonzales appeared to be well on 
her way toa sweep as she led the 125cc 
Pros all the way — almost. On the 
last lap, she hit another rider and 
went down, letting Akin and Fish on 
by.

In response to Mr. Freggiaro’s let- 
ter (Cycle News, November 14) criti- 
cizing the scheduling of Veteran, Old- 
timer, ATV and sidecar races on Pro 
day in the Trans-Cal/Golden State 
series, I would like to offer a few sug- 
gestions from the sidecarists’ point of 
view.

Sidecar 
motocross is one of the few motorcy- 
cle sports in which we Americans 
have not been a significant factor in 
the World Championships. Our sport 
is growing and we have the capability 
to do it, all we need is some support. 





You should be giving us positive 
suggestions as to how we might im- 
prove rather than making statements 
which don’t do anybody any good. 

We have earned our place in the 
Sunday schedule by proving that we 
are a reliable, organized group of rid- 
ers who are willing to work closely 
with him to provide a more enjoyable 
day of racing for the riders as well as 
the spectators. There has to be a full 
schedule of racing (including those 
races which you are “‘sick and tired 
of") in order to give all the riders 
enough time to rest between motos. If 
you don’t enjoy watching the side- 
cars then we are doing you a favor by 
giving you a chance to go get a hot 
dog and beer, and for the second 
moto you can go use the restrooms. 
For the people who would like to 
experience sidecars more closely, we 
have been offering tips on how to ride 
sidecars and a chance to drive or pas- 
senger on one. We had quite a crowd 
take us up on that offer at the Hollis- 
ter race. They were glad to see the 
sidecars there on Sunday and they 
took home a thrill they will never 
forget. 

I want to thank Mr. Freggiaro for 
taking the time to express his views 
regarding sidecars and the other class- 
es mentioned above, and I would like 
to encourage others to comment on 
sidecars, both positively and nega- 
tively, so that we all might learn 
something more about the sport of 
sidecar motocross.

Quick. Namea racer who hasn't 
crashed. Kenny Roberts? Eddie 
Lawson? Freddie Spencer? 
Randy Mamola? Mike Baldwin? 
Wayne Rainey? Wes Cooley? They've 
all crashed many times. 

You say they're too well-known 
and racing on too high a level to 
count? Then how about Mike Har- 
low, Larry Shorts, Ralph Johnston 
Jr., Kenny Kopecky, Paul Van Zuyle? 
They've all crashed, too. 

Crashing is a fact of race track life. 

When letters show up here saying 
that I am a jerk for crashing a test 
bike on arace track, there’s one thing 
I know before I even look at the 
signature. 

The letters aren’t written by racers. 
The letter writers have never been on 
a race track or in a race. 

Back in 1982 I went to Willow 
Springs with two bright green Kawa- 
sakis, one an Eddie Lawson Replica 
racebike;theotheran Eddie Lawson

Both had 
low bars, Kerker exhausts and cut- 
down seats. One shifted like a race- 
bike, i.e., down for higher gears. The 
other shifted like a streetbike, i.e., up 
for higher gears. 

I rode around on the streetbike in 
the moring, then parked it and went 
out on the racebike; did maybe 40 
laps on it that day. Then, as I started 
to take off my leathers to go home, 
the photographer asked me to make a 
few more laps on the streetbike. 

I made it to off-camber turn six 
before I ‘‘upshiftéd”’ by pulling in the 
clutch and pushing the shift lever 
down with the engine at redline. As I 
slid along the ground I knew my col- 
larbone was broken and tried to get 
my left arm up out of the dirt so it 
wouldn’t hurt so bad; and I watched 
in amazement as the KZ1000R sailed 
over my head, maybe 10 feet in the 
air, the seat’ and gas tank already 
gone. It hit the ground front wheel 
first and cartwheeled. When it finally 
came to a rest the forks were locked 
and the ignition key was missing. 
The frame was bent at both ends, the 
forks were twisted, the crankcases 
broken, all the bodywork ruined. 

There was nothing-to be gained by 
standing around in pain and crying 
over a crashed bike. So off I went to 
the hospital, leaving others to load 
the bike. It was totalled, and seeing as 
I worked for Cycle World at the time, 
Cycle World's insurance company 
wrote Kawasaki Motors Corp. a check 
for the motorcycle. 

I caught a lot of flack for that crash. 
Some readers were outraged. 

None who wrote were racers. 

Industry illuminaries gossiped 
about my alleged tendency to wad up 
test bikes. 

None were racers. 

Other magazine guys laughed and 
shook their heads. 

None were racers. 

I told Eddie Lawson about it and 
he told me about the time he jumped 
on a streetbike-shifting GPz550 at a 
California Superbike School session 
and shifted it backwards coming out 
of turm seven at Riverside, coming

within a hair’s breath of crashing. 

David Aldana told me about the 
time he backshifted entering the 
pavement section at the Superbikers 
TV race — he said he got confused 
because dirt bikes always shift upand 
road racers always shift down — and 
crashed. 

Racing isn’t like street riding; rid- 
ingon a race track isn’t like riding on 
the street. The fastest street speeds are 
slow race track speeds. Racers know 
all that. It’s always amusing -to see 
some canyon-road yahoo show up at 
a race track expecting to win big and 
instead learning those lessons. 

Nobody crashes on purpose, but 
crashes are inevitable on race tracks 
because humans and machines are 
not perfect, and if you flip out and cry 
and moan and lament and mope in 
remorse after a crash, your days of 
riding fast are over. 

The best riders in the world can 
encounter water or oil or gasoline 
dropped by another bike or even their 
own bike, and crash. Their machine 
can let them down, the brake lever 
coming into the grip instead of acti- 
vating the front brakes; the tire losing 
air; the wheel breaking. The most 
capable pilot can push a little too 
hard; ram or be rammed by another 
rider doing the unexpected; misjudge 
something. : 

Crash in practice at a race and if 
you're not hurt you've got to go out 
half an hour or hour later and race, so 
you'd best not be worrying too much 
about the crash itself and instead get 
on with either fixing or replacing the 
bike in time for the main event. 

If you cannot come to grips with 
the risk of crashing, you cannot ride 
faston a race track, and if you cannot 
ride fast on a race track, you will 
never know everything there is to 
know about any given motorcycle. 

The key is understanding why and 
how you crashed; without that, you 
cannot fix in your mind how to better 
avoid crashing, and the risk becomes 
too high to deal with. 

One of the first columns I wrote for 
Cycle News this year dealt with 
crashing and how I overcame the ter- 





rible mental and emotional shock of 
my best friend and racing partner, 
Bruce Hammer, turning himself into 
a quadriplegic on one of our motor- 
cycles. Seeing as life itself is full of 
hazards, I'll take my chances racing, I 
said. 

In that column I qualified where I 
was coming from with a paragraph 
of personal statistics, including 
number of test bikes ridden, number 
of career crashes, races entered, etc., 
and taken as a whole, the crash statis- 
tics weren't so bad. It’s not like I 
throw away every other bike, or every 
10th bike, or even every 50th bike I 
ride. 

The reaction from racers was over- 
whelmingly positive; yeah, they said, 
that’s right; better to wad up on the 
race track doing something you love 
than give it up for safety reasons and 
then get hit by a drunk driver or break 
your neck in a shower — both of 
which are popular ways to get hurtin 
America. 

But a few months later I pick up a 
trade magazine and here's a guy blast- 
ing me for writing about my crashes. 
He's crashed himself, he says in his 
column, having been ‘‘forced to the 
pavement’ by errant car drivers on 
occasion. And he’s mad about my 
alledged glorification of crashing. 

Well, I want to go on record as 
saying that in my 15 years of street 
riding I have never, ever been forced 
to crash by a car driver, and that 
maybe if the writer in question spent 
some time on the race track he'd be 
better equipped to take evasive action 
and stay on two wheels. 

Racing has an appeal only those 
who race can understand, and with 
that appeal comes the certain knowl- 
edge that over the long run, anybody 
who spends time on race tracks will 
crash. The consequences of any crash 
are determined heavily by circum- 
stance and luck and the race track and 
corner involved. 

Crashing is the risk one must take to 
ride on race tracks; it is a risk that 
street-riding critics have no right to 
comment on; and it is a risk that I 
accept. e

percentages 


or why Willow Springs Raceway is the 
safest track in America 


By Rex Reese 


Bill Huth calls it “grifter’s sense,” 
the ability to anticipate something 
before it happens. And since resum- 
ing the running of Willow Springs 
Raceway (outside of Palmdale, Cali- 
fornia), Huth has turned it from an 
average track into one of the best, and 
safest, road racing courses in the 
country. 

By analyzing and fixing potential 
safety problems, Huth has been able 
to avoid serious racing accidents, yet 
he's been able to keep the quality of 
competition high. Turns have been 
modified, better runoff areas provided, 
and large sections of track repaved; 
pit areas have been improved, as has 
spectator control with new fencing. 
More importantly, Huth has accom- 
plished all of this with the profits 
earned from the track and cash out 
his own pocket; with the exception of 
some help from Dunlop, there has 
been no outside financial support. 





Huth is not only deeply committed 
to Willow and keenly interested in 
the welfare of those who race there, 
he also likes motorcycles and motor- 
cycle racing. Really! That’s a change 
compared to many other track opera- 
tors who couldn't care :less about 
motorcyclists. 

Allof this enthusiasm and concern 
comes from a man who has never 
raced motorcycles, and the times that 
Huth has ridden a bike could proba- 
bly be counted on one hand. Huth 
has raced cars — illegally, however. 
He’s also been a muffler installer, 
bootlegger, professional gambler, and 
a believer that “the longer you are on 
the road, the more the percentages 
change.” 

Beforeowning Willow, Huth began 
promoting drag races there in the 
early 1960s. Shortly after that, he 
purchased the property and had his 


first encounter with motorcycle road

racing when he met Wes Cooley Sr., 
one of the founders of the then- 
fledgling AFM. In the mid-’60s, to 
keep himself financially afloat, Huth 
leased the track out to another opera- 
tor. Though he didn’t return full- 
time until he took over»the track 
again in 1980, Huth paid occasional 
visits to see how things were going. 
When he resumed the running of 
Willow, Huth discovered that time 
had stood still; track conditions were 
less than desirable, and a number of 
other improvements had to be made. 
Over three years and a half million 
dollars spent by Huth have made 
Willow a magnet for racers, motors- 
port enthusiasts, and manufacturers. 


You’ve been very involved in motor- 
cycle racing, and it’s been said that 
you also really like motorcycles and 
motorcycle racing. Willow Springs is 
a reflection of your concerns. 
That’s what I try todo, and I’ve made 
a lot of mistakes. But I try and do 
things as close to right the first time 
to save the expense of doing it over 
again. If you watch one area and see 
things happening, then you know 
something’s wrong. 
Are the recent modifications to turn 
two on the track an example of what 
you mean? 
Yes. A long time ago they'd run 50s, 
125s, and a big bike was a 250; a 500 
Norton was a fast bike . . . But they 
weren't going that fast; they'd hardly 
hit anything. Riders would flop off 
on turn four, and the only one who 
was hurt seriously was Wes Cooley’s 
dad — he really didn’t get hurt bad. 
But I could see things happening as 
they'd go off the sweepers into the 
desert, flying and everything, but 
that wasn’t as bad as turn four. 
What happened with turn two was 
that the riders kept going faster in the 
last five years, especially with the 
Superbikes. So they started hitting 
the embankment out there; they’d hit 
it before, but it was no big deal 
because they were going slow enough. 
So, anyway, they kept hitting that 
bank and I decided to move it back. 
Dunlop gave me the money to do it. 
How did you approach Dunlop? 
I didn’t have to go shopping; Mark 
Matzinger helped and I talked to 
John Rozkoat Dunlop about it. I just 
mentioned to John what the situa- 
tion was; his company was interested 
in advertising, and I said I’d put upa 
sign if they'd give me the money to 
fix the turn. I said that it would be 





good for the track and Dunlop — 
there was nothing more to it, and 
they agreed. We brought out a couple 
of bulldozers, and in some places we 
moved the banking ‘back 100 feet, 
others 50. 

And in the year since turn two’s 

been fixed, no motorcycles have hit 
the banking. When they exit the turn, 
they don’t hit the wall anymore. 
Other tracks across the country have 
been notorious for letting the track 
surface go, with potholes, rough cor- 
ners, etc. But you are constantly fix- 
ing up Willow at your expense with- 
out waiting for something serious to 
happen or anybody asking you to do 
it. Why? 
There’s no reason for a bad spot on 
the track being there; I want to stop 
riders from falling down and getting 
hurt. And the less I hurt riders, and 
the longer I can keep their machinery 
running, the better it is for me and 
them. My insurance rates go down, 
everything's cheaper to do. It’s like 
saying, “Be prepared.” Have the track 
ready for what’s going to happen. 


Conversely speaking, does this mean 
that those who run other race tracks 
are lax about maintenance and safety? 
I wouldn't say that; a lot of track 
operators work for people, and when 
you work for someone, he’s telling 
you what to do. So... . a lot of race 
tracks try; others don’t care. There's 
one track that’s just been purchased. 
The operator there says that they’re 
going to bring in motorcycles, but at 
the same time he’s talking about put- 
ting up Armco (barriers). So you see, 
they're not thinking; their primary 
interest is cars. Willow is one of the 
few road courses in the country that 
can exist with motorcycles; I don’t 
have to have cars. And as far as 
income goes, I know that motorcycle 
racing is the best for our track — next 
year we're going to have 23 or so 
events here. 


Why don’t you use Armco barriers on 
the track? 

Because people will hit the damn 
things! They're useless; no reason to 
have them. I just don’t like Armco, 
put it that way. If I had to put Armco 
up for any reason, I'd change the rea- 
son and not have it. I have (hay) bales 
on (turn) five; that’s enough. 

I can see that if anybody hits a bar- 
rier, they’re going to wind up in the 
hospital. It’s just common sense. But, 
if something doesn’t happen, then you 
have another situation. When I first 
came back to Willow, there was a 
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crash wall and nobody said anything 
about it. People lined up between the 
wall and the barrels by the track. And 
T'dsee guys get in high speed wobbles 
coming down the front straightaway, 
slam to the ground and slide — if 
those people were by the barrels, they 
were going to get it. So, when I took 
the track back over I told everybody to 
stay away from the barrels; it took me 
abouta year to get the message across 
to them. Now, I don’t have to tell 
anybody not to go to the barrels 
because they know how dangerous it 
is; they stay by the wall and every- 
thing’s okay. The only thing I can’t 
understand or how I’m going to 
overcome is the danger in the pit 
area. Bikes are always going through 
there, people are always tuning up. 
What I need to have is a special area 
for riders to do all that stuff. Some- 
times I’m like Mr. Magoo: when I 
walk around the pits, I'm so used to 
things I don’t pay any attention. I 
was walking around there last week- 
end and almost got hit twice. 


Have any car racers asked about, or 
for, Armco barriers? 

They like the track without it. Some 
do, but after they get used to it (no 
barriers) they don’t mind. But some, 
(like former Formula One World Auto 
Racing Champion) Keke Rosberg, 
feel that Armco would be better in 
certain places next to the race track. 
But they don’t realize how much I 
run motorcycles here, and I’m sure 
not going to put (Armco barriers) up 
to stop a motorcycle rider. 

Any explanation why no Armco bar- 
riers are better for cars than tracks 
equipped with Armco. 

They (car drivers) feel that if they 
slide off the race track they could sail 
in the air — If I was putting myself in 
their position, I'd like to have the 
protection there because it stops me 
from sailing off into the bushes and 
stuff, and it would keep me from rol- 
ling over. It (Armco barriers) may be 
okay ona highway, and I doubt that 
on a busy highway I'd want to get 
against it, start spinning around and 
have other cars piling into me... Plus, 
I don’t like the sparks (caused by a 
vehicle striking an Armco barrier); 
sparks cause fires. So, although I'd 
feel like I'd be better without Armco 
barriers, common sense tells me that I 
don’t want them. I think they (car 
drivers) feel the same way. If I hada 
flat run-off area next to the track, I 
wouldn't want barriers. 

Do you maintain flat areas around 
the race track? 

Yes, as muchas I can, and then I keep 
changing them to make them better. 
Like turn six: I've been working on it 
for years; it was solid rock, but now 
I've got it to where I don’t have any 
problems. Turn six was the worst 
corner on the race track — it would 
really mutilate cars, but no one would 
pay any attention to it. I haven't 
really fixed it, but since I fixed it cars 
have gone off turn six and nothing 
has happened to them. 

Whatare the accident results between 
a car going off the track at Willow 
and another track equipped with 
Armco barriers? 

It’s much better. We very seldom get a 
car hurt, unless they run into each 
other. When they spin, they spin off 


the track and out of the way. Some- . 


thing else: When a car does spin off 
the track, the dust comes up under- 
neath which keeps fires out. 

If you build a race track right, you 
don’t need Armco barriers. They try 
to cram everybody up against the 
front row next to the track because 
Armco was made for the spectators. 
There are exceptions, like Daytona 
where they have high banks; if that 
wall wasn’t there, it would be hell. 
But that’s a different situation, where 
if acar spins and stays on flat ground 
it would be in fairly good shape. 
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How long have you been involved 
with Willow Springs? 

I’ve owned it for over 20 years. Then, 
in 1966, I hada balloon payment, and 
in order to hang onto the track, I 
leased it out for over 15 years, then I 
came back about four years ago in 
1980. 

What has changed about the track 
since you first ran it in the ’60s? 
When I came back, I put in a thou- 
sand feet of crash wall and another 
thousand feet of pit wall. Then I put 
in a quarter-mile of pit road from 
turn nine to turn one, another thou- 
sand feet of paving in the pits. Thirty- 
thousand dollars worth of improve- 
ments were made to the track itself. I 
also built garages, a racer’s lounge 
for them to relax in, and another 
lounge for VIPs. I spent $60,000 to 
fence off the entire race track, to pro- 
tect the riders from dogs, kids and 
spectators crossing in front of them. 
How is it financially possible to sup- 
port all of those changes and improve- 
ments? 

All the revenues come from the race 
track, and all of that money goes back 
into the track. It’s. self-supporting, 
but it wouldn't be if there was a 
$50,000-a-year payroll. It’s been kind 
of a sacrifice on my part, but I can see 
that it’s been paying off; maybe I'll 
have it in the kind of shape soon that 
I won't have to spend all that money. 
But now I need a quarter-million 
dollars’ worth of bleachers. The rac- 
ing is now getting good, and there 
will be all kinds of series next year; 
they'll be bringing the AFM back, 
which will be nice. 

How much have you invested in 
track facilities and upkeep since 1980? 
About a half million dollars. 

In a lot of cases, track promoters or 
operators are hesitant to spend that 
kind of money. What’s different about 
you? 


They don’t have the money; that’s the - 


situation some tracks are in now; 
owners want the tracks to pay their 
own way. (Naming one well-known 
California racing facility) was able to 
recover two or three times, and then 
there were a couple of times where 
they came into some money. One 
time they tested buses for the EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 
and hada truck driving school on the 
track, and they ruined the race track 
in order to save it. They got a lot of 
money for doing it, but they never got 
back to paving the track again. 

I was once approached by Univer- 
sal Studios. They wanted to come out 
here and test their tour buses, which 
weigh something like 10 tons each. I 
said that I didn’t want them. They 
said, “You don't want the money?” I 
said no. I didn’t want them to run on 
the track. They were going to pay me 
$1000 a day. 

So, what you're saying is that some 
track operators will ignore the long- 
term welfare of their track and the 
benefits that it can provide just to 
turn a profit? 

Well, yeah. The welfare of the track, 
they don’t understand it. Here’s the 
main thing: Guys who come up to 
the track to test cars and motorcycles, 
that’s all they’re thinking about. 
When they come to a problem on the 
track, that has nothing to do with the 
motorcycle. The drivers and riders 
say less about safety or anything 
being wrong with the race track than 


‚anyone. So I have to find things out 


myself and look for them. You’ve 
heard about some of the problems at 
other tracks, well, nobody says any- 
thing. It’s not until after something 
happens that they (the track operators) 
figure it out. 

In the first place, a guy wh@eruns 
the race track is usually a business- 
man. He’s not a racer, because most 
racers are not interested in running a 











the only way to find out if some- 
thing’s wrong on the track is to go 
out there and ride on it. But the aver- 
age guy who owns a race track drives 
back and forth to work, and that’s it. 
He sits in his office, and maybe he'll 
drive around the track a little bit. But 
he’s not out there looking to see what 
he can do to make things better. All 
they’re interested in is loading the 
stands with spectators. I’m not inter- 
ested in that; a race will get specta- 
tors, and I'd hate to have a hundred 
thousand people around if they’re 
smashing into each other. 

By reading what you just said, there 
may be other track operators who 
think that you don’t have the right 
attitude for the job. Why do you 
think differently from other track 
operators? 

I kind of place myself in the position 
of the drivers, riders and spectators. 
Even when I come to the front gate, I 
try to act like the dumbest guy in the 
world so I can see from his point of 
view what's happening. I see that 
people are no different from any- 
thing else; they follow each other 
along the lines of least resistance. 

When it comes to the race track 
itself, I see other things. It’s going to 
cost me three or four thousand dol- 
lars to cut the inside of turn three off; 
that’s where they swing around and 
start up the hill, And the reason I’m 
doing that is so guys can see while 
they’re going around the turn, and if 
a rider can see, he’s going to avoid an 
accident. I'm thinking ahead about 
this; I’m not saying that nobody’s 
ever got hurt there. 

This safety thing has been going 
on since I first had this race track. 
The first race I ever put on here in 
1964 was for sports cars, anda guy got 
killed. My first race! So that was the 
last car guy to get killed. Since then, 
there have been some damn serious 
car wrecks that have happened here, 
but I've been lucky enough that no- 
body’s been killed. 

But- that first accident happened 
near turn seven, eight and nine where 
there was a bank with a drop-off on 
the other side . . . but that wasn't the 
cause of the accident . . . I couldn’t 
stand for that to happen, so I started 
hustling the money to fill in the 
bank, and this was when the track 
wasn’t even making a hundred dol- 
lars a week. It took some doing to get 
it all filled in, but there hasn’t been 
an accident there since... Turn 
nine’sacinch . . . I added about nine 
feet to the inside of the turn, which 
has made it faster and safer and better 
for both cars and bikes. 

These things take money, but I 
don’t just rush into it. I really think 
things over: What’s the consequence 
going to be? Right now, on the inside 
of turns eight and nine, I want to 
move a berm back; it won’t have any 
effect on motorcycles, but ifa car goes 
through there it gets eaten up. Inex- 
perienced cars don’t go off where 
experienced car drivers do. 

Does it make good economic sense to 
do all the improvements that have 
been made at Willow? 

Yeah, sure. The buildings don’t (make 
sense), but they (the riders) have al- 
ways wanted modern restrooms — 
but, hell, I couldn’t even get done 
what I wanted to do with the track. 

And that’s another thing: When 
they wanted to run races backwards, I 
have enough problems making the 
track safe when they’re running on it 
the right way. Not only that, itbrings 
confusion to the whole operation. 
They also want to bring in more 
roads to make the track different . . . 
But, the simpler you make things, the 
better they are for people to under- 
stand. 

When you resumed operation of Wil- 
low Springs, what was the condition 





For years I had wanted to get back 
into the track, but I couldn’t because 
of the lease agreement that had been 
made with the other operator. But, 
occasionally, I'd come around to see 
what’s happening, clean the track 
and make little changes here and 
there. Then, in 1980, I decided to take 
the track over again. 


The track never had any improve- 
ments done to it, except for the as- 
phalt. About the time I leased the 
track out was when I built the bank- 
ing around turn two. And about the 
same time, back at the sweeper, I 
didn’t build any banking; what I did 
was dig a ditch and put up some yel- 
low signs. I did that to see what it 
would be like before anything per- 
manent was set up, because back then 
a car could go 110 mph through the 
sweeper, and a bike would do about 
120. So I'd come back the next year 
and see if anybody had hit the signs; 
after about three years I figured it was 
safe, so I build a bank there. It still 
isn’t far enough away for the motor- 
cycles, but a guy has got to be insane 
to be that far out, anyway. 


What you’ve been doing seems to 
have been more of a labor of love than 
anything else. And considering the 
magnitude and resources of Willow 
Springs in comparison to much larger 
facilities, do you think that you're 
doing the kind of job that other track 
operators should be doing? 

Yeah, I think so; they (other tracks) 
should work a little harder than they 
are doing. Other tracks use the insu- 
rance — I try to avoid using my insur- 
ance — and what they do gets back to 
them... 

. .. The motorcycle racers have it 
pretty good. Last year I woke up to 
notice all the rocks laying around the 
track, so I started rolling them to 
push them into the ground . . . And 
the other day I was trying to figure 
out an easier way for riders to get 
back to the pits when they break- 
down among the hills . . . right now 
it's a long push back. 

Have you received any special re- 
cognition for all the work that you’ve 
done at Willow to make it a safer 
track? 

I got an award from the John Woo 
Memorial Safety Foundation in May 
of last year. I've also had tons of peo- 
ple thank me for what I’ve done to the 
race track as far as making it safe, 
especially people who've gone off in 
an area and then see it fixed. They 
really appreciate it — it doesn’t hurt 
them and it doesn’t hurt their cars. 
Why do you like having motorcycle 
races at Willow when other tracks 
seem as if they don’t want to bother 
with them or make an effort to sche- 
dule an event at a decent time of the 
year? 

I've put car races off dates in order to 
get the new ARRA series together 
(which will be held on the first Sunday 
of every month...Editor). 1 just like 
motorcycles, and I get a lot of busi- 
ness from them; I do better with them 
than almost anything else. Motorcy- 
cle racing is good and it’s growing 
faster than anything. It’s exciting, 
and you can see more action than in 
other racing. The money that (racing 
promoters) have paid me to have the 
races has done a lot as far as me being 
able to spend money on the race 
track. To help me make progress 
with the race track, they've probably 
been the biggest help. 

By listening to the plans you’re mak- 
ing, it could be said that as long as 
Bill Huth runs Willow Springs, you 
will always be making it safer for the 
riders, right? 

Right. It’s going to be here a hell of a 
long time; Willow will always go on. 
There will be bigger and more bike 
races in the future. And they'll be as 
safe as we can keep them. e

Hi. Do you know me? I do wheelies. I hold the world’s record for the world’s 
highest wheelie and the world’s longest wheelie. I’ve wheelied on the Empire 
State Building in New York, and I’ve been to places where they think I’m even a 
real king. And wherever I go, I always get royal treatment whenever I show this 


card. 


The commercial ends with a close-up of 
said famous green credit card, and with 
the chatter of a typewriter, D-O-U-G 
D-O-M-O-K-O-S T-H-E W-H-E-E-L-I-E K-I-N-G 


appears in the lower left-hand 


corner. This isn’t a parking lot 
anymore, nota supercross. This 
is showbiz, the Big Time. 


And whether or not Doug Domo- 


kos will do television commercials 
like this, and more, without Honda's 
backing remains to be seen. But there’s 
one thing for sure: Doug Domokos is 
passing through an evolutionary stage 
in his career that has taken him from 
being just one guy with a bike anda 
pickup truck to a corporate entity 
with managers, P.R. writers, photo- 
graphers and agents. What was once 
a stunt show to pass the time between 
motos at a motocross back in Niles, 
Michigan, where Domokos first start- 
ed wheelieing is now an act, a perfor- 
mance, seen by hundreds of thou- 
sands of people in stadiums and on 
television. There are also the news- 
paper interviews, radio talk shows, 
and the personal appearances put in 
at motorcycle shops. 

But wait, there's more. Imagine, if 
you will, a Wheelie King toy, a Wheel- 
ie King cartoon show on Saturday 
mornings for the kids. Maybe even a 
Wheelie King lunch box and thermos 





bottle set. 

Sounds ambitious? Too far-fetched? 
Then you're obviously not familiar 
with The Plan, or Team Wheelie, or 
the driving forces which are propel- 
ling Domokos onward into the media 
consciousness of America. They are 
happening; they are working at this 
very moment on how to best make 
use of what initially appears to be a 
bizarre, perhaps (dare it be said?) use- 
less, talent and turning it into a via- 
ble, money-making commodity that 
every rational human will take notice 
of. And if The Plan is right and Team 
Wheelie has done its homework, then 
everything is humming along just 
fine. There will bea Wheelie King in 
your future. 

As for the past, forget it; that was 
something different. Doug Domokos 
is all for the future. “Everybody's 
written about the past,” he says. 
“What we're talking about now is 
entertainment.” 

What Doug means is no idle talk. 
Over three years ago he signed on 
with Jeff Immediato, who was at the 
time was managing World Speedway 
Champion Bruce Penhall, and since 
then that relationship has led to 
hundreds of local and national tele- 
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vision appearances, a like amount of 
newspaper and radio stories and inter- 
views and an exposure rating that is 
not to be believed. This has led to 
backing from Adidas shoes, serious 
attention from television network 
casting vice presidents, and that most 
coveted treasure in Hollywood, a 
major contract with the William Mor- 
ris talent agency. 

“Three years ago,” said Domokos, 
‘people were telling me that none of 
these things were going to happen. 
You can’t be a one-man show and 
expect to get any bigger and make 
more money. You can’t do it. That’s 
what motivates me, when people tell 
me that I can’t do something.”’ 

That kind of attitude by Domokos 
has taken his career farther than it 
has other motorcycle racing stars in 
this country. Before signing with 
Immediato about three years ago, 
Domokos’ career was being helmed 
by a booking agent. Doug was taking 
his act to the races, his sponsorship 
(then from Kawasaki) was minimal, 
didn’t have much in terms of fancy 
equipment or motorcycles, and when 
he wasn’t staying at a friend’s house 
he would be virtually living out of 
the back of his pickup on the road. 

Inking a deal with Immediato 
changed all of that. A long-range 
“game plan” was created, major high- 
dollar sponsorship would be secured, 








and Doug would be playing more 
than the regular supercross and out- 
door races. With enough imagina- 
tion, there would be no limit to 
Domokos’ success, not as a stunt 
rider, but as a performer and a per- 
sonality. 

“But back then,” continued 
Domokos, “I didn’t look at myself as 
some big entertainer, but, as the 
Wheelie King, some guy who could 
ride around a motocross track. But I 
knew then that I wanted to do.some- 
thing with a toy company. I used to 
have all those weird ideas and now 
they’re finally coming forth.” 

One of the first things Doug wanted 
to do after signing with his new 
manager was to define what the 
Wheelie King was all about. For exam- 
ple, one comparison that Doug has 
insisted on avoiding is any similarity 
between himself and what he does 
and the godfather of motorcycle 
stunts, Evel Knievel. ‘‘What he sells is 
life-and death, and what I sell is a 
talent,” said Domokos. “Its harder 
for me to sell a talent because there 
are a lot of sadistic people out there 
who don’t actually want to see you 
die, but they wouldn’t want to miss it.” 

Compared to Knievel’s jumping, 
Domokos’ performance is described by 
his management as a “high impact 
visual.” What it means is that 
Domokos goes out and does things 








that most people don’t expect him to 
do. To the general audience, Domokos 
is presenting something that’s tech- 
nically interesting and exciting to 
watch, but without the mayhem that 
usually results from having failed to 
clear 20 buses. 
xe HH 

It’s Saturday. night at Oakland 
Stadium, and Doug Domokos is ready 
to do his half-time show. The night 
air is chilly; moisture has formed both 
on the cars and on the high-wire 
setup that Doug will wheelie over, 
making them slick. As Doug gets 
ready to go into his act on his $60,000 
Honda ATC200, somebody goes over 
to the high-wire to tear it down. The 
fans, it seems, want to see more 
supercross. 

Doug takes the ATC out and per- 
forms a series of wheelies and other 
maneuvers on it. The creation of 
American Honda's Special Projects 
Department, this ATC200 is the only 
one of its kind in the world. It has a 
basically stock motor, but there have 
been extensive changes made to the 
machine’s running gear. They include 
two disc brakes on the rear axle and a 
differential which allows Doug to 
spin a tight donut and wheelie at the 
same time. There are many other spe- 
cial changes which allow Doug to 
wheelie the ATC on the high-wire. 

After his on-track performance, 
Domokos moves to the wire on the 
three-wheeler. The wire gets another 
rub-down. Doug carefully positions 
himself and then begins his ascent up 
the wire, a part of his act that took 
months to develop, design and train 
for. And it’s a good trick, too: The 
rear wheels on the ATC are of a low 
enough pressure that their carcasses 
fold into the rims when they roll onto 
the thick steel cables. As an added 
safety precaution, a pair of outriggers 
are mounted to the front frame down- 
tube ahead of the engine. If Doug 
backs off the throttle, or the bike 
stalls, the outriggers would prevent 
everything from falling through the 
cables. Also, they’re painted black; 
from a distance they're almost invisi- 
ble. Likewise, for the tires, from a 
distance they look as if they’re rolling 
on top of the high-wire cables. So, 
even though it looks as if the Wheelie 
King was literally riding the ragged 
edge, everything’s totally under con- 
trol. 

Halfway across the wire, Domokos 
stops, front wheel still in the air. He 
then shows off his balancing skills as 
he carefully stands up on the seat, 
stretching a leg out behind him. The 
fans dig it. 

Next comes the part of the act 
which started Doug out on his way to 
wheelieing fame and fortune. Like 
every track, Oakland is no different — 
Doug plans to wheelie all the way 
around it, and he’s sincere about his 
goal. Domokos fires up his CR250 
and begins his trek down the starting 
straight, through the turns and over 
the whoops. Then disaster strikes: As 
he passes over the start/finish line, 
Doug makes a donut, but the ground 
is slick and he drops the front wheel. 
The crowd is bummed out. So is Doug. 

After making it around the track, 
Domokos prepares to wheelie over a 
pair of derelict cars that have been 
brought in for the occasion. Even 
after wiping them down repeatedly, 
Doug just can’t make it over them; 
each time he does, he slips and drops 
the front wheel. Usually, the first two 
attempts over the cars are purposely 
fumbled, just to add some drama to 
the act. This time, however, it’s no act; 
Doug’s in trouble. The crowd is boo- 
ing. 

Finally, one more shot at the cars, 
and Doug makes it. The crowd cheers; 
they love him. It was a hard-fought

govern the ultimate outcome of a 
wheelie, and it has taken its toll on 
the King. After finishing and thank- 
ing the crowd, Domokos retreats to 
the pits for the night. 

“*e# eH 

“When I first got involved with 
Doug,” said Immediato, “people told 
me, ‘Don’t get involved with him; 
he’s over the hill.’ But I looked at 
Doug and saw that what he had done 
and what he could do was just the tip 
of the iceberg.” 

Getting Domokos exposed on tele- 
vision of any sort was difficult because 
of the stunt rider stigma that many 
people then had attached to his act. 
Similarly, race promoters and others 
who wanted Doug to perform for 
them didn’t ask for him as a per- 
former to entertain, but as a diversion 
while ground crews would be busy 
watering the track. 

The status of Domokos’ act took an 
unexpected turn one year at the 
Superbowl of Motocross, which was 
held at the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum. 

“When I was riding for Kawasaki, 
I was talking to the people at Sta- 
dium Motorsports, saying, ‘I want to 
do my act before the main.’ And they 
said no; they wanted to put me on 
after the last qualifying heat. So I did 
it, changed my clothes, put all my 
gear away, and went up into the 
stands to sign autographs. 

“So all of a sudden, Mike Curb 
(then Lieutenant Governor of Cali- 
fornia) gets up and says, ‘I’m Mike 
Curb, and I like motorcycles!’ Every- 
body booed him really bad,” said 
Immediato. “Then there was a beer 
fight, and all of a sudden you could 
see a wave of beer flowing across the 
stadium — people are out there fight- 
ing. The AMA and Stadium Motor- 
sports people were worrying that the 
whole place was going to get torn 
down, they didn’t know what to do.” 

Immediato added that the. police 
were soon called in to bring about 
calm, but it was no use. The situation 
was getting very scary quickly. Some- 
thing had to be done. A track official 
begged Domokos to return to the 
infield, and maybe things would re- 
turn to normal. “Doug didn’t cross 

12 feet of real estate,” said Immediato, 
“and everybody went silent.” 

Suddenly, Domokos was no longer 
aside-show attraction; he had become, 





instead, an “insurance policy” of 
sorts against future potential riots. 
But at the moment Doug re-emerged 
upon the Coliseum infield, nobody 
knew for sure if the horde of rowdies 
would suddenly turn on him. It wasa 
gamble which paid off, not only for 
the promoters, but especially for 
Domokos. 

Since that incident at the Super- 
bowl of Motocross in Los Angeles, 
Domokos and his repertoire of wheel- 
ie antics has been a staple of the sport. 
But he doesn’t see himself as abso- 
lutely indispensible, however; 
Doug doesn’t see himself as any kind 
ofa star. “I still feel like old Doug,” is 
the reply. “The only time people feel 
different about me is the fact that I get 
publicity. People may say that I’ve 
changed, but that isn’t so. Nowdays 
there’s more emphasis on me.” 

If anything has changed over the 
years for Doug Domokos it’s that he 
doesn’t have to live out of the back of 
his pickup truck anymore; now he 
has a large home in an exclusive 
community near Perris, California. 
He has mechanics tending to his 
machines and other gear. And, yes, 
there is more emphasis on Doug and 
what he does. 

As in any good marketing effort, 
lots of research has been done by 
Doug’s manager over the last two or 
three years to see how much the 
Wheelie King rates with the public. 
The results have proven to be inter- 
esting: According to Immediato, al- 
most everybody in the country has 
somehow seen, read, listened to or 
otherwise heard of the Wheelie King. 
Domokos appears in some form of 
mass media several times daily, every 
day of the week. And based on the 
coverage provided by radio, television 
and the newspapers, Domokos’ man- 
agement figures that the number of 
“exposures” received by the general 
public number somewhere around a 
half billion. What this means is that 
Domokos is probably one of the most 
recognized motorcycle personalities 
in the U.S., not to mention several 
other countries, especially Japan 
where wheelie-mania has been at a 
particularly intense level. 

And if that weren’t enough, accord- 
ing to the same figures, when 
Domokos was with Honda, he had 
the most “visibility” of anything 
backed by the company. This included

all of Team Honda’s motocross, road 
racing and flat track media exposure 
combined. Yeah, Doug Domokos was 
the biggest of them all.

It’s 11:00 p.m. at Costa Mesa Speed- 
way, nobody’s in the grandstands, 
and the Wheelie King is in the middle 
of doing his act. Earlier that night, 
before 6000 screaming Friday night 
party animals, Domokos unveiled 
some new additions to the act. Nobody 
was disappointed, especially the Wil- 
liam Morris agent in charge of Doug’s 
account or the vice-president of net- 
work casting from the ABC television 
network, or the product rep from 
Adidas shoes. All of them were thrilled 
to be working with a new talent, a 
guy who's as good-looking, clean-cut 
and responsible as the Wheelie King 
— a hero for the 1980s. Media stars 
don’t come any better than that. 

But here it is after the speedway 
races, and Domokos is running 
through his act for the benefit of the 
TV cameras. This is important stuff, 
because he hired and paid for the 
director, camera equipment and tech- 
nicians, not to mention the extra 
track time, all out of his own pocket. 
In fact, it probably cost him to video 
tape himself that night as much as he 
earned the first three years his wheel- 
ie act was on the road. 

Doug is spending all this money to 
produce a promotional video which 
can be used for broadcast to tell peo- 
ple that the Wheelie King’s in town. 
The cameraman and director get lined 
up, and Domokos does his thing. 
More than a few times shots are done 
over again; the video has to be just 
right. 

During a break, as Domokos waits 
for the next camera setup, a kid 
comes up to him witha Wheelie King 
poster in hand. He asks Domokos for 
his autograph; it’s late, everybody's 
tired, and the busload of William 
Morris and TV people has gone back

El Trial de Espana win 


to Lauxen

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 9 


The 15th annual El Trial de Espana saw a 
new location — Indian Dunes, and a new 
winner — Michael Lauxen. The recent clos- 
ing of Saddleback Park forced a relocation of 


the traditional year-ending 


event after an eight-year stay. 
The Dunes, despite its sandy 
soil, has been used successfully 
for American Trials Association 
(ARA) trials (including the upcoming 
Ige Cup on January 13th). All sections 
—with the exception of the afternoon 
Expert exhibition — were located 
across the wash and in the hills at the 
south of the park. 





Lauxen, who earlier this year used’ 
last year’s raffle funds to compete in 
Europe, joined a notable list of former 
event winners. Lane Leavitt won the 
inaugural trial in 1970 and later added 
two more victories. Sammy Miller, 
Marland Whaley, Scott Head and 
Dwaine Walters each won once. Bernie 
Schreiber, who did not compete this 
year, won seven of the previous 14. 

As repeat SoCal number one, 
Lauxen will be recipient of this year’s

funds. (Riders are currently eligible 
to make two annual trips.) John 
Robertson, number two, may also 
share in the proceeds. 

Trial headquarters was located at 
the west end of the Shadow Glen 
parking area with exhibition sections 
broken into two groups farther to the 
west near the speedway track and 
against the northern boundary. 

As in the past, Experts rode a single 
loop in the morning while all other 
classes completed two circuits. Three 
loops of the four-section exhibition 
mini-course highlighted the after- 
noon’s program, 

Starters totalled 106 including 27 
Amateurs, 24 Beginners, and 18 No- 
vices. Thirteen Experts plus Amateur 
Todd Roper tackled the exhibition 
sections. 

The 106 starters included 14 from 
Central Arizona Trials (C.A.T.) as 
well as Greg Bush from Nevada, 
Duane Rinkes from Oregon and David 
Pyle from Tennessee. 

A review of the entries indicates the 
current trend in rider preference in 
the area, spurred by the recent release 
of the TY350 Yamaha Monotrialer. 
Six of the top 11 Experts, four of the 
top six Amateurs, and the top three 
Novices were all Yamaha-mounted. 

ATA President Tim Walker and 
Secretary Katy Feland coordinated 
event presentation. Michael Lauxen 
supervised exhibition section layout. 

The morning’s 10 Expert rides did 
little to separate the field'as Lauxen 
and Paul Webster turned in zero 
scores. 

David Pyle and Kevin Norton both 
dropped one point, while Mark Eggar 
lost two. Eggar — relatively inactive 
in local trials recently — always shows 
up for the year-end fund raiser. A 





former Honda factory rider, he fin- 
ished fourth, third and fourth in the 
first three national series from 1974 
through 1976. 

The afternoon’s exhibition began 
symbolically for Eggar and other 
contestants. As Eggar prepared to ride 
section one a swirling flock of more 
than 50 vultures circled ominously 
overhead. 

Three sections along a sand bank 
near the speedway track utilized sandy 
soil jammed with chunks and slabs of 
concrete. The concrete offered good 
traction — except for its rather pecul- 
iar positioning. 

Section one was the easiest of the 
group. The riders dropped into the 
sand bowl, then climbed over sand 
mounds before a spirited splashing 
leading to an exit climb. 

Section two started with a steep 
drop over a slab-fragment-infested 
bank, then a stop-and-jerk maneuver 
in sand to attack an abrupt slab step 
and rubble pile that led to another 
sand flat that turned to climb out of 
the bowl, made more difficult by the 
placing of steel tubing along the rim 
of the summit. A U-turn returned the 
riders to the bowl for a traverse over 
more chunks to a sharp right-hand 
climb to the top. 

Section three began in the bowl, 
offering a series of U-turns on the 
slope before assaulting two angled 
slabs that shot the bikes skyward 
toward, but not quite over, the top, 
leaving them to fight for traction to 
the exit gates. 

Section four, about a quarter-mile 
away, made the most of a Dukes of 
Hazzard graveyard for wasted sedans. 
The section included rides over six 
autos plus a five-foot-tall steel-tubed 
platform that launched the competi-

tors toward the exit game. Twice, the 
riders had to attack a rear fender from 
the side and then pivot on the trunk 
to ride the length of a vehicle. Another 
pulse-throb was a needle-threader be- 
tween two auto trunks connected by a 
narrow plank. The toughest chal- 
lenge was motoring between two cars 
no more than a bikelength apart, 
then making a floating 90-degree 
turn onto a rear fender and spinning 
another 90° to ride the roof before 
dropping off in a nosestand that left 
the front wheel flush against the 
boundary ribbon. 

Lauxen dropped 32 points (out of a 
possible 60) in the afternoon to finish 
with 32 and his second win in two 
days. Ironically, the weekend’s sweep 
marked his last rides as a sponsored 
rider for Cagiva, leaving the defending 
champion looking for a ‘85 ride. 

David Pyle, National number seven 
this year, dropped one more point 
than Lauxen in the exhibition sections 
to finish two behind for the day with 
a 34. 

‘Mark Eggar edged Andy Saum for 
third, 39- to 40. In a surprise, Kevin 
Norton topped ATA number two 
John Robertson by a single-point to 
take fifth. Robertson’s downfall was 
the morning trial. He lost 122, then 
scored 33 in the afternoon, just one 
more than winner Lauxen. 

Paul Webster, runnerup in the 
Schreiber Cup the day before, fin- 
ished one point behind Robertson to 
take seventh. He was followed by Oli 
Thordarson, Matt Bishop, David 
Webster, Reiji Nakayama and Duane 
Rinkes. Rinkes was one of just three 
riders to turn in an exhibition loop 
score under 10 (out of a possible 20). 
Both he and Pyle scored nines. Lauxen 
had the day’s lowest loop score witha 
six. 

Pyle — noted for his trick riding 
skills — posted three of the 14 cleans 
scored in the afternoon. Norton, Saum 
and Robertson had two apiece. 

Bruce Davis (Bul) came out on top 
in a low scoring Amateur class battle, 
topping Paul Clark (Mon) on cleans. 
Both riders had 12 points. Saturday’s 
Schreiber Cup Support winner, Todd 
Roper, was third with a 13. Greg 
Jones, Robin Crocket, Ron Saum, 
Steve Dickson and Michael Stone 
were bunched from fourth to eighth 
with 14 to 18 points. 

Mike Meade, a mid-70s Expert, 
topped the Novice class with a score

Review

It is no exaggeration to say that 1984 saw the 
dawning of a new age in Grand Prix road 
racing. The new era will be tremendously 
exciting as far as the technically interested are 


concerned with motorcycle 
racing moving in the direction 
of Formula One car racing and 
the organization of privately- 
financed teams to replace and sup- 
plement the works efforts. 

Roberto Gallina unveiled a com- 
pletely new Suzuki-engined machine 
financed by HB, the huge German 
cigarette company, and made at his 
workshop in Rimini, Italy. Alain 
Chevallier used more cigarette money 

> from Johnson to run his 500 team 
using Honda engines in his very spe- 
cial French frames. He attracted a lot 
of interest from Honda who supplied 
works engines for several Grands 

© Prix. Honda were just as interested in 
another machine, the Elf project with 
swinging arms front and back and 
hub-center steering. 

Suzuki dropped out of Grand Prix 
competition at the end of '83 but Gal- 
lina kept going and Heron, the Brit- 
ish Suzuki importers, also built their 
own special racer using a Suzuki 
engine and F-] car technology. It 
looks like the way of the future and a 
major turnaround for the Japanese, 
who have always preferred to keep 
very tight controls on the develop- 
ment of racers that bear their names. 

The new era is bound to be techni- 
cally more exciting as the frame 
manufacturers make use of their new- 
found freedom. The Japanese have 

_ proven themselves superior engine 
designers but have always been slow 
to come.up with innovative frame 
and steering concepts and many of 

the modern suspension designs were 

56 conceived by European engineers. 





Many non-Japanese racing projects 
have floundered because the best rid- 
ers have always stuck to the big works 
teams, either because they offered the 
largest fees or the fastest established 
machines. New projects have always 
looked slow with second-class riders 
aboard, especially as they have usually 
been under-financed and used under- 
powered engines. 


The current climate in Grand Prix 
racing should change all that. Large 
outside sponsors can provide the cash, 
the works teams are loath to offer 
huge signing-on fees as there are 
more top riders that there are 
machines and the manufacturers are 
prepared to let their engines go to 
selected private teams. 

The Elf 2, financed by the huge 
French petroleum company, is cer- 
tainly the most technically advanced 


ofall, with parallelogram hub-center 


steering at the front and no frame 
thanks to using the engine cases to 
hold the pivots of both front and rear 
suspensions. The French design 
employees Honda's three-cylinder 
engine and Elf have had a close asso- 
ciation with Honda through several 
years of running the Elf endurance 
racer which featured similar suspen- 
sion and steering concepts. 

The first prototype of the Elf GP 
racer was unveiled at the French 
Grand Prixat Paul Ricard, butas yet 
only preliminary track tests have been 
made. The first bike did have a frame 
in that the engine casings required 
reinforcement but new cases are being 
cast which will remove the need for 
that. 








The front suspension features two 
single-sided swinging arms which 
form a trapezium on the right hand 
side of the wheel. The Elf 2 is another 
step away from the conventional 
motorcycle as the handlebars move 
forward and back and not around a 
central column. The two separate 
stalks pivot on bearings bolted to the 
top of the cylinder heads. They are 
connected together across the pivots 
and a single rod then runs forward to 





given up hope of winning the cham- 
pionship. Far from it, in fact, because 
his enthusiasm is stronger than ever 
and instead of seeing the factory's 
withdrawal as a handicap, he envi- 
sions a strengthening of competition 
and relishes a freer hand with frame 
development in particular. 

The Italian engineer wasted no 
time in embarking on his own frame 
project after the end of Suzuki's fac- 
tory involvement became a reality. 
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Alain Chevallier’s machines use NS500 engines fitted to Chevallier- 


designed chrome-moly framés with two calipers on a single carbon front 


disc. The exhaust is titanium. 





the steering plate inside the front 
wheel. 

The suspension units for both front 
and rear lie under the engine and are 
operated by the body being held by 
the chassis and the swinging arms 
pulling on one end through a series 
of rocker arms and linking rods. This 
places the suspension units in ten- 
sion and positions them as low as 
possible. The fuel tank is also slung 
under the engine and this means that 
no machine has a lower center of 
gravity. 

Initial tests were carried out by 
Christian Le Liard, the Frenchman 
who had been chief race and devel- 
opment rider for the Elf endurance 
racer. The tests took place at Michel- 
in’s own test track near Clearmont 
Ferrand and Le Liard reported that 
they were encouraging. “I only did 10 
laps and I had strict instructions to 
keep the speed down and only use it 
to see how the basic functions worked, 
but there were no problems and the 
next tests will be made soon with very 
few alterations to the bike. 

“The machine isa lot better than the 
early endurance racers, but then de- 
signer Andre De Cortanze has learned 
a lot and I think that the 500 can be 
good. I hope that I will be riding it 
along with one other rider next year 
and although it may be uncompeti- 
tive at first I think that after three or 
four Grands Prix we should be scor- 
ing points,” continued Le Liard. 

Le Liard has had a troubled first 
Grand Prix year as part of the Che- 
vallier team, and while his teammate 
Didier De Radigues has battled for 
the lead on the special-framed RS500 
Hondas, Le Liard has gone back to 
standard machines since the Silver- 
stone round. The question remains 
as to which rider will join Le Liard 
on the new Elf and risk losing a year 
in the development of a very new and 
untried machine. 

Less adventurous is the new Gal- 
lina Suzuki, the TGA-1, but two 
world championships are adequate 
proof that Roberto Gallina knows 
what is required to win at Grands 
Prix racing. When Marco Lucchi- 
nelli and Franco Uncini won the 
500cc titles in 1981 and '82 they used 
machines designed and made by 
Suzuki in Japan, but since Suzuki 
withdrew from Grand Prix competi- 
tion at the end of '83 Gallina has not 





“We took on another five people and 
spent about 150 million Lire ($80,000) 
on a numerically-controlled ma- 
chine to mill the components of the 
new design.”’ said Gallina. 

Among those involved in the new 
project is Massimo Tamburini, one 
of the founders of Bimota, who has 
retired from active involvement in 
that factory’s workings and spends 
his time across the road at the Gallina 
team’s Rimini workshop on the same 
industrial estate as Bimota. 

An essential part of the '84 team 
Gallina program wás engine devel- 
opment to be provided by the factory. 
“They agreed to continue to improve 
the engine and we paid for the work 
they did. I gave them a list of things 
we required and they produced a new 
ignition system, new exhaust pipes 
and new cylinders and heads with a 
better design of power chamber,” 
said Gallina, continuing to explain 
the need for the new parts. 

“Last year-we had exhaust-chamber 
engines for the first time at Assen but 
the engines ran too hot and we could 
not use them. We also were suffering 
from engine misfire at some circuits, 
but with the new parts the problems 
were solved. We paid for the work 
with the money from HB, also a very 
important part of the team; without 
the money we could not do it.” 

Once he had agreed with Suzuki on 
the supply of engines, Gallina started 
to work flat-out on the design of the 
rest of the machine and came up with 
a completely new concept. As a 
monocoque is a single entity then 
this is the opposite in that the frame 
is made in distinct sections so that the 
parts can be altered independently. 

The main frame spars are each 
milled from single billets of alumi- 
nium, Instead of being complete rec- 
tangular section spars, the back sides 
are hollowed out to form a “U” sec- 
tion. The U is then filled with honey- 
comb and then capped with alumi- 
num sheet. The three parts are bonded 
together and the edges reinforced by 
strips of carbon fiber. 

Once the milling machine has been 
programmed to cut out the spars — 
which include the engine mounts 
and make up the complete sides of 
the frame — then more spars can be 
made relatively quickly. The steering 
head section is separate and bolted to

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the side spars. The steering head is 
made from sheet aluminium welded 
into a hefty box section. 

The rear suspension Gallina says 
“Is more like a Kawasaki or Honda 
design than Suzuki's ‘Full Floater,’ 
but it is being remodeled for ‘85 as 
Gallina is convinced that the Suzuki 
system is the best. The way that the 
bridge section that holds the rocker 
arm is bolted on is an advantage. 

The rear section of the machine 
has already been changed once after 
initial tests at Misano and during 
practice for the French Grand Prix at 
Paul Ricard. There it was found that 
the relative position of the swinging 
arm pivot and the gearbox sprocket 
was wrong. : j 

Ex-Grand Prix racer Gallina him- 


self tried the bike at Misano. “It was 
certainly good, but much faster than 
Iam now,” said the team manager. “ʻI 
used to be quite good on a 750 
Yamaha but these machines are so 
much better and you have to lean 
them past 50° to test them and I’m not 
up to that.” 

The special nature of the TGA-1 is 
not confined to the frame as the tank- 
seat unit and the fairing are unlike 
any other Grand Prix machine. Made 
in carbon fiber, these components are 
sleek and functional. The fairing has 





gearing is accomplished by using a 
toothed belt and having the han- 
dlebar column offset to the rear of the 
steering column. A larger pulley 
wheel is fitted to the steering column 
than to the handlebar column. 

Although the TGA-1I was never 
raced through the season it was tested 
at most circuits, acruing valuable 
information for 85. Franco Uncini’s 
crash at Paul Ricard on the conven- 
tional machine put him out for four 
Grands Prix and this upset the pro- 
gram somewhat, but a winter's testing 
should put the bike on the grid. 

Gallina sees the TGA-1 as a step 
forward for several reasons. As a prac- 
tical engineer who knows what it 
takes to win races, he appreciates the 
flexibility that the construction sys- 
tem gives him. It is not a complex 
design by any means and well within 
the technical ability of the team. 

The fact that it can be altered to 
accept other engines is important as 
Gallina is a realist and knows that he 
may be using a different make of 
engine next year as his team is now 
based more around sponsorship than 
factory backing. He would like- to 
stick with Suzuki though and at the 
German Cologne Show in September 
received assurances from Suzuki that a 
brand-new Grand Prix engine was 
on its way.

huge air escape passages for the radia- 
tor. The radiator itself is built in a V 
and takes air in from behind the front 
wheel in the normal fashion: It exits 
through each side of the fairing long 
before it gets the chance to heat the 
engine cases or get sucked into the 
engine. 

To create the superb fiber work a 
positive replica was first made in 
aluminium and plaster. From that a 
half model was made in wood and 
doubled on a copying machine, to 
ensure a perfectly-symmetrical arti- 
cle. That was used to make a negative 
mold out of fiberglass and hence the 
first fiberglass fairing was produced 
to prove the mold before repeating 
the process in more-expensive carbon 
fiber. 

Underneath the forward end of the 
tank and seat unit lies the other, uni- 
que feature of the machine, the geared 
steering system. It is one of Gallina’s 
babies that he likes to play down and 
almost dismiss: “It is not necessary to 
the rest of the machine and I don’t 
think that the riders like it. Franco 
tried it but found it difficult to get 
used to.” 

The geared steering Gallina tried 
before, when 16-inch wheels were 
first used. The idea is that by giving 
the handlebars a greater mechanical 
advantage over the front wheel, a 
wider front tire can be used without 
the steering feeling too heavy. The 








The continued development of 
Suzuki racing engines is even more 
important to the British Suzuki 
importers Heron who are mounting 
a full-scale Grand Prix effort next 
year with TT winner Rob McElnea 
as their number one rider. They con- 
tested several GPs through '84 and on 


several occasions used their latest” 


creation, a plate-framed machine 
using an aluminium composite mate- 
rial. 

The aluminium composite is made 
up of two sheets sandwiching an 
aluminium honeycomb, all three 
bonded together. The frame construc- 
tion features two boards, one on 
either side of the engine with seg- 
ments cut out on a band saw to give 
room for the carburetors. The boards 
are cut and re-glued where they have 
to bend, as they turn in towards the 
steering head, for example. The 
material cost of the bare frame is only 
about $100 and construction requires 
no high-tech knowledge. 

Cutting can be done on a band saw 
and the open edges are finished with 
the application of a filler which per- 
forms like car body putty and adds to 
the structual strength. In bending, 
the skin that will be on the inside has 
a strip cut out and the honeycomb 
collapses slightly as the bend is made. 
The inner skin is rejoined by an over- 
laying strip of aluminum glued to 
the skin. Gluing does not require a

special environment and cold curing 
is quite possible, allowing paddock 
repairs if necessary. 

The Heron project has proceeded 
along very logical lines, attacking 
one unknown at a time. The compo- 
site frame was a direct replacement 
for the tubular aluminium predeces- 
sor and was tested back-to-back with 
a conventional bike. Other advances 
tried on the Heron project include a 
peripheral discon the front. The disc 
is bolted to the wheel rim and this 
improves the ratio between disc and 
wheel and removes the necessity fora 
disc carrier. The next logical step isa 
much-lighter front wheel with no 
requirement for the spokes to be cap- 
able of transmitting torque from cen- 
ter to rim. The weight of the disc has 
already been greatly reduced by using 
carbon fiber and Lockeed has been 
producing all the discs and special 
calipers, working hand-in-hand with 
Heron. 

Carbon fiber front discs were also 
used through '84 by the Chevallier 
team and Didier de Radiques reported 
first-class performance. The single 
front discs were conventionally 
mounted, and to get the maximum 
performance two calipers were 
mounted on the one fork leg. The 
forward caliper is a specially-adapted 
four-piston Brembo and the rear a 
similar twin-piston unit. The adap- 
tation performed by Chevallier in- 
volves adding finning to the calipers 
to help cooling because carbon discs 
operate at much-higher-than-normal 
temperatures. 

To call these fiber discs is some- 
thing of a misnomer as the manufac- 
turers prefer carbon-carbon, being 
purely compacted carbon strands with 
no resin. The flow of heat through 
the discs tend to be along the length 
of the carbon strands and hence the 
hottest part of the disc is the perifery. 
Replacing two iron discs with a sin- 
gle carbon unit cuts the weight by 
75% and as this is unsprung weight 
the advantages are doubled, making 
the job of the suspension much easier. 

Carbon discs are still in the devel- 
opment stage and De Radigues had 
to retire from the Swedish Grand 
Prix with his 10mm-thick disc worn 
to a 2mm wafer. Anderstorp is par- 
ticularly hard on brakes and after suf- 
fering wear during practice a new 
disc was used for the race. Unfortu- 
nately only one of aslightly-different 
quality was available and it did not 
stand up to the hammering. Disc 
overheating can be seen even if wear 
rate is not obvious. Discs that are 
going to fail start to look like puff 
pastry at their edges as the layers of 
carbon filaments become detached 
from each other. 

The Chevallier team have done a 








great deal more than just add carbon 
discs to the front of their three-cylinder 
Hondas. French constructor Alain 
Chevallier has only used the Honda 
engine and the rest of the machine is 
built by him and his team. Chevallier 
has built 250cc and 350cc frames for 
several years, firstly for his brother 
Olivier — who was tragically killed 
at Paul Ricard — and since then the 
team has included Grand Prix winners 
Didier de Radigues, who finished 
second in the 1982 350cc World 
Championship on the Yamaha- 
engined Chevallier, and Jean Fran- 
cois Balde. 

His frames have always been made 
from chrome-moly steel tubing witha 
high content of titanium parts, in- 
cluding-exhaust pipes. In swapping 
to the 500cc class Chevallier has 
retained the frame concept, includin 
the rocker arm rear suspension whic 
features adjustable geometry thanks 
toan eccentric rocker arm pivot point. 

The bikes worked well from. the 
start and de Radigues finished fourth 
in the pouring rain at the first Grand 
Prix in South Africa. In the dry 
though there were rear-wheel trac- 
tion problems that were only cured 
by moving the swinging arm pivot 
forward and lengthening the arm. 

So impressed were Honda with the 
Chevallier team’s efforts that they 
provided the team with a works engine 
for the second half of the season. 
Chevallier hopes for continued works 
support from Honda in ’85, but it is 
quite possible that his very-talented 
Belgian rider may be bought by a 
wealthier team. Chevallier admitted 
that it cost him 2,000,000 French 
Francs ($220,000) to run his team for 
the year and that did not include pay- 
ing the riders. 

The special machines from Che- 
vallier, Gallina and Heron have still 
to win a Grand Prix and the trophies 
stay in the hands of the works team, 
but even they have their technical 
problems and one of the features of 
this year’s 500cc World Champion- 
ship struggle had been the weekly 
indecision in the Honda camp as to 
whether Freddie Spencer should ride 
the old three-cylinder NS500 machine 
on which he won the ’83 World 
Championship or the new V-four. 

Spencer won the Italian, French, 
and Yugoslav Grands Prix on the 
four but reverted to the three to win 
the German and Belgian rounds. This 
decision was not taken lightly as 
there was a great deal of reluctance 
from the factory to let Spencer use the 
three as doing so meanta great loss of 
face for the company. 

There have been several problems 
with the four, splitting into two 
main groups; the engine trouble that

Silicone spray 


Quite often I go into motorcycle 
shops and I see silicone spray sitting 
on the lubricants rack gathering dust 
as if people don’t know what to do 
with it. 

Here are some tips to help you use 
silicone spray. 

1. Waterproofing electrical systems 
and electrical wiring. On an older 
bike with a cracked or dry wiring 
harness, spray on silicone spray and 
rub it into the material. Not only will 
it waterproof but also bring the rubber 
material back to life. 

2. For weather stripping and seals 
inside saddle bags and scootboots. 
Spray on silicone spray, wipe it in 
and keep seals fresh and pliable. 

3. As a cable lube. The new cables 
with Teflon and plastic linings will 
not stand up to the solvents in light 
lubricants such as WD-40. Silicone 
spray is an excellent material for 
cable lubrication. 

4. Selling or working on dirt bikes 
or ATVs? Spray silicone up under the 
fenders on the tank and in the wheels. 
Then after sinking your vehicle in 
the mud, wash it down witha garden 
hose and the mud just falls off!! 

5. Gota problem with bugs getting 
stuck to everything? Spray silicone 
spray on the fiberglass portions of 
fairings, fronts of saddle bags, fork 
leg lowers and then just wipe the sur- 
face clean at the end of the ride. 
Those nasty little critters don’t stick 
to the silicone, and the silicone spray 
won't hurt waxed finishes. 

Thope these tips will give you a few 
ideas of how to use silicone spray.

caused Spencer to be off the pace in 
Austria and the handling difficulties 
that caused him to be only fifth fast- 
est at Assen. 

Honda were not helped by the false 
start they made to the season in South 
Africa where the carbon-fiber rear 
wheel of the four collapsed in prac- 
tice and Spencer did not race. Alumi- 
nium wheels have been used on the 
rear since then, although carbon-fiber 
wheels are still on the front. 


At the first round in Europe, at ° 


Misano, Spencer was in fine form on 
the four, beating Eddie Lawson by a 
clear margin. The win seemed easy 
but the margin might have been flat- 
tering to the four as Lawson, by his 
own admission, made the wrong cho- 
ice of rear tire. 

Spencer missed the Spanish round 
because of his Donington Park crash 
but later events suggest that he might 
have had trouble beating Lawson, 
who was in superb form. At the next 
race, in Austria, Spencer was in trou- 
ble, or at least the machine was. 
Spencer was fastest in the first session 
but after that struggled to get within 
half-a-second of that time. 





The race was something of a dis- 
aster for Honda as Spencer only 
reached second place thanks to some 
unsubtle team riding from Mamola 
and the bike certainly did not sound 
strong. The following weekend at the 
new Nurburgring Spencer seemed to 
be having similar difficulties and 
with the poor weather conditions 
there was no time for experimenta- 
tion. An overnight dash back to the 
Belgian race headquarters retrieved 
a mothballed 83 NS500 three-cylinder 
for Spencer to race. 

“T had forgotten just what a good 
machine the three was,” said Spencer, 
“Especially since the end of last sea- 
son when we got an engine with a 
wider spread of power, that has made 
the handling better because the front 
end doesn’t tend to wash out in the 
corners because there is enough power 
to pull it back.” 

It took Spencer only a short while 
to adapt to riding the three again and 
he ended practice faster than Lawson 
by over a second. Spencer won the 
race convincingly but Honda was not 
about to accept that the four was a 
failure and produced a slightly- 
improved version for Spencer to use

“The engine was just flat,” said 
Spencer weeks later, “It just never ran 
as well as it did the first day. We 
found out later that we had been 
deceived by the plug readings from 
the engine. Erv had jetted down before 
we got to Austria, knowing that there 
was less air, but the readings indicated 
that it was still rich. As we went 
leaner on the jetting the engine got 





at Paul Ricard. The main change was 
to the streamlining and the air flow 
through the fairing had been improv- 
ed to cut the running temperature 


(which had been about 10° higher - 


than the three, cutting power pro- 
duction). Once more Spencer won 
convincingly on the four, but Lawson 
had his turn to suffer from lousy car- 
buretion and did well to finish second, 





problem cured, Spencer went to 
Yugoslavia and won easily thanks to 
Lawson's dreadful rear tire problems. 
Had Lawson been able to run at his 
usual pace the second major problem 
with the four may have made itself 
felt earlier as the Rijeka circuit is 
demanding on handling. 

At Assen Lawson had no tire prob- 
lems and shocked Spencer with his 
lap time that the Honda star could 
not hope to match on the four. “If I 
had known that Eddie was going to 
go that fast I would have ridden the 
three in practice,” said Spencer after 
qualifying on the second row of the 
grid behind teammates Haslam, 
Mamola and Roche, who rode the 
triples. 

“The problem with the four is that 
it is such hard work to change direc- 
tion,” said Spencer. “I don’t know 
why it is exactly, I’m not sure that 
putting the gas tank under the engine 
is the right move. We had two bikes 
to test in Australia when I first rode 
the bike, but both had tanks under- 








Yamaha are conservative with their 
racing development and this has 
helped them be so utterly reliable 
through "83 when both Kenny Rob- 
erts and Eddie Lawson finished every 
race, and similarly Lawson had a 
100% record in his championship- 
winning year. 

The most interesting change in 
this year’s V-four, water-cooled two- 
stroke engine was the conversion from 
disc valve induction to reed valves. 
The reed valves in the 1983 engine lay 
across the engine between the V, two 
discs feeding four cylinders. The main 
problem with the disc valver was 
poor starting and arguably it lost 
Roberts the title when he was left 
standing on the line in Yugoslavia. 
Replacing the discs with reed valve 
induction directly into the crankcases 
cured the starting problem and al- 
though Lawson was never off the line 
in front of the three-cylinder Honda, 
he was never far behind. 

With the carbs still occupying the 
same space, distinguishing between

neath, so I don’t know what it would 
be like in a conventional position.” 

A week later Spencer did practice 
and race on the three, convincingly 
winning the Belgian Grand Prix at 
Spa. He used both bikes during prac- 
tice, spending much more time on 
the four but still being quicker on the 
three. “It does require a bit of effort to 
swap from the four to the three but 
we are just setting up the three the 
way we had it last year because we had 
known that it will work like that. We 
are doing testing on the four and then 
just racing the three.” 

Spencer injured himself at Laguna 
Seca and raced no more in ’84 but 
Mamola raced the four to victory at 
Silverstone. It seems certain that he 
could have been just as fast or faster 
on the three. Riding the four was 
more of a political move to improve 
his popularity with Honda in the 
hope that he would get a full place in 
the works team for '85. 

More than being a critisism of the 
four, the fact that the three has proved 
so formidable through '84 — its third 
full season — proves what a superb 
design it is and not surprisingly it is 
difficult to replace. Honda wants a 
victorious V-four so that they can 
launch their V-four 500cc two-stroke 
road bike; the three that they launched 
at this year’s Cologne show was only 
an over-bored 350cc, a revamp of a 
discarded design. For this reason more 
than any other the '85 works Honda 
is likely to be a V-four, even if it bears 
little resemblance to this year’s 
NSR500. 

Yamaha already has their V-four 
works replica roadster and we will 
probably see them stick to the same 
layout for their GP racer taking the

the disc-valve and reed-valve engines 
required close inspection and Law- 
son’s number two, Virginio Ferrari, 
continued to use the old engine on 
some occasions. 

One of the things that made both 
studying and working on the V-fours 
hard was the frame which wraps 
tightly around the engine. The main 
strength of it comes from twin spars 
running from thg steering head to 
the swinging arm pivot sections. The 
pivot sections are machined from 
solid billets of aluminium but the 
twin spars are fabricated from alum- 
inium sheet formed to shape and 
seam welded. Š 

The massive steering head allows 
variable steering geometry, including 
rake and trail. The rear suspension 
uses an Ohlins unit and the rising- 
rate linkages connect the lower end of 
the unit to the swingarm. The arm 
length was shortened in time for 
Roberts to use it at Laguna Seca and 
the change improved a rear tire trac- 
tion problem that Lawson had had 
all year. Apart from that there were 
few changes made to the Yamaha 
through the year and with its success 
and Yamaha’s conservative develop- 
ment policy it is likely that the ’85 
version will be very similar. 

Though Yamaha may not change 
their GP bikes very much, ’85 is 
bound to be even more exciting than 
"84 when it comes to technical inter- 
est. Honda will still use a conven- 
tional frame and suspension for their 
own 500 which Spencer will ride, but 
they are also likely to give a great deal 
of support to teams like Elf and Che- 
vallier. With Suzuki likely to provide 
engines for Heron and Gallina, the 
stage is set for yet more technical

Harley-Davidson motorcycles have always 
posed a dilemma for motorcycle magazines. 
Oh, getting volunteers to put the miles on 
them is no problem — in fact, small-scale 


brawls have been known to 
erupt over which editor gets to 
take home the test Harley for 
the weekend. As fun as these 


bikes are, one of the little known 
secrets of the magazine biz is that no 
editor in his right mind wants to 
actually write the review of a Harley- 
Davidson. The straw-drawing session 
to determine who will Face The Type- 
writer is held with all the relish of a 
hearty game of Russian Roulette. 
The reason for this is simple: it’s 
hard to put the Harley-Davidson 
experience into words. They’re motor- 
cycles all right, but Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles are difficult to quantify. 
They are immune to race track and 
canyon road analysis. They vibrate to 
a degree that promotes measurement 
on the Richter Scale. You can hard 
boil an egg in the time it takes a Har- 
ley to trip the lights at the far end of 
the quarter mile. For years, this select 
group of unlucky editors would wear 
their thesauruses ragged groping for 
words to describe the Harley-Davidson 
experience. Lines like ‘‘stump-pulling 
torque,” and “the euphonic rumble 





of a big V-twin” have become cliches 
for describing Heavy Iron from Mil- 
waukee. : 

I suspect that many motorcycle 
enthusiasts dismissed these editorial 
ramblings as wordy excuses for 
clunky, ill-engineered antiques that 
were both leaky and unreliable. On 
the spectrum of two-wheeled trans- 
portation, Harley-Davidsons were off 
the scale; whether they were better or 
worse than other motorcycles was a 
matter of individual perception. One 
thing was for sure: to announce that 
you were trading a “‘modern” motor- 
cycle for a Harley-Davidson was akin 
to telling the boys at the Ferrari club 
about your recent acquisition of a '57 
Buick Roadmaster. 

To be fair, Harley-Davidson wasn't 
cursed with this reputation: They 
earned it. Throughout the ’70s, motor- 
cycle technology took quantum leaps 
forward...while the motorcycle from 
Milwaukee remained conspicuously 
unchanged. The price of néw Harley- 
Davidsons soared, while the company 
suffered increasing problems with 
quality control and product reliabil- 
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ity. More than a few people speculated 
that the last remaining American 
motorcycle manufacturer would go 
the way of BSA, Norton and Triumph 
— other companies that had resisted 
the technological advancements of 
the’70s. Four years ago, AMF bowed 
out of the Harley-Davidson project, 
selling the company to an optimistic 
group of its executives. 

These last four years have seen a 
great deal of change: both for Harley- 
Davidson as a company, and for the 
motorcycles they produce. Unfortu- 
nately, the hoopla of various engi- 
neering advancements have gone un- 
noticed by all but the most die-hard 
of Harley loyalists. For those who 
haven't taken note, recent years have 
seen the adventof a new 80 cubic-inch 
engine, a sophisticated elastomer 
vibration-isolation system, a new five- 
speed transmission, a new frame, 
improved brakes, tubeless-type cast 
wheels, improved tires (to suit the 
improved handling), and last but not 
least, the development of a viable 
belt-drive system. 

All of these changes have appeared 
in combinations on various bikes, but 
it’s taken until 1985 to bring them all 
together on one motorcycle. Not too 
coincidentally, that motorcycle is the 
topic of this article: the 1985 Harley- 
Davidson Low Glide FXRS. 

The centerpiece of this new Low 
Glide is the V? Evolution engine, 
now entering its second year of pro- 
duction. Based on the previous sho- 
velhead engine, the Evolution shares 
only the crankcase and crankshaft 
with its predecessor. Though unmis- 
takably a big-inch Harley-Davidson, 
the new engine is vastly improved. 

Bolted onto the crankcase are newly- 
designed cylinders, sporting alumi- 
num fins fitted to cast iron sleeves. 
Rather than being straight-walled, 
the exterior of these sleeves are gear- 
shaped: a configuration that Harley 
has given the name “Spiny-Lok.” 
Notonly does this gear shape firmly 
anchor the liner to the fins, it also 
provides more surface area to the iron/ 
aluminum junction — thereby afford- 
ing superior heat transfer and im- 
proved cooling. 

Running within these cylinder 
sleeves are new pistons, designed and 
manufactured by the well-known 
German firm Mahle. These pistons

are flat-topped, and have a new 
conical-oval profile. When viewed 
from the wrist-pin side, these pistons 
have a very slight barrel shape that 
tends to trap a wedge of oil as the 
piston rises and falls. The pistons are 
cast from a special 12% silicon/alum- 
inum alloy which resists thermal 
expansion due to its composition. 
Gone are the traditional steel struts 
cast into the piston skirts. 

The combination of the barrel 
shape of the pistons and the low 
expansion alloy allow for tighter pis- 
ton clearance. The Evolution engine’s 
huge 88.5mm pistons are fitted witha 
clearance of .0015 ‘inch — tighter 
than most air-cooled motorcycle 
engines. Longer piston life and better 
piston cooling are the benefits. 

The improved alloy and the omis- 
sion of the steel anti-expansion struts 
also makes the pistons lighter. In 
order to use the shovelhead’s crank- 
shaft without modification or reba- 
lancing, extra weight was added to 
the connecting rods. The new rods 
are therefore stronger — in fact, have 
a ten fold increase in fatigue strength. 

All of these changes provide a 
foundation for the really big news of 
the Evolution engine: the revised 
cylinder heads. Often the greatest 
increases in engine performance can 
be realized through improved brea- 
thing. It’s no secret that the old sho- 
velhead was not particularly efficient 
in the breathing department, owing 
to the dated design of the cylinder 
heads. Severe kinks in the inlet and 
exhaust tracts made the combustion 
gasses literally fight their way in and 
out of the engine. 

To add insult to injury, the shovel- 
head was designed around a ’50s 
technology hemispherical combus- 
tion chamber. This combustion cham- 
ber, teamed with a domed piston 
crown and a spark plug located near 
the edge of the chamber, was a com- 
bination notoriously sensitive to 
gasoline quality. As octane ratings 
deteriorated, detonation and ping 
became the watchwords of Harley 
ownership. In order for this dated 
design to operate on inferior fuels 
without tearing itself apart, Harley 
was forced to lower the compression 
ratio. And then lower it some more. 
When the shovelhead engine was 
finally laid to rest early this year, the

compression ratio had been lowered 
to a pathetic 7.4:1. Horsepower was 
way down — yet the engine still 
demanded top-grade premium fuel. 

The first item on the agenda for the 
improved engine was to get the com- 
pression back up to where a reason- 
able amount of power could be 
extracted from combustion. Harley's 
engineers came up with a contem- 
porary D-shaped combustion cham- 
ber, dubbed the “Side Squish Com- 
bustion Chamber” (SSCC). As the 
piston reached TDC, combustion 
gasses would be “‘squished” over the 
flat side of the D, thereby forcing 
them into a smaller combustion area 
with a more centrally-located spark 
plug. This squish action also gave 
the gasses a great deal of turbulence, 
which in turn promoted faster flame 
travel for smooth combustion. Com- 
pression was upped to a reasonable 
8.5:1, and as long as the rider isn't 
intent on lugging the engine, the 
new configuration will digest today’s 
crummy gasoline. 

Also important on the cylinder 
heads is the improved breathing. In- 
take and exhaust tracts have been 
straightened, with special attention 
paid to the intake tract to promote 
swirl. The bottom line for the cylinder 
head modifications is performance: 
horsepower is up 10%, and torque up 
a fat 15% — from the same engine 
layout and displacement. 

Maintenance hasn't been overlook- 
ed, either. The valves are actuated by 
push rods which terminate in auto- 
motive-style self-adjusting hydraulic 
lifters. Ignition is maintenance-free 
electronic, with an electronic vacuum 
advance sensor. Fuel mixture is hand- 
led by a single carburetor — no syn- 
chronization is required. Should the 
engine ever require major service, the 
heads and pistons can be removed 
with the engine in the frame, thanks 
to a three-tier rocker box. 

Power is routed out of the engine 
via a double-row primary chain. New 
for 1985 is that this chain is immersed 
in an oil bath for lubrication. Pre- 
vious incarnations of big-inch Har- 
leys routed the crankcase breather 
onto the primary chain, and the chain 
relied on the resulting oil mist for 
lubrication. This oi! bath system is 
independent from the engine oil, and 
must be topped up and changed as a 
separate system. 

The primary chain is connected to 
a sprocket machined onto the peri- 
meter of the clutch basket. The old 
dry clutch is gone, and for 1985 the 
clutch is designed to run wet in con-

junction with the primary oil bath. 
Since the clutch housing is made of 
aluminum and immersed in the pri- 
mary oil, the new clutch also runs 
cooler than the old dry clutch. But 
the big news in the clutch depart- 
ment is that the clutch plates are 
actuated by a large diaphragm spring, 
rather than the battery of coil springs 
used previously. Not only is the dia- 
phragm strong, but it’s easier to 
operate and has a much lower lever 
pressure. Characteristic of the dia- 
phragm spring is that the greatest 
clutch lever effort occurs in the mid- 
dle of the lever stroke — about 19 
pounds of holding effort. Surpris- 
ingly, holding the lever in all the way 
(like sitting at a stop light) requires 
only nine pounds of holding effort. 
Harley's new clutch is smooth, strong 
and easy to operate; a definite improve- 
ment over the old models. 

In the FXRS, this new clutch drives 
Harley’s latest five-speed transmis- 
sion. Shifting is much improved over 
the old four-speed box, though still 
substandard when compared to the 
latest offerings from the Orient. Neu- 
tral is easy to locate — thanks largely 
to the minimal drag imparted by the 
new clutch. Though the layout and 
ratios are the same as used on recent 
five-speed boxes, the 1985 Low Glide’s 
transmission is encased in an entirely 
new housing, required due to the 
extra width of the belt-drive. 

Belt-drive. Why bother witha belt- 
drive in the first place? According to 
Harley-Davidson, this system affords 
the advantages of low maintenance, 
light weight, no chain-lube mess, 
and greater efficiency than a shaft 
drive. Additionally, the negative 
handling aspects inherent in shaft 
drive systems are sidestepped. But 
probably most important: the belt 
system was easy to adapt to Harley's 
existing designs. The advantages of 
the belt-drive could be realized with- 
out expensive engineering and re- 
tooling. 3 

Harley began experimenting with 
the belt-drive system as early as 1975, 
in-an effort to modernize their chain- 
drive motorcycles. The belt concept 
represented a considerable gamble on 
behalf of Harley-Davidson. Reliabil- 
ity was obviously a question — and at 
that time, Harley-Davidson had more 
than their share of reliability trouble. 
Public acceptance was also a ques- 
tion mark; how would people take to 
the notion of their motorcycle being 
driven by a rubber band with teeth? 
To hedge their bets, the belt was 
introduced on the Sturgis; a model 
that was neither advertised nor pro-

moted by the factory for more than a 
year after its introduction. If the belt- 
drive proved, for any reason, to be a 
failure, the Sturgis and its controver- 
sial drive system could vanish quietly 
as a curious footnote in Harley's 
history. 

The past four years have proven 
those fears to be unfounded. Typi- 
cally, the belt-drive Harleys take an 
initial adjustment at 800 miles, fol- 
lowed by 10,000 mile check-ups. Total 
service life is commonly in excess of 
50,000 miles. 

The drawbacks? Replacing the drive 
belt involves removal of the swing- 
arm — not an easy roadside fix. For 
short-range emergencies, a roadside 
repair kit is available that’s good for 
about 200 miles; hopefully, far enough 
to find a dealer for a new belt. Drive 
belts are also especially susceptable 
to damage from rocks and road debris. 
To minimize chances, of such dam- 
age, 1985 Harleys are fitted with a 


` rock shield at the junction of the belt 


and the rear sprocket. 

As far as the owner is concerned, 
the only, worry for the drive belt has 
to do with adjustment. Since the belt 
engages over a width of 1% inches, 
rear wheel alignment is critical. If the 
rear wheel is cocked to one side, a 
narrow strip at the edge of the belt 
ends up carrying the drive loads —

all around the bike. 





not good for belt life. Another con- 
cern is that gear ratios can’t be chan- 
ged by swapping sprockets. Harley 
doesn’t currently offer the belt sproc- 
kets in any sizes other than those pro- 
vided as stock. No big deal...for that 
matter, there’s no easy way to change 
the drive ratios on a shaft-drive bike 
either. 

The entire powertrain of the FXRS 
Low Glide (engine, transmission, 
swingarm and rear wheel) is isolated 
from the rest of the frame by a system 
ofrubber bushings. Pioneered on the 
touring FLT in 1979, this system 
effectively absorbs engine vibration 
and isolates the rider from the beat- 
ing and thrashing of the 80 cubic- 
inch V-twin powerplant. Why the 
entire drive train and not just the 
engine? If only the engine were sus- 
pended in the mounts, the high fre- 
quency engine vibration would trans- 
late into a constant tugging on the 
drive chain (or belt). Such tugging, 
coupled with the tension of driving 
the motorcycle, would quickly pul- 
verize a chain or belt. With the entire 
drive system isolated, all the compo- 
nents from the: rear wheel forward 
can assume the vibration frequency 
of the engine without any additional 
stress on the belt or chain, And the 
rider can go about his business undis- 
turbed by the vibes that made Mil- 
waukee famous. 

Supporting this rubber-isolated 
drive train is anew computer-derived 
frame, made of welded tubular steel. 
Gone is the welded lug frame from 
the days of old — and all the extra 
weight and flexing inherent in that 
design. Harley’s new frames are 
strong, light, and every bit as modern 
as those produced on other continents. 

This new high-performance frame 
was first incorporated on the FXRS, 
introduced as a 1982 model. Harley 
wanted it made clear that this frame 
and rubber isolation system repres- 
ented a departure from their tradi- 
tional designs — and went so far as to 
call the FXRS the “Super Glide II.” 
To emphasize the handling powers 
of this new ‘Glide, the inaugural 
FXRS was fitted with a sporting (by 
Harley’s standards) suspension. Cor- 
nering clearance was surprisingly 
good, and it took dedicated canyon- 
commando tactics to drag any bits of 
the undercarriage. 





But the bike didn’t sell. Feedback 
from the dealer level indicated that 
the FXRS felt “taller” than other big- 
inch Harleys, ‘and needed a lower 
profile to be successful. Harley agreed, 
and responded by changing the name 
to “Low Glide,” and dropping the 
seat height toa low-flying 26.8 inches. 
Predictably, this was achieved by chop- 
ping the suspension: shortening the 
front forks by two inches, and trim- 
ming the rear shock travel by 0.7 
inches. For the new FXRS, handling 
remained about the same, but corner- 
ing clearance was impaired due to the 
lowered suspension. Even moderate 
cornering gymnastics resulted in the 
decisive scrape of metal on asphalt, 
followed by a shower of sparks. 

For 1985, a compromise has been 
reached. The name “Low Glide” is 
still with us, but this year the same 
bike can be ordered with the sus- 
pension introduced in 1982. The 
“Optional Performance-Suspension 
Package” includes the suspension 
bits from the previous FXRS, as well 
as an extra disc brake on the front 
wheel (dual discs are “in” for per- 
formance bikes, you know). Of course 
the front brake master cylinder has 
revised hydraulic ratios to suit the 
extra disc. The performance.package 
adds about 10 pounds to the overall 
weight of the FXRS Low Glide —due 
primarily to the additional brake disc 
and caliper. 

k kkk 

There's no mistaking the overall 
intent of the Harley-Davidson FXRS 
Low Glide. The pulled-back han- 
dlebars, soft, stepped seat and high- 
way pegs define this motorcycle as a 
member of the Street Cruiser frater- 
nity. Styling is pure American Cus- 
tom, because...well, dammit, that is 
an American Custom motorcycle. Our 
test FXRS came equipped with the 
Optional Performance-Suspension 
Package, which did nothing to detract 
from the classic lines of this machine. 

In spite of the taller suspension, 
our test bike wore the name “Low 
Glide” well. The seat height is a mere 
27.5 inches — which just a few years 
ago would have made this the lowest 
flying street bike on the market. If a 
lower saddle is more salable, it’s 
debatable as to whether it’s more 
desirable: 

This is especially true when the 





bike is flung hard into a corner. The 
taller suspension makes it much more 
difficult to touch down pieces of the 
undercarriage. To be sure, the FXRS 
in either incarnation can’t masque- 
rade as a sport/racing motorcycle. 
But where the standard FXRS is a 
reluctant conspirator fora high-speed 
dash down a mountain road, the 
optional suspension transforms the 
bike into a willing accomplice; a 
partner in spirited back-road crime. 

As goodas the optional suspension 
is, there’s still plenty of room for 
improvement. The front forks are 
only 35mm in diameter — skinny 
stuff, considering that at 585 pounds 
(dry), the FXRS Low Glide is no 
lightweight. The forks are also long, 
and the front suspension would likely 
respond well to the addition of a fork 
brace. The springs for the front forks 
are mushy-soft for a freeway-smooth 
ride, and heavy application of the 
twin discs makes the front suspen- 
sion collapse. No provision is made 
for adjustable spring preload or air 
assist for the front forks. Considering 
the spirited nature of the Low Glide 
fitted with the Performance-Suspen- 
sion package, this bike could well use 
a beefier and more sophisticated front 
suspension. An effective anti-dive 
mechanism would also be a welcome 
addition to the FXRS Low Glide. 

Such handling and cornering 
prowess would have been beside the 
point justa few short years ago. At the 
upper revs, the old big-inch Harleys 
were two-wheeled jackhammers. The 
new rubber-isolated drive system has 
changed all that — to the point where 
the new rubberized Harleys are deci- 
dedly smoother than BMW’s boxer 
twins. The rubber mounts are tuned 
to absorb vibration pulses above about 
1500 rpm; below that figure, the 
quaking of the engine once again sets 
the whole bike in motion. The FXRS 
is delightfully smooth when under- 
way, and has a satisfying macho 
throb when idling at a traffic light 
—the best of both worlds. 

The Evolution engine is a much 
better powerplant than the late sho- 
velhead. Power, torque, and rideabil- 
ity are all improved. The engine 
starts easily and warms up quickly, 
and will rev through the powerband 
without stumble or hesitation. As 
advertised, the new powerplant is 
much less sensitive to gasoline qual- 
ity than its predecessor. But even 92 
octane premium will cause occasional 
full-load, low-rpm detonation. Gas 
mileage checked in at around 45 
mpg, and with a gentle.throttle hand 
at legal cruising speeds the FXRS 
will clear 50 mpg. 

However...the engine fitted to our 
test bike leaked oil. Horrors! Harley 
has worked hard to rid the new pow- 
erplant of the oil dripping habits of 
the shovelhead, and in fairness, we're 
aware of a good number of Evolution 
engines that don’t so much as seep. 
This wasn’t one of them. Telltale 
evidence was on the pavement under 
where the bike was parked, all over 
the left side of the swingarm, and the 
fact that the engine needed a one- 
quart oil transfusion every 1400 miles. 
Oh well. Whosays “They don’t make 
‘em like they used to!” 

One of the big question marks — 
the belt-drive — turned out not to bea 
concern atall. Fact is, the belt never 
required any attention; it just sat 
back there and made the motorcycle 
go. The belt now appears on virtu- 
ally all the big-inch Harleys, and I 
wouldn't be a bit surprised to see it 
turn up on a redesigned Sportster in 
the future (and yes, Harley does have 
an “Evolution Sportster” in the offing 
— still a couple of years away). 

Living with an FXRS Low Glide is 
easy. Maintenance has been reduced 
to oil changes and occasional checks 
of the tire pressure — equal to the 
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A Harley-Davidson in its natural habitat, on the street, the rider with his 
feet perched on the standard highway pegs. 





ride-em/forget-em bikes from the 
Orient. Seating position is fine for 
legal speeds, but a bit laid-back for 
crusing above 70 mph. For sustained 
high-speed operation, a small winds- 
creen would make the pegs and bars 
about right. 

Complaints? Harley insisted on 
giving the one-piece gas tank a “Fat 
Bobbed”’ look by placing a chrome 
console down the tank’s center — 
right where a tank bag belongs. 
Checking the oil means flipping the 
seat open, and when traveling that 
always means removing the luggage 
and saddlebags. For somé curious 
reason, Harley has retained their silly 
turn signals, which require the rider 
to hold the button for the duration of 
blink.

All of this leaves a nagging, un- 
answered question: where does the 
FXRS Low Glide fit into the spec- 
trum of motorcycling? Ata suggested 
$7999 (add $150 for the Optional 
Performance-Suspension Package), 
it’s at the expensive end, Any way you 
slice it, that much.money would buy 
two comparable Japanese .cruiser- 
clones. 

Beyond that, things get hard to 
describe. Harley-Davidson has finally

applied some of their engineering 
prowesss. to a modern motorcycle, 
and the results are more than a little 
promising. Engineering? How quick- 
ly it’s been forgotten that Harleys 
Cal Rayborn took the checkered flag 
at Daytona in 1968, and in so doing 
became the first rider to complete a 
lap at an average speed in excess of 
100 mph. Today, “‘Lucifer’s Hammer” 
has posted impressive wins in the 
Battle of The Twins series, and Harley 
V-twins continue to form the base for 
land-speed-record motorcycles. 

The FXRS Low Glide represents a 
maintenance and worry-free motor- 
cycle that’s equally at home when 
crossing town or crossing the conti- 
nent. Its not embarassed by back 
roads or Interstate highways. The 
FXRS keps it own pace — fast or slow 
— and is a breed apart from the two- 
wheeled offerings of other manu- 
facturers. 

Change may come slowly to the 
motorcycles of Milwaukee, but change 
has come — in a big way. The ques- 
tion now is whether change has come 
too late; whether today’s crop of rid- 
ers, weaned on the pavement wrinklers 
from the Land of the Rising Sun, will 
objectively consider the new products 
from Harley-Davidson. e

Developing the Yamaha FZ750 | 


In 1977 plans were drawn up for a four- 
stroke engine at Yamaha’s advanced engine 
technology research section. The develop- 
ment aim was a four-stroke that could sur- 


pass two-stroke power. 


Extensive research was per- 
formed to try and get the desired 
power from a four-valve cylin- 
der head. The search for a higher rev 
ceiling, better combustion efficiency, 
more intake volume and less mechan- 
ical loss led to the development of a 
seven-valve head. 

Since more valves seemed to offer a 
good solution, research began on a 
single-cylinder engine with-a seven- 
valve head. Theoretically, the seven- 
valve head could supply the ideal 
intake volume in a linear curve up to 
a 20,000 rpm rev limit. This head fea- 
tured four intake valves and three 
exhausts, with twin spark plugs. 

Pleased with early test results, 
Yamaha built a four-cylinder version. 
However, results of further tests were 
unsatisfactory. Fundamentally sound 
and revving to 20,000 rpm, the design 
was unsuited for the comparatively 
small displacement of motorcycle 
engines. Whatever potential the de- 
sign had, it could not be fully explo- 
ited at the technical level existing in 
the 1970s. 

Nevertheless, the knowledge ob- 
tained about the combustion chamber 
shapes early pointed the path that 
future four-strokes would have to fol- 
low in search of performance. The 
engineering goal of increasing the 
mechanical octane value at high- 
compression ratios began during 
development of the 5000cc twin-turbo 
800-horsepower V-8 engine for the 
Toyota 7, a Group-7 racing car that 
Yamaha participated in developing. 
The goal was to surpass the pentroof 
combustion chamber, considered at 
the time to be the best for high- 
preformance engines. 

Company policy dictated that tech- 
nical developments be adaptable to 
mass-production machines within a 
few years. The question became how 





to improve the performance of each 
cylinder witha total engine displace- 
ment of between 500 to 750cc? How- 
ever, the seven-Valve head was not 
suitable for mass production due to 
cost, the overly-high rev limit, the 
problems of cramming seven-valves 
into such a small bore area, and the 
interference between the two flame 
fronts from the dual plugs. 

A six-valve head was developed 
next, using three intake valves and 
three exhausts. Mechanical loss was 
reduced and intake volume remained 
almost the same. However, it too had 
to be discarded due to hot spots 
between the exhaust valves and other 
problems. 

A five-valve head was the next log- 
ical step. With two exhaust valves 
placed farther apart, the hot spots 
between the exhaust valves were 
eliminated. The effective rev- limit 
was slightly lower but intake volume 
remained high, and power output 
and torque characteristics were excel- 
lent. 

Most important, the five-valve 
layout permitted an ideal bi-convex 
léns-shaped combustion chamber. 

Unlike the pentroof combustion 
chamber, with Yamaha's five-valve 
head and lens-shaped combustion 
chamber there is no need to raise the 
piston crown to increase the com- 
pression ratio, and the distance be- 
tween the plug electrode and the 
recessed piston crown is generous. 
Flame propagation is ideal, reaching 
every corner of the combustion cham- 
ber quickly and uniformly. This per- 
mits high compression ratios without 
detonation. 

As development’ of the five-valve 
head and lens-shaped combustion 
chamber continued, drastic changes 
were taking place in the motorcycle 
industry. Sales of all makes began to 
drop off, and protective import regu- 
lations appeared imminent through- 





out the world. 

Facing this situation, Yamaha de- 
termined that its future machines 
would have to have a longer market 
life. 

In 1980 planning began on proto- 
type machines that would eventually 
culminate in the FZ750. 

The basic engine configuration was 
now decided. The proven five-valve 
head and lens-shaped combustion 
chamber would be used by all deve- 
lopment teams. 

At Yamaha, products are usually 
developed in a step-by-step manner: 
separate groups develop different 
machines at the same time, and some 
are dropped from the list after evalua- 
tion. This goes on and on until the 
final goal is reached — the product. 

A number of projects were started 
by different groups. One group’s 
engine, designated 001, was to use the 
FJ1100 frame — which was under 
development at the time and reflected 
Yamaha's latest design concepts — 
and new hydraulic lifters. Another 
group was told to develop a V-4 
engine. Another group was given no 
conditions at all. 

The first group started develop- 
ment by mounting a liquid-cooled 
five-valve head on an existing inline- 
four cylinder block and crankcases. 
The cylinders were slanted about 5° 
as in conventional engines. Direct- 
driven hydraulic lifters were stipu- 
lated for the 20 valves in the head, for 
improved reliability and ease of main- 
tenance. Already more than 100 dif- 
ferent combination of valve springs 
and hydraulic lifters had been exam- 
ined in a search for the best possible 
combination, assisted by a CAD 
(Computer Aided Design) system. In 
short, group 001 tried every possible 
approach in this engine configura- 
tion. 

Another group developed dual out- 
board cam drives with twin separate 
cylinder blocks in an inline configu- 
ration to eliminate head distortion of 
cylinders. . 

Sull another group developed a V- 
4 with hydraulic lifters and rocker- 
arms. 


Again, the three groups shared 





only two things in common: the five- 
valve head and liquid cooling. And 
no group was aware of what the 
others were doing. 

In early 1982, results were evalu- 
ated. At this time the machine’s 
capacity was set at 750cc, as Yamaha 
planned to enter four-stroke racing 
in the near future. 

The engine developed by group 
001 was chosen. Although the other 
groups’ engines were technically 
notable, they were dropped because 
their practicability, noise, compact- 
ness, mass centralization and center of 
gravity were inferior to those of the 
group 001’s engine. 

While much was learned from the 
projects (the 1985 Maxim-X, for 
example, features the five-valve heads 
and 5° slanted cylinders developed by 
001), all the designs had to be dis- 
carded. For example, the direct-driven 
hydraulic lifters lacked response over 
10,000 rpm and were noisy when the 
engine was hot and the oil pressure 
low. i 
As design goals were narrowed 
down, the pace of development picked 
up. The earlier 001 was re-designated 
the 011 and given an all-new chassis. 
Its engine was to be a base power unit 
capable of winning TT-1 races, Day- 
tona, and other major events. Hydrau- 
lic lifters were discarded in favor of 
inner-pad shim adjusters for yalve 
clearance adjustment. But to ensure 
instant throttle response, and adher- 
ence to Yamaha tradition, the valves 
were lifted directly off the cams, 
without rocker arms. 

Yamaha's factory GP team sug- 
gested eliminating the somewhat wide 
rear-end of the fuel tank dictated by 
engine and intake components, so 
the cylinders were slanted forward 
markedly, moving the carbs up and 
forward. 

A new group, formed to develop 
the 011, started their project by listen- 
ing to racing riders and electrical spe- 
cialists. They reconsidered every pos- 
sible approach to the engineering 
goal at hand — an ideal combination 
of engine and frame. 

Their studies revealed that the 
inline four is the best engine configu- 





ration, and the groundwork was thus 
laid for what would one day become 
the FZ750’s engine. The advantages 
of the bi-convex lens-shaped com- 
bustion chamber and five-valve heads 
with cylinders slanted forward 45° 
are centralized weight mass and 
lower center of gravity; full, effective 
utilization of intake and exhaust 
pulses; straight, low-resistance intake 
paths with downdraught carburetion 
and straighter exhaust paths (these 
ideas are very popular in designing 
modern racing car engines, such as 
Formula One engines); proven dura- 
bility of the inline-four design for 
both street and track use (it is easier to 
service and simpler than V-fours). 

The engine’s capacity and drive- 
train met FIM and AMA regulations: 
749cc with a 68 x 51.6mm bore and 
stroke (these figures were best for 
achieving high power at high rpm), 
a six-speed transmission and chain 
final drive. 

In its first dyno run shortly after 
assembly and with no break-in, the 
011 racing engine put out more than 
128 bhp. The engineers were amazed 
at the engine’s potential, but what 
was really startling was its excep- 
tionally wide and flat torque delivery. 

Preliminary studies by advanced 
research indicated the five-valve con- 
figuration offered torque and power 
gains of 8% to 10% over four-valve 
designs. But with a larger 750cc dis- 
placement and a new combustion 
chamber, torque was up 20% to 30% 
over four-valve counterparts. 

Complete fuel burning, thanks to 
the ideal combustion chamber shape 
and five-valve design, resulted in 
quicker combustion and higher mean 
effective pressure than any conven- 
tional four-stroke engine could 
achieve. 

Unfortunately, due to the world- 
wide slump in motorcycle sales, the 
011 racer and its street version replica 
had to be postponed. 

Early in 1983, development shifted 
from the 011 to another group which 
was to design a mass production 
bike, a supersports road bike, code 
name “00M.” 

The engineering goal was simple: 
a perfect balance of performance, 
handling and braking. This goal 
translated into “the best-performing 
mass production (750cc) machine with 
sufficient potential for racing.” 

Since the displacement limits had 
recently been changed to 750cc for 
TT-1 racing, it was decided to add a 
pure supersports machine with chain 
final drive to the Yamaha line based 
on the 00M and meeting the condi- 
tions for TT-1 racing. 

Because the 00M project was ex- 
tremely important for Yamaha at 
the time and would influence future 
Yamaha four-stroke motorcycles, 
more strict conditions were imposed 
on the development group. 

First, the engine must remain 
technically advanced even after 10 
years in the market; it must utilize 
technology already developed and 
proven for performance and reliabil- 
ity on Yamaha products; and it must 
have a clear technical advantage over 
the competition. 

These conditions led to the triple- 
shaft design that makes the engine 
more compact, rear-mounted genera- 
tor, hollow chromium molybdenum 
camshafts, enlarged pressure- 
equalizing holes in the crankcases 
that reduce pumping loss, and many 
other innovative features. 

Development of the 00M contin- 
ued, with the 011 as its base, toward 
achieving both reliability for every- 
day use on public roads and high 
potential for racing hop-up. High

Lauxen lands 
Schreiber Cup Trials 


By Len Weed 
LITTLEROCK, CA, DEC. 8 


Michael Lauxen (Cag) — recently crowned 
SoCal number one for a second straight year 
— finished the points season with a flourish; 
winning, for the first time, the American 


Trials Association’s (ATA) sole 
Experts-only event. 

Lauxen dropped 41 points 
in 24 rides to top Paul Webster 
(Yam) by six. David Webster (Yam) 
finished another five back, edging 
this year’s number two rider, John 
Robertson (Yam) by a single marker. 

The Schreiber Cup, traditionally 
the year’s toughest natural terrain 
contest, was inaugurated in 1979 by 
the Valley Observed Trials Enthusi- 
asts club in recognition of their club- 
mate’s world championship season. 
Section difficulty is targeted between 
national and world levels. 

Lauxen’s winning score of 41 
proved lower than past efforts. Schrei- 
ber himself has dropped more than 
double that total while winning lop- 
sidedly in prior events. The former 
World and three-time National Ob- 
served Trials Champion flew back to 
California earlier in the week, but did 
not compete. Now under contract to 
Garelli, he was without a bike in the 
US. 

The event attracted 28 starters: 13 
in the Expert class, another 15 in the 
non-points Support class. More than 
a dozen out-of-area riders attended. 

Andy Saum (Yam) led an invasion 
of Central Arizona (C.A.T.) riders. 
Saum, Sportsman number two in 
this year’s national series, finished 
fifth Expert with a score of 58 points. 
He edged David Pyle (Fan) by one 
clean, Pyle, who works for TMI, (the 
Fantic importer) motored in from 
Tennessee. Former top 10 national 
rider Keith Adams traveled from Ne- 
vada, while Duane Rinkes (N.W. 
Trials Specialists) drove down from 
Oregon City. 

Initially, the organizers expected 
an even more star-studded turnout. 
Besides Schreiber, another former 
world champion, Gilles Burgat of 
France, was slated to appear as an 





exhibition rider, but his trip to Cali- 
fornia was delayed. ‘Two northern 
California riders, National champion 
Scott Head and national number five 
Kip Webb were surprise no-shows. 
As well, the expected appearance of 
several of Canada’s top riders includ- 
ing two-time national champion Stan 
Bakgaard failed to materialize. 

Visitors dominated the Support 
class. Todd Roper (Yam) won the 
class with a 72, topping Arizona 
statemate Greg Jones by three points. 
Matt Bishop (Beta) from northern 
California finished third trailed by 
Ron Saum, the former SWM impor- 
ter. SoCal’s first representative, Jack 
Heminway (Yam), appeared in fifth 
place. Earlier in the year Heminway 
clinched the first national Veteran 
(50 or older) title rather dramatically, 
sweeping all eight events. 

Three other Arizona riders com- 
peted in Support: Steve Dickson, Joe 
Crook, and Jerry Bridges. 

Despite riding sections altered to 
reduce severity, the Support competi- 
tors still scored higher than Experts. 
Winner Todd Roper dropped an aver- 
age of three points per section, 72 in 
24 rides. Cleans were at a premium. 
Just five were recorded: Matt Bishop, 
two; Roper, Bob Pennington and 
Jody Richison, one apiece. 

Expert riders managed 41 cleans. 
Paul Webster led with eight. Both 
Lauxen and Andy Saum registered 
six. David Webster and David Pyle 
recorded five each.

power output was obtained by de- 
tuning the 011 engine, but there were 
many difficulties in the process of 
making a “perfect” product. 

The distances between carburetors, 
for example, were shortened by 4mm 
by the exterior designers because oth- 
erwise body width would be excessive. 

Every possible means was taken to 
make the 00M engine as narrow as 
possible, from cam cover to crankcase. 

The “vertical” fuel tank, with the 
airbox below and in front, permitted 
an ideally-slim tank rear-section. 
However, manufacturing it was so 
difficult that a special stamping 
machine for the tank alone had to be 
developed and a new manufacturing 
procedure introduced. 

Exhaust gas flow was speeded up 
by utilizing exhaust pulsations — 
this improves torque around 5000 
rpm. After intensive studies assisted 
by CAD, the four-into-one-into-two 
exhaust system connecting cylinders 
one and four and two and three was 
chosen. The four-into-one exhaust 
used on the O11 street-version was 
discarded due to centerstand interfer- 
ence and for overall styling. 

The engine would be housed in a 
chassis using a wide-cradle frame, 
rising-rate Monocross rear suspension 
and highly rigid front forks — all 
proven for performance and reliabil- 
ity on the RD500LC and FJ1100. The 
frame design, developed originally 


* for the squarée-four YZR500 of some 


years ago, was to be fabricated of box- 
section tubes made of high tensile 
steel. The high-rigidity frame gave 
excellent cornering performance and 
high-speed stability. This particular 
frame, though heavier than alumi- 
num frames, was chosen because 
Yamaha believes that the chassis 
(including tires, wheels, front and 
rear suspension and main frame) 
should be perfectly balanced to match 
the engine’s power, rather than being 
extremely lightand too rigid. (Yes, it is 
possible for a chassis to be too rigid.) 

In contrast to the time spent on 
advanced research and development, 
the 00M's development was quicker 
and smoother than expected. The 
hardest task for the development staff 
was not talking about the number of 
valves with other Yamaha employees 
not involved in the 00M project. 
Even Yamaha's overseas importers 
were not told of the five-valve head 
until the official announcement of 
the 00M. 

Components discarded after tests 
were stored in the engineering depart- 
ment. Pistons, forexample, show the 
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number of valves in the head by the 
recesses in their crowns. Because the 
capacity of the 00M was also a 
secret, the staff responsible for crank- 
case manufacturing thought the new 
model would be a 400cc because the 
cases were 9mm narrower than the 
air-cooled XJ400! 

Testing on public roads after fin- 
ishing tests at Yamaha's Fukuroi 
proving ground was difficult, because 
the deeply-slanted cylinders were very 
conspicuous. By mid-1984, many pro- 
totypes had been built and improved. 


The five-valve cylinder head 

Featuring three intake valves and 
two exhausts, the FZ750’s cylinder 
head increases horsepower, mid-range 
torque and combustion efficiency by 
increasing intake volume and velo- 
city, and allowing optimal combus- 
tion chamber shape. Individual valves 
can also be made smaller and lighter 
for quicker lift response — one of the 
reasons for the FZ750’s quick-revving 
characteristics. 

Three intake valves give a larger 
intake volume than two, and more 
fuel/air mixture flowing through the 
head means increased horsepower. 
Since the individual intake tracts are 
smaller in diameter, intake velocity is 
increased for excellent mid-range per- 
formance and instant throttle re- 
sponse. 

Because these smaller intake valves 
are also lighter (21.1 grams each) 
reciprocating weight is reduced for a 
much higher rpm ceiling before valve 
float sets in. A single spring is used to 
seat both intake and exhaust valves. 
This reduces valve seat pressure and 
quickens valve lift while reducing 
valve and seat wear. Each intake 
valve stem is “‘waisted’’ to reduce 
flow obstruction to a minimum and 
intake guides protrude only slightly 
into the ports — exhaust guides are 
smaller in diameter where they pro- 
trude into the ports. The net result is 
low flow obstruction, very effective 
cylinder filling and instant résponse 
to throttle applications. 

Mechanical loss and wear and 
reciprocating weight are futher 
reduced by operating the valves direct- 
ly off the hollow camshafts. A Yamaha 
tradition with twin-cam engines, 
direct valve operation also eliminates 
side thrusts on the valve stems caused 
by rocker arms. 

Interestingly, the total intake valve 
area is less than with a four-valve 
configuration. Even the valve lift 
figure is slightly less because less rad- 
ical cam working angles can be used. 
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But because three valves are lifted 
rather than two, and because three 
valves have more total circumference 
than two, the actual intake area 
around the valve’s head is increased 
by more than 10%. This increase in 
effective air intake improves both 
horsepower and torque by about 10% 
and makes the torque band much 
wider. 

Valve adjustment is by shims on 
the inside of the lifters rather than by 
pads set in the ends. This permits a 
wider cam-lobe contact area and re- 
duces wear because the pressure/area 
ratio is lower. To facilitate valve 
clearance inspection (inspection can 
be made in the same manner as with 
conventional designs), the cylinder 
head is split horizontally into two 
major parts. 

The upper section is the camshaft 
case; the lower contains valve gear 
and combustion chambers. The cam- 
shafts and their case are removed to 
shim the lifters. 

Separating the camshaft case from 
the main cylinder head means that 
the positioning of valve lifter gear is 
not dictated by the locations of the 
cylinder head hold-down bolts. This 
permits a much more compact power 
unit. The head and cylinders can be 
removed without taking the engine 
out of the frame — another plus. 

Extensive research was done to 
find the ideal materials for cams, 
tappets, shims and valve seats. Unlike 
conventional cams which are- har- 
dened only on the lobe lifting surfa- 
ces, the entire circumference of the 
FZ750 cam lobes have been carbur- 
ized. With a hardness of HrC 48-52, 
they are much harder than the HrC 
45-48 of conventional cams. In addi- 
tion, the carburized lobe surfaces 
retain oil better for improved lubrica- 








tion. Lifter crowns are of a sintered 
metal material. The valve seats are of 
the highest grade sintered iron and 
copper. Yamaha tests have shown that 
following the initial valve adjustment 
after break-in, valve clearances will 
remain virtually unchanged. 

The cams are driven by a light- 
weight, competition-quality bushed 
chain, with automatic tensioner for 
increased reliability at high rpm. 
Central support cam bearings are 
located in what is usually dead-space 
between lobes. Head width is 17mm 
narrower than the XJ750, due also of 
course to the closely-spaced cylinder 
bores. 

The cam case cover is made of 
magnesium to save weight. 

For instant throttle response, 
Mikuni BDS34 constant-velocity car- 
buretors are used. First developed for 
the XVZ12, these downdraft carbs 
have special lightweight plastic slides 
and offer very little flow resistance. 
With the added space available behind 
the steering head, they can be mounted 
in sucha way that all intake tracts are 
straight and of the same length — 
unlike those on conventional inline- 
fours where the outside tracts must 
angle inward. Four 3.9-inch-long air 
horns run from the carburetors into 
the airbox and assist intake inertia 
and pulsation. 

Intake temperature is crucial for 
four-stroke engine performance. 
Generally, the lower the temperature 
the better cylinder filling is achieved. 
With the airbox located above rather 
than behind the cylinders, the car- 
buretors get a steady, undisturbed 
flow of cool air. An insulator between 
the head and carbs keeps carb temper- 
atures down, anda heat shield deflects 
hot air from the radiator away from 
the carburetors and routes it out the

fairing ducts. Intake tract tempera- 
ture is further reduced by the engine’s 
liquid cooling system. 

Exhaust performance is also im- 
proved because the slanted cylinders 
permit straighter exhaust ports and 
the header pipes are less curved. 
Unlike a V-4, header pipe length is 
equal and exhaust pulsations can be 
used to speed the flow of spent gases. 
Bell mouths at the passageways in- 
side of twin mufflers increase flow 
volumes by 20% over straight pipes 
and further accelerate exhaust flow. 

Slanting the cylinders forward 
allows the upper engine weight to be 





mounted further forward and down. 
This puts more weight on the front 
wheel and allows almost equal front/ 
rear weight distribution while at the 
same time lowering the center of 
gravity. With the carbs and airbox up 
front, the rear part of the fuel tank 
can be dropped down behind the 
cylinders. This lowers the center of 
gravity even further and concentrates 
weight mass around the center of the 
motorcycle. Unlike machines equip- 
ped with conventional fuel tanks, the 
center of mass drops a little vertically

The inscription on a stone which stands on 
the village green at Meriden, half a mile 


from what used to be the Triumph factory, 
claims that this is the geographical center 


of England. Twelve miles away 
to the east is the place which 
the Romans decided was the 
center two thousand years ago 
and they may well have been right. It 
is called High Cross and is the meet- 
ing place of the long straight roads 
along which the Roman Legions 
marched. 

Asa boy I cycled along those roads, 
the Fosse Way, Icknield Street, Watling 
Street, and in later years I rode all of 
their long miles on Triumphs, Nor- 
tons and BMWs. Along them towns 
have grown where once were Roman 
camps and their names all end with 
the letters TER. Leicester, Chester, 
Cirencester, Exeter, Uttoxeter and 
many others. The 300-miles-long 
Watling Street runs northwest from 
Dover on the English Channel 
through London to the port of Holy- 
head on the Irish Sea and the Fosse 
Way is a hundred miles longer. It 
follows an almost-straight line be- 
tween the river Humber where it 
flows into the North Sea, southwest 
to the Cornish town of Penzance and 
Lands End which is the most wes- 
terly point of England. 

When I joined the Triumph com- 
pany in 1946 I was designated repre- 
sentative for the southwest area of 
England which was rather mislead- 





ing because it included two eastern 
counties and half of Wales. Riding 


1000 miles per week I visited all of the 
120 dealers every two months and the 
Fosse Way accounted for the majority. 
of those miles. My Speed Twins, 
Tiger 100s and Thunderbirds became 
well-known along that old Roman 
road. Their headlamps have pierced 
the fogsand snows of the Dartmoor wild- 
ness and the Cotswold hills. The 
memories of many rides remain and 
especially that on Christmas Eve 1947 
along the Fosse Way. 

On the morning of that day I was 
still headed eastwards from Truro the 
county town of Cornwall after saying 
farewell to old Triumph dealer Bill 
Hicks, who on each of my visits never 
failed to tell me the story of the first 
Humber car which he drove to Truro 
from the Coventry factory. The snow 
was coming out of the Atlantic when 
I rode away from the Penzance dealer 
with three more calls to make, and 
the desolate Bodmin Moor before I 
got to the last one in the town of 
Launceston. The winter afternoon 
closed down on the Fosse before I 
passed the village of Bodmin and 
started the long miles across the lonely 
moor. The driving snow had almost 
obscured the sign to Jamaica Inn, the 
remote hostelry made famous in the 





book of that name by Daphne du 
Maurier. The time was 5:30 when I 
reached Launceston and was greeted 
by my dealer friend John Wooldridge. 
Over 250 miles lay ahead as I left him 
half an hour later after filling the 
Tiger tank. Always my Triumphs 
would make that distance without a 
refuelling stop and in those days of 
petrol rationing, no filling stations 
were open at night. 

For 30 miles the road from Laun- 
ceston out of Cornwall is almost 
straight until reaches the edge of 
Dartmoor, the wild expanse of hills 
and rivers famous for the prison which 
is as forebidding as the bleak moors 
on which it stands. Even the Romans 
decided to put a bend into the Fosse 
and go around the northern hazards 
of Dartmoor from their camp which 
is now the city of Exeter, the county 
town of Devonshire. On the 70 miles 
from Launceston to Exeter I rode 
through the remote villages with 
glimpses of Christmas trees through 
cottage windows to remind me that it 
was the night before Christmas. 

(Five years later I stayed in one of 
those villages with the curious name 
of Sticklepath on the edge of Dart- 
moor, The small guesthouse had once 
been a monastery and the only other 
visitors were a couple from Singa- 
pore with their young son who was 
eager to see snow for the first time. I 
was on my way to Cornwall and 
when the snow began to fall as I 
approached Sucklepath, I abandoned 
the plan to ride to Launceston and 
found a room in the ex-monastery. It 
was late when I arrived and the boy 
had gone to bed but I asked his par- 








ents to put a note on his pillow tell- 
ing him to look out of his window in 
the morning to see his first snow. 
Strangely enough they were personal 
friends of the Triumph importer in 
Singapore who I knew well. I shall 
always associate the village of Stickle- 
` path with snow and Singapore.) 

_ There was but a brief lamplit sec- 
tion of the ring road around Exeter 
before I was back on the dark Fosse 
Way heading for the small town of 
Honiton, 30 miles away at the foot of 
the range of hills which divide the 
counties of Devon and Somerset. My 
wheel tracks were the only ones along 
the snow-covered, long main street of 
Honiton and I hoped that the weather 
would be better on the other side of 
the hills. The clock in the church 
tower pointed to eight and there were 
150 miles still to go as the Tiger 
began the twisty climb. Round- 
ing the last bend before the summit I 
saw a Stationary car by the side of the 
road and the blurred outline of some- 
one signalling me to slow down. As I 
stopped I saw that he was a Royal 
Navy officer. He was a Lieutenant 
Commander and was on his way 
home from the Devonport naval base 
at Plymouth. The car had run out of 
petrol and his home was at Ilminster 
two miles away on the other side of 
the hill. Would I call at his home and 
ask his wife to get a friend to fetch 
him? She and his two children would 
by now be getting anxious as he had 
phoned when leaving Plymouth. I 
thought that I should do rather more 
than take a message. The Royal Navy 
had got me out of France in 1940 and 
taken me to Africa two years later. 
Less than a pint of petrol would be 
enough to get the car over the hill and 
it could coast home but how to make 
the transfer from the Tiger tank? The 
answer was in the luggage boot of the 
car. After a year away from port in a 
destroyer, a naval officer is entitled to 
a few bottles of duty-free liquor to 
take home for Christmas. We decided 
on the bottle of rum and wished each 
other a happy Yuletide witha couple 
of drinks before emptying the rest in 
the snow and replacing it with Tiger 
fuel. 

I followed the car over the hill and 
down the bends to the main street of 
Ilminster where opposite the old 
church it turned into the driveway of 
a house gaily decorated to welcome 
home the long-absent sailor. The 
door was flung open by the excited 
children and I felt privileged to wit- 
ness the joy of their greetings. I stayed 
a while in that happy house before 
going back into the night and start- 
ing the remaining 125 miles. The 
time was 10:00 and Xmas Eve would 
be over before I reached my destina- 
tion. Twenty miles from Ilchester is 
the equally old town of Ilminster, the 
site ofa Roman camp at the junction 
of the Fosse Way to the north and the 
ancient road to London in the east. 
My ride was to the north across the 
Somerset plain then over the Mendip 
Hills down to the town of Bath and 
the steep climb to the top of the 
Cotswold range. 

Little has changed along the Fosse 
Way since those days and much of it 
is designated a tourist route. I have 
ridden the Fosse countless times since 
my Christmas Eve experience of 1947 
but that will always be the most 
memorable. There was very little fuel 
left in the Tiger tank when I checked 
the next morning. The machine had 
averaged 80 mpg which was almost 
as good as my later Thunderbirds 
with SU carburetors. I met the Lieu- 
tenant Commander some months later 
when I took him up on his invitation 
to visit his destroyer at Devonport on 
my way to Cornwall. The pint of 
petrol was well repaid with a bottle of 
scotch. e

As we read it Stroh’s is going to 
have a separate point fund for all of 
the mile events and will televise six of 
the 10 or 11 events of that type. The 
fund money is $50,000. 

Graham has been either first or 
second in the mile standings the last 
three years running and holds more 
mile records than all others on the 
circuit — combined! 

Sacramento under the lights has 
the honor of being the first and later 
the last mile for next season. The 
Sacramento fall event will also be the 
season finale and again probably 
decide who will be the champ. 

The Springfield Mile group gets 
the hard luck award as it took six race 
dates to get two events completed this 
past year. They have become more 
track-wise now and have moved the 
early date later and the late date to 
earlier. Both will run on holiday 
weekends, giving them built in rain 
dates. It can’t rain two years in a row 
at Springfield, can it?

This and future installments are excerpted from Championship Training, 
featuring Brad Lackey, by Brad’s personal trainer, Dean Miller, and Len Weed. 
All first person comments are by Dean Miller. 

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as muchan art form as it is a science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It’s part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It’s putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 
something that works better. 

Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted. Differing views, where applicable, will be men- 
tioned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 





It took me more than 10 years to reach my goal — the Open class World 
Championship. It’s my hope that, with this training program, you'll be able to 
achieve your racing goals too, in less time. . 

Asa member of the first generation of American motocrossers, I had no experts 
to guide me. I learned by trial-and-error. 

Improving my racing skills overseas, competing against the masters of the 
sport, was a long, slow process. And it involved much more than just learning 
how to ride a motorcycle fast. I came to realize that motocross, at any level, is 
total involvement. To do well, you have to be better prepared, mentally and 
physically, than your competition. Riding skills aren’t enough. You must have 
a positive mental attitude, good nutrition, the proper rest, and excellent overall 
fitness to come out in front. 

In short, what you need is the performance pyramid. I had been racing for 
more than a decade when Dean Miller introduced me to this total involvement 
training concept. I had already sensed the need for amore complete approach to 
racing, so it didn’t take me long to become a true believer. 

The performance pyramid gives you everything you need. The program will 
help you avoid spinning your wheels like I did early in my career. It's a sure way 
to get hooked up and on the gas with your racing.

About Dean Miller 


Dean Miller received a bachelor’s degree in physical education from Califor- 
nia State University at Sacramento in 1976, then earned a master’s degree in 
athletic training and sports medicine at the University of Arizona. It was at 
Arizona that Dean was first exposed to the performance pyramid concept he used 
to structure Brad Lackey’s complete training program. 

Miller launched his athletic consulting service, Sports Medtech, in 1977 in 
Concord, California. That same year he also became affiliated with DeLaSalle 
High School in Concord. 

He met Brad Lackey late in 1978. His first assignment was rehabilitating 
Lackey’s injured ankles. He then began preparing Brad for the 1979 Grand Prix 
season. A year later Miller became the first full-time trainer on the world 
motocross circuit. He returned to Europe in 1981 and, in 1982, saw his friend and 
client become America’s first motocross world champion. 

Miller’s involvement with Lackey led to other assignments in motorcycling. 
He consulted with Team Suzuki from 1979 through 1981 and also hada program 
with Team Kawasaki during the same period. In 1982 he consulted with Team 
Husqvarna. Individual clients included road racing world champion Kenny 
Roberts and Grand National Champion Ricky Graham. 

In 1983 Miller became executive director of Sport Health, a training and 
rehabilitation facility in Walnut Creek. He also began acting as a training 
consultant for the Walnut Creek Aquanuts, asynchronized swimming team that 


78 includes Olympic gold medalists Tracie Ruiz and Candy Costie. 








I was first exposed to the performance pyra- 
mid concept at the University of Arizona ina 
Physical Assessment class taught by Richard 
Munroe, Ed. D. of Physical Education. Dr. 


Munroe developed a number 
of specific pyramids for very 
successful university athletes 
including Olympic gold med- 
alist Bruce Jenner. 

The pyramid concept offers a broad 
base for general conditioning as well 
as a continually narrowing, more 
intensified focus for a specific sport. 
A complete program will vary from 
sport to sport, but beneath the sur- 
face, the framework remains the same. 

The motocross pyramid, obviously, 
is tailored to the challenges of hang- 
ing onto a motorcycle over gnarly 
terrain. Motocross is one of the most 
physically demanding sports in the 
world. When the National Athletic 
Health Institute tested a group of 
motocrossers, they found some of the 
highest levels of overall fitness they 
had ever recorded for a given sport. 
The top individual scorer among 
these motocrossers was Brad Lackey. 

Using the framework of the pyra- 
mid, we can develop a specific pro- 
gram for motocross training that will 
enable a racer to not just survive but 
excel during two 40-minute motos. 

The pyramid provides a map to 
follow, a way of sorting out alterna- 
tives. It’s a blueprint for placing 
building blocks together to develop 
an athlete’s body and mind. 

The base of the pyramid is organic 
soundness and physique. The ath- 
lete’s body and its capacity to per- 
form. This foundation allows every 
other level to build upon itself, 
strengthening the overall structure. 

While the physique and its athletic 
potential is primarily determined at 
conception, the actual level of fitness 





and performance within that poten- 
tial is up to the individual. 

More specifically, on October 1, 
1981, Brad Lackey weighed 179 
pounds. His overall appearance was 
less than normal for him after resting 
for several weeks following a Grand 
Prix season of illness and injury in- 
cluding. a broken foot. At that date 
the foundation of om pyramid was 
sub-standard. Six months later, Brad's 
weight was down to 164 pounds, but 
muscle tone was redefined to display 
a triangular frame above the waist, 
and his oxygen capacity was greatly 
increased. He was prepared for what 
was to become his World Champion- 
ship season. His championship effort 
really started the previous October, 
six months before the racing season, 
when Brad began preparing his per- 
formance physique. 

The second level of the performance 
pyramid is nutrition. As heavy fuel 
burners, athletes need to be conscious 
of selecting balanced diets which in- 
clude foods from the four basic food 
groups. Each of these food groups, 
plus water, contribute to the energy 
system within the body. 

The meat and fish group provides 
fats and proteins. 

Breads, cereals and grains primar- 
ily provide carbohydrates. 

Dairy products offer proteins and 
fats. 

Fruits and vegetables provide com- 
binations. of proteins and carbohy- 
drates and limited amounts of fats. 

All four of these food groups con- 
tribute vitamins and minerals. 

Water, which contains no essential 
nutrients except trace minerals, allows 
the system to work. It’s a very impor- 


tant and sometimes overlooked ele- 
ment of nutrition. 

-The third level of the pyramid is 
fitness. Here we begin to concentrate 
on the specifics of working the body 
athletically. Fitness is broken into 
three areas, in some ways the three 
most important blocks of our 
pyramid: 


O Muscular strength. 

O Stamina. 

O Muscular endurance. 

Muscular strength is the ability to 
generate maximum tension for one 
contraction. 

Stamina is cardiovascular endur- 
ance — the body’s ability to sustain 
total body involvement over extended 
periods of time. 

Muscular endurance is the ability 
of a muscle group or groups to do 
continuous (or work/rest/ work) repe- 
titions over an extended time period. 

All three aspects of fitness apply to 
motocross, especially in longer motos. 
A racer needs strength to lift or push 
his bike. A racer needs stamina to 
remain on his bike over rough terrain 
for 40 minutes. A racer needs muscu- 
lar endurance to hang on, create pres- 
sures, operate controls, and provide 
body suspension. 

Fitness is improved by training, 
practice, and competition. Develop- 
ing strength, stamina, and endurance 
allows an athlete to refine the higher 
levels of his training pyramid. 

The fourth level of the pyramid is 
ability. The emergence of an athlete’s 
given talents in competition. The 
elements of ability include: 

O Agility. 

O Balance. 

O Flexibility. 

O Power. 

O Speed. 

Agility is the ability of the body to 
move and change positioning rapidly. 

Balance is the ability of the body to 
maintain vertical equilibrium or 
centering. 

Flexibility is the ability of the body 
to work the entire range of motion of 
a single joint or combination of joints. 
Greater joint resilience may also help 
prevent or minimize certain injuries. 

Power is the ability of the body to 
use strength rapidly. 

Speed is the ability of the body to 
react quickly. 

Agility. Balance. Flexibility. Power. 
Reaction speed. Each of these ability 
factors, to a certain degree, is main- 
tained and increased with fitness 
training, but they're really refined 
with specific sport practice. 

The fifth level of the pyramid is 
coordination. Controlled responses 
to stimuli.. A groove developed by 
practice. Within this level are: 

O Visual perception. 

O Motor coordination. 

O Kinetic awareness. 

Visual perception is the ability to 
see what is, isn’t, or may be happen- 
ing and relay that information to the 
central nervous system. Quick, accu- 
rate perception allows quicker analy- 
sis and response. 

Motor coordination is the ability 
of the muscles to respond to neuro- 
logical signals. 


Kinetic awareness is the ability to 
feel comfortable with a sport — men- 
tally as well as physically. It’s a rela- 
tionship of energy and forces within 
the athlete to external energies and 
forces. 

The sixth level of the pyramid is 
psychological — the channeling of 
mental energies to guide physical 
performances. These psychological 
characteristics include: 

O Personality traits. 

O Intellectual capacity. 

Personality traits motivate the 
training and performance of most 
successful athletes. They trigger com-

petitiveness and the need for achieve- 
ment. 

Intellectual capacity is an attribute 
few successful people lack, regardless 
of their formal education. Their capa- 
city to investigate, analyze, under- 
stand, and utilize knowledge helps 
them achieve success. 

The final level of the pyramid —its 
peak — unlike the building blocks 
beneath it, is itself a pyramid. That 
pyramid atop the pyramid is the 
individual himself and the relation- 
ship between two elements. 

O Individual traits. 

O Task specifics. 

This is the final blending that 
allows an individual to use his per- 
sonality, his intellectual capacity, his 
physical awareness, his coordination, 
his abilities, his overall fitness to do 
what he has to do. 

What made Brad Lackey a cham- 
pion? What combination of attrib- 
utes allowed him and other cham- 
pions to convert a desire to reality? 
How do champions use their traits, 
emotions, thoughts, and physical ac- 
tions to accomplish what they want? 

There’s no easy answer. Brad 
achieved success with a strong but 
silent confidence. He knew what he 
had to do. He knew his body was 
ready because he’d trained it and fed 
it properly. He knew his motorcycle 
was ready because he had competent, 
dedicated technical people working 
on it. He knew that all the other sup- 
port activities were taken care of by 
people he trusted. All these factors 
allowed him to concentrate on the 
task at hand — scoring Grand Prix 
points. 

He did everything he could to 
bring himself to a point where it 
finally, solely, was up to him. His 
own relationship with the task at 
hand allowed him to draw some- 
thing from within to achieve what he 
wanted. 

Any performance pyramid should 
be structured so that each and every 
block of every level contributes to its 
overall strength. And each pyramid 
should be designed for a specific goal 
such as off-season, pre-season, or in- 
season efficiency. Unlike the pyra- 
mids of Egypt, a training pyramid 
should be reevaluated and rebuilt 
periodically. Each block should be 
examined and adjusted accordingly.

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PENTROOF COMBUSTION CHAMBER 


Yamaha says the FZ750’s combustion chamber shape at TDC produces 
ideal flame propagation compared to pentroof chamber. 


This cutaway of the FZ750 engine shows the shape of the ports for the 
three intake valves and the narrow, at-the-top-of-the-cylinder-liners-only 
water jackets between each cylinder. The intake tract is nearly vertical in 





the narrow, high-revving engine. 





as fuel level decreases. 

With almost 50% of the machine’s 
weight on the front wheel, steering 
caster can be steeper, trail longer and 
a 16-inch front wheel can be used 
without causing oversensitive re- 
sponse to steering inputs that reduces 
high-speed stability. Handling 
response is excellent because a shor- 
ter wheelbase can be used without the 
instability caused by too much rear- 
wheel weight bias. In short, the FZ750 
chassis geometry achieves both light 
handling and good straight-line sta- 
bility that had been thought to be 
incompatible goals. The smaller dia- 
meter front wheel also reduces frontal 
area for improved aerodynamic 
efficiency. 

Caster on the FZ750 is 25° 
trail is 3.7 inches. 

With the carbs and air cleaner out 
of the way the area beneath the seat 
and tank can be much narrower and 
lower for an ideal sport riding posi- 
tion. 

The FZ750’s engine is unquestion- 
ably the narrowest 750cc inline-four 
on the market. By liquid cooling 
only the tops of the otherwise-dry 
liners, a closer cylinder bore spacing 
is achieved. Mounting the generator 
behind the cylinder instead of on the 
crank end greatly reduces overall 
engine width. Another Yamaha first, 
the sensors for the electronic ignition 
are mounted in the crankcase halves 
and the trigger is set into the outer 
crankshaft flywheel. With an overall 
engine width of only 16.3 inches, the 
FZ750 engine is 9mm narrower than 
the XJ400 and as slim as currently- 


30’, and 





available V-4s offered by the com- 
petition. . 

The FZ750 engine thus has the 
advantages of a V-4 in narrow frontal 
area, with none of the disadvantages 
of the height, weight and overall 
bulk that come from having to accom- 
modate a second pair of cylinders 
behind the front two. 

In conventional engines, the shape 
of thecombustion chamber is dictated 
by the size of the intake valves. Using 
larger valves to increase intake area 
puts limitations on the shape of the 
combustion chamber, making it dif- 
ficult to achieve the high compres- 
sion ratios necessary for high power 
output without detonation. 

But with the FZ750 the intakes are 
smallerthan the exhausts. Using more 
valves gives a larger intake area and 
additional induction flow without 
requiring large degrees of valve lift. 
The outer intake valves are set at 
17.25° from the vertical, with the cen- 
tral one at 11.5°. Exhausts are set at 
13.75°. Four-valve engines use near 
20° angles, and two-valve engines 
around 30°. 

The narrow angle allows a lens- 
shaped combustion chamber with a 
smaller volume than conventional 
cylinder head configurations. Im- 
proved flame travel from the 
centrally-located plug means com- 
pression can be increased without 
fear of detonation. The compression 
ratio of the FZ750 is 11.2:1. 

The pistons have slightly concave 
crowns, giving the chamber its lens 
shape and assures adequate clearance 
between piston and valves and ideal- 








izes the distance from plug electrode 
to piston crown for superior flame 
propagation. Higher lift figures 
would have caused piston interfer- 
ence and forced lower compression 
ratios. 

The combustion process is com- 
pleted very quickly, greatly reducing 
power waste through heat loss. And 
the slight concavity of the piston 
crown means combustion energy is 
not wasted in heating a large piston 
crown surface area. Yamaha experi- 
mented with perfectly flat piston 
crowns, but the compression ratio 
could not be raised above 9:1 with 
this design. 

Since the FZ750 builds rpm so 
quickly, the ignition is equipped 
with a rev-limiter that prevents the 
engine from exceeding 11,800 rpm. 

The forged, one-piece crankshaft 
runs in five bearings and the trans- 
mission has six close-ratio speeds. 
The closer distance between drive- 
shaft and drivenshaft significantly 
reduces engine length. The distance 
between crank center and driveshaft 
center is only 5.5 inches, and the dis- 
tance between driveshaft center and 
drivenshaft is only 2.6 inches. This 
compares with 6.1 inches and 3.3 
inches, respectively for the XJ750. 

Oil and water pumps are driven off 
the same shaft and the remote-driven 
generator is rear-mounted. The hydr- 
aulic clutch is wet and uses eight fric- 
tion plates and six springs. 

Great effort was made to reduce 
mechanical loss within the engine. 
Pumping loss due to crankcase charg- 
ing was reduced by using large pres- 
sure equalizing holes in the crank- 
cases and between each individual 
cylinder’s crankcase. : 

Similar pains were taken to reduce 
friction losses. In addition to the 

extremely light valve train, baffles 
prevent oil in the wet sump from 
slowing the crankshaft at high rpm, 
and no oil seals are used at the ends of 
the crank. Instead, caps with o-rings 
seal the crankcase ends. 

Compared with the engine, FZ750 
chassis and running gear might seem 
conventional. Nevertheless, both 
reflect Yamaha's extensive road- 
racing background. Like the RD- 
500LC, the wide cradle main frame is 
constructed of box-section steel tub- 
ing of high tensile strength. Unlike 
the RD, the rear shock is mounted 
behind rather than below the engine. 

The upper rails follow as straight a 
path as possible between the steering 
head and swingarm pivot. Front down- 
tubes detach for engine removal, and 
the top end is easily accessible through 
the wide-spaced tubes. This rigid 
layout is further strengthened by the 
rigid-mounted engine. 

A rising-rate Monocross suspension 
with DeCarbon-type single shock 
controls the large, box-section alloy 
swingarm. Pivoting on needle bear- 
ings, it is wide enough to accommo- 
date racing tires and the chain line is 
positioned 4.1 inches from the ma- 
chine’s centerline with this in mind. 
The new, cast alloy wheel comes 
stock with a wide-profile, 130/80-18 
tubeless V-rated tire. 

The air-assisted front forks feature 
39mm tubes, forged-aluminum lower 
triple clamp bracket, aluminum fork 
brace, and tapered roller bearings in 
the steering head. Tube wall thick- 
ness is 3mm. 

The front forks feature a variable, 
rising-rate damping system that is 
very light, simple and efficient. Using 
this inside the fork sliders increases 
compression damping under rapid 
compression (the built-in relief valves 
reduce compression damping when 
riding over bumps). At less than rac- 
ing speeds, however, the forks per- 
form like conventional telescopic 
units. a

The three ventilated brake discs are 
stopped by semi-metallic pads mount- 
ed in opposed-piston calipers. 

The thin, single-core aluminum 
radiator is similar to that on the 
RD500LC. Light and compact, its 
cooling fan is driven by a light, flat 
electric motor. 

Finally, a frame-mounted half-fair- 
ing protects the rider while dramati- 
cally improving maximum speed and 
and high-speed stability — the drag 
coefficient is only 0.34. The full- 
width 12V rectangular headlight uses 
a 60/55W halogen bulb. Constructed 
of tough ABS plastic with polycar- 
bonate screen, the fairing neatly 
houses the meters and gauges on an 
inner panel dominated by the central 
tachometer. Left and right fairing 
sides have ducts to draw out heated 
air through the radiator and direct it 
away from the rider. They are easily 
detachable for maintenance. e

Harsha, Pelkey 
pound Medford 
Expo ST

Expert Jeffrey Harsha and Barry 
Pelkey destroyed three main 
events at the Medford Expo Park 
beef barn short track with im- 
pressive wins. Harsha dominated the 


250cc A and Open Pro mains, while 
Pelkey made a triumphant return to 
racing after an injury to top an excit- 
ing 125cc A main. 


Zach Rund (Hon) opened up the 
evening by stormtrooping toa 60cc A 
main win over fellow Honda rider 
Joe Don Ireland which opened up 
the door to large wheel racing in the 
form of a wild bunch of 80cc riders 
dueling for three trophy spots in the 
80cc A final. Paul’s Sport Center- 
sponsored Kristin Cowan has been 
nearly unstoppable in the past sev- 
eral outings and tonight was’ no ex- 
ception, as the female sensation out- 
rode her male counterparts to top the 
field and put Suzuki rider and flat- 
track/TT specialist Wayne Frampton 
in second to the finish ahead of Lance 
Holder (Suz). 


Ten riders lined up in two rows for 
the 125cc A main which saw heat 
winner Pelkey sitting the pole on the 
Paul’s Sport Center KX. Pelkey shot 
off the line in complete control at the 
start and held the lead throughout 
the exciting main, while Steve 
Croucher (Kaw) carved through the 
early traffic to settle inches behind 
Pelkey, who was making a comeback 
due to an earlier injury and rode 
impressively to top the main and beat 
pesky Croucher and an on-the-move 
200cc Honda rider Harsha. 

Harsha looked for his first win of 
the evening when the 250cc Sports- 
man contestants rolled their machin- 
ery to the line for a 15 lap thriller.

CORONA, CA, DEC. 7 
Honda-mounted Rich McCoy 
won the second 125cc Beginner 
division two moto to clinch the 
overall victory tonight at 
Corona Raceway. His victory came 
just before things got sloppy: A light 
rain began to fall during the next race 
and made the track as slick as glass 
for the remaining motos. 

W. Kelly (Suz) led a pack of close 
followers out of the first turn as 
Cande Acencio (Kaw), Dave Moss 
(Kaw), McCoy and Ricky Weaver 
(Kaw) all fought for the chance to set 
their sights on the leader.

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 2 
California Racing Club slightly 
reworked the Shadow Glen 
course again to give the riders a 
different challenge. The dou- 
ble hairpin turn into the sandwash 
was taken out and the course is now a 
banzai charge into the wash. The 
deep sand served to slow the riders a 
little but as the day wore on, the ruts 
in the sand went down to water level. 

In the 125cc Novice race, Rajarvo 
Pekka took an early lead but lost it in 
mid-race to Gary Carivau and Doug 
Allen. Carivau and Allen were well 
back in the pack at the start, but with 
some aggressive aerial passing, they 
moved into first and second. Pekka 
moved back into the lead to stay on the 
next lap and won moto one. George 
Vlach, Carivau and Pekka started 
moto two in a knot and rode most of 
the race just like that. Pekka putona 
heroic charge in the last half lap and 
passed both Vlach and Carivau to 
take moto two, also. 

In moto one of the 125cc Interme- 
diate event, Jeff Mabery pulled a 
wheelie almost the entire length of 
the starting straight. Kyle Lewis kept 
both wheels on the ground and just 
barely nosed out Mabery as they went 
into the sandwash. They stayed that 
close for the whole race. Mabery tried 
a big push at the very end, but Lewis 
hung on for first. Alan Pierce stayed 
in third for the whole moto. 

Mabery was first into the sandwash 
at the start of moto two but didn’t 
stay there long. Ray Groom was first 
out and led until lap three when 
Pierce caught him and took the win. 
Pierce’s combined total was the best 
and he got the overall win. 

The 250cc and Open Intermediates 
ran together in the eighth event. 
Kevin Fringer and Craig White came 
off the start line side by side and 
stayed that way for two laps until 
Fringer opened up a few yards and 
finished ahead of White in moto one. 
Loren Pochirowski led the Open bikes 
from start to finish with Frank LaVrol 
staying a close second. White got the 
jump on Fringer in moto two and 
stayed in front for the whole moto to 
get the best score for the day.

His win in this moto also 
gave him the overall win in the Open 
class. 

The Pro race came doin to the 
usual Ed Arnet/Willie Surratt battle. 
Surratt got the better start in moto 
one and was just inches ahead of 
Arnet going into the sandwash. Ar- 
net’s Granada Yamaha out-dragged 
Surratt in the wash to emerge in the 
lead. Arnet and Surratt looked like 
motorized Siamese twins for the next 
six laps — they were never more than 
inches apart. In lap seven, Surratt 
gave away about 10 seconds and was 
not able to get it back. 

In the 125 Pros, Erik Kehoe and 
Bobby- Moore also played cat and 
mouse with Kehoe staying on top for 
the entire race. 








“Moto two started in two waves, 
rather than one as in the first moto, 
with the 125s going first. Kehoe got 
the holeshot and shifted his Honda to 
sixth and was gone. Mike Healy was 
in second trying to keep him in sight. 
Healy crashed in lap two and Moore, 
who was moving up rapidly from a 
poor start, went into second. By lap 
three, he and Kehoe were fender to 


fender as before. In mid-race, Kehoe 


did a top-gear somersault on the very 
back of the course and was out of the 
race. By this ime, Moore was out of 
sight of any other 125 and cruised 
home the moto and overall 125cc 
winner.

Dubach dominates 
DeAnza Pros

SUNNYMEAD, CA, DEC. 2 
Suzuki Country’s Doug Du- 
bach left the 125cc Pro class in 
his wake today at DeAnza Cycle 
Park after two hard battles with 
Kawasaki Motors’ Todd Campbell. 
Campbell’s KX125 derailed its chain 
in the first moto, and that same chain 
broke halfway through the second, 
providing a frustrating day at the 
races for the factory-sponsored racer. 

Riverside Suzuki’s Gary Denton 
led the pack through the first few 
turns of round one, when Campbell 
and Dubach went blasting by. Cagi- 
va’s Ron Turner was fourth off the 
line but got caught off guard by Riv- 
erside Suzuki's Kevin Montgomery, 
who later bobbled and fell to sixth. 
Dubach slipped by Campbell on the 
fourth lap, and squeezed some addi- 
tional speed out of his ‘85 RM125 to 
pull a small lead on Campbell's KX. 
Then, on the 10th lap, Dubach slid 
out in some tight S-turns and lost 
considerable ground to Campbell. 
But, as luck would have it, Camp- 
bell’s chain derailed with three laps 
to go, and Dubach cruised to the first 
moto win. Denton ‘held off heavy 
charges from Turner to land second, 
Turner was third, while Montgomery 
finished fourth. 

Campbell stood out like an angry 
wasp in the second motoas he grabbed 
the holeshot and flew through the 
first and second turns without both- 
ering to take his feet off the pegs. 
Dubach did everything in his power to 
keep the green machine in sight, 
while Turner applied pressure to 
Denton. Denton held Turner back 
through the fourth lap when Radical 
Ron stuffed his scooter inside Denton 
and started feeding him his fair share 
of dust. 

Dubach finally matched Campbell's 
incredible pace at the halfway point, 
but his chances of passing looked 
grim. Suddenly, Campbell’s chain 
broke and he went straight over a 
berm narrowly missing some specta- 
tors. This let Dubach settle down toa 
smooth, business-like pace that car- 
ried him through the checkers first to 
clinch the overall with a perfect 1-1 
score. Turner went 3-2 for second, 
Denton was third, while Montgomery 
landed fourth with a 4-4. 

Consistency paid off for Malcolm 
Smith’s Tom Thomsen (Yam) who 
took top honors in the 250cc Pro class 
today by finishing a strong second 
each time out. Suzuki Country's Tony 
Spear smoked everyone in the 10 man 
class the first moto, but a crash in the 
second round kept him from doing it 
twice. Greg Nash crashed his ‘85 
RM250 in the first moto and would 
up 10th, but he pulled himself to- 
gether and won the second moto, fin- 
ishing almost half a lap in front of 
Thomsen,

with Turner getting the second moto 
win for the overall. Williams won the 
first round ahead of Dan Balon(PFR 
Racing/Kaw) and Turner, in round 
two, Williams could only manage a 
third behind Jason Lentz (Conover 
Kawasaki), while Turner won Lentz’s 
4-2 gave him third overall.
